To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the City 
of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —In compliance with the provisions of the 
City Ordinance, the Board of Fire Commissioners herewith 
presents its Twelfth Annual Report, containing a statement 
of the fires and their causes, the condition of the depart- 
ment, and expenditures for the year ending April 30, 1885. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the department consists of a Board 
of three Commissioners, a Chief Engineer, a Superintendent 
of Fire-Alarms, 13 Engineers, and officers and other mem- 
bers, including telegraph operators, to the number of 686 
men. Important changes in the organization of the force 
have taken place during the year. Engine Companies 1, 9, 
12, 18, and 27 were reorganized in September as permanent 
companies, of 9 men each, and permanent captains were 
substituted for call in Engine Companies 2, 5, 11, 18, 20; 
Ladder Companies 2, 4,5,9,12. In October Chief Engineer 
William A. Green assumed the duties of Fire Commissioner, 
and was succeeded by Lewis P. Webber, Assistant Engi- 
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neer of District 8. . Foreman Edwin H. Sawyer, of Ladder 
Co..12, being commissioned, November 1, his successor. 

A new Hay és Extension Ladder was placed in service in 
quarters Fort Hill Square, under charge of Ladder Co. 8, 
and with the exception of District 3 the several Assistant 
' Engineers have been supplied with a horse and wagon.

Howusks. 


The houses of the department are in good condition, and 
all are fitted up and furnished with a view to the comfort of 
men and horses and the ready response to alarms. Much 
expense is saved the city and good work accomplished by the 
detail of members to do the inside repairs. Extensive alter- 
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ations have been made in Engine-houses 1, 9, 13, 27, occa- 
sioned by these companies being made permanent. 

A new house, for the accommodation of Ladder Co. 9 and 
Hose Co. 1, has been erected on Main street, Charlestown, 
and is being completed in accordance with plans approved 
by this Board. 

The proposed engine and ladder house to be located at the 
corner of Boylston ‘and Hereford streets has not been com- 
menced, although plans are being made under direction of 
the city architect. 

A lot of land has been purchased by the city, upon which 
an engine-house is to be built on Saratoga street, East Bos- 
ton. Plans for the same are being prepared for approval by 
this Board. 

An appropriation of $24,000 has been made by the City 
Council for the purchase of land and erection of a new house 
for Hose Co. 4, in the Charlestown District. 

During the year a new building has been erected at the 
corner of Albany and Bristol streets for a repair-shop. The 
building is built of brick, and gives accommodation for all 
the work to be done on apparatus, hose, and harness, and 
affords room for storage of supplies, etc. A large yard 
and building adjoining on Bristol street give additional 
storage-room for lumber, ete. The building, although 
erected, has not heen completed for occupancy, but will be 
so in a few weeks, giving to the department one of the best 
equipped fire department repair-shops in the country.

HorsEs. 


The number of horses in the department April 30, 
1885, was 168. During the four winter months extra 
horses were placed in service under agreement with the 
owners that such service should be without cost to the 
city other than the care and feed, the same as is given the 
regular horses of the department. The horses have been 
free from any epidemic, and have received inspection from 
the Hospital Surgeon, who has made weekly reports to the 
Board of their condition and treatment, both in quarters or 
at the Hospital. 


WATER AND HypDRANTS. - 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was 
4,793. In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city, that contain from 
300 to 500 hogsheads of water, and can be used in an emer- 
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gency. The number of hydrants added during the year is as 
follows : — 

29 Lowry, 55 Post, 28 Boston, and 67 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $90,640, or at the rate of 
$20 per hydrant. 

In all cases the Water Board have cheerfully complied 
with the requests of this Board in the establishment of 
hydrants whenever necessity required. 


FrirE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this depart- 
ment within the year ending April 30 is as follows : — 


No. 2 circuit, covering the South End and Back Bay, was 
completely rebuilt last summer and equipped with new fixt- 
ures and material throughout its entire route. It was 
divided into two circuits, numbered 2 and 17, with the boxes 
and other apparatus alternating in their connections so far as 
was practicable for the purpose of affording greater protec- 
tion and safety to the service. 

A third circuit — No. 18 — was projected early in the 
year, and is now nearly completed, running through and cov- 
ering a part of the city now protected by circuits 3 and 5. 
The same plan of alternation in the connection of signal-boxes 
into this circuit will be followed as was employed in the new 
_ South-End work. 

The four independent gong circuits, connecting the depart- 
ment houses in the city proper with head-quarters, have been 
completed, and are giving the most satisfactory results. 

Telephone service has been extended to the house of the 
foreman of construction, Chemical Engine 5, and the new 
apparatus repair shop, making 58 stations connected with 
the Fire Department. 

New seven wired 385(-feet cables have been laid at the 
bridges on Dover and Federal streets. 

The bell has been removed from the old repair-shop and 
placed on the house of Engine 30. Three bells have been 
discontinued during the year. 

Eleven new fire-alarm boxes have been put up, and twenty- 
one new keyless doors substituted for the old style since the 
last report.

Early in the spring of last year a new clock was placed on 
Lyceum Hall, in East Boston. It was illuminated by gas 
until December, but at that time arrangements were made 
with the Union Electric Light Company for electric illumi- 
nation, which has continued to give good satisfaction. Ex- 
tensive changes and improvements have been made at 
head-quarters in the arrangement of the wires. A room has 
been assigned and prepared for a head-house, and here the 
wires are so placed that the use of any one of them may be 
determined at sight, which greatly facilitates the testing of 
the inside connections. An elaborate system of lightning- 
arresters has been so arranged that any part of it can be 
readily examined or used for testing purposes. 

Some additional improvements have been introduced in 
the operating-room. The new counter has been completed, 
and it fully justifies the expectations raised by the previous 
work of Mr. Heyman. 

Experiments are now being made with an automatic test- 
ing apparatus, introduced by the Electrical Development 
and Manufacturing Company. It is a novel and ingenious 
instrument, designed to test each circuit for ground es- 
capes once in every hour of the day and night. Its action 
is entirely automatic, and it has thus far worked with perfect 
success.

During the year there were 927 alarms, this being 134 in 
excess of the previous year, which was the largest for any 
year since the establishment of the city. The months 
of June, 1884, January and March, 1885, proved the 
most disastrous for losses, although in December and April 
there were the greatest number of alarms, 48 out of 114 in 
April being calls on the department to extinguish fires in 

brush grass, etc., which in many instances were needless. 
_ Statistics show that throughout the country there have been 

many disastrous fires during the year, and frequently accom- 
panied by loss of life. Happily, this city has been free from 
the latter calamity; but, in the opinion of this Board, such 
disasters are liable to occur here unless stringent measures 
are resorted to for carrying out the provisions ‘of Chap. 251, 
Acts of 1883, in relation to securing better provision for 
escape from hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, 
workshops, and similar establishments in case of fire. 

For the first time since the reorganization of the depart- 
ment in 1873 the commissioners have the sad duty of record- 
ing the death of two of its members. On the morning of 
August 13, Hoseman Joseph Pierce and Permanent Sub- 
stitute James Quigley, both of Engine Co. 4, while on the 
roof of the burning building 108 to 112 Beach street, were 
precipitated by the falling in of same into the flames. They 
died at their post of duty as became brave firemen. 

At the fire 438 India square, March 8, James W. Sweetser, 
a member of the Protective Department, was killed by the 
falling of a ladder. 
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Recapitulation of the Number of Alarms of Fire, and the

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct. working of the apparatus in giving 
alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other details per- 
taining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may 
be called from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the 
operator should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from 
performing his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep 
during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, 
and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

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Although the total amount of expenditure and actual cost 
exceeds that of the previous year, yet the additional income, 
and the increased number of inmates, which has been in 
almost exact proportion to that of the expenditure, shows that, 
compuratively, the average cost of maintenance has not ex- 
ceeded that of last year. At some of the institutions, 
for special causes, the expense has increased, while at 
others it has been less, as the preceding statistics will 
show. 

For some years it has been the custom of the managers of 
kindred institutions, in various portions of the country, to 
present views and plans of their institutions in the yearly 
reports; and a general desire to obtain views of the city 
institutions has been expressed. In connection with this 
report the Directors present ten Albertype views of the in- 
stitutions under their charge, which have been made from 
photographs taken during the past year. Also plans and 
view of the new hospital at Deer Island. These convey 
a true idea of the appearance of the several buildings and 
grounds, and serve not only to embellish the report, but 
will prove to be of considerable value for future reference. 
They are placed in the body of the report, in connection with 
the annual report of the Superintendent of the institution 
they represent. 

The year has been one of ordinary quiet and prosperity, 
without change in the management of any of the institutions. 
The full and interesting reports of the various superintendents 
are commended to the careful consideration of the members 
of the City Government, not only for the information they 
contain, but for the clearness in which the present condition 
and future wants of the institutions is stated. Special at- 
tention is invited to the recommendations and suggestions of 
Dr. Fisher, Superintendent of the Lunatic Hospital, and to the 
report of Dr. Schwab, Resident Physician at Deer Island, in 
which he describes the new hospital now approaching com- 


\ 
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pletion. These several reports leave but little to be added 
by the Board regarding the details of the year’s work. 

The average number of inmates has been 2,837, or 66 
more than last year, and:is the largest number ever supported. 
The average expenditure at the institutions has been $157.27 
for each inmate. Ten years ago the average number main- 
tained was 2,292, and the expenditure for each inmate 
$164.07. 

The number of city patients supported in the State Lunatic 
Hospitals, remaining onthe 30th day of April, was 622, dis- 
tributed as follows: Danvers, 145; Worcester, 120; 
Taunton, 129; Northampton, 18; Asylum for Chronic 
Insane at Worcester, 185; receptacle for Insane at Tewks- 
bury, 25. These are not included inthe averages of inmates. 
The cost of their support has been paid from the Pauper 
Expenses appropriation, and amounted to $122,298.72. Ten 
years ago the number remaining was 146, and the cost of 
support was $25,206.12. 


DrER ISLAND. 


The average number of inmates has been 1,449, or 40 
more than last year. The House of Industry has had 775. 
The Almshouse department 446, 47 more than last year, 
while the reformatory schools have had 228, or 9 less. 
The average expenditure has been $2.56. per week, and the 
actual cost $2.00 per week. The income has_ been 
42,720.66, an increase of $7,648.34 over last year, the 
principal item being in the stone department, which exceeds 
that of the previous year. ‘This business has been success- 
fully conducted, and has yielded a net profit of $5,776.06. 

The commitments to the House of Industry have been 
10,323, or 382 less than last year. The great majority of 
these sentences — 9,214 — were for non-payment of fines 
and costs. The number committed for drunkenness was 
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8,750, 8,254 of whom were sentenced for non-payment of 
fines and costs, and, in a very large proportion, committed 
for a period of ten days. The Directors cannot too earnestly 
recommend a change in what is called the “ten-day law.” 
The cost of commitment is very great, and there is but 
little if any opportunity to effect any reformation in persons 
sentenced for so short a term. Reference to the report of 
the Superintendent shows that one of these persons has been 
sentenced for the one hundredth time to this institution, and 
242 for thirty times and. upwards. The steady flow and 
ebb of this tide of humanity is startling when it is considered 
that many of the inmates appear almost as regularly as the 
tide which brings them to the institution. The “first 
comers” of one year are apt to be the rounders of the next. 
The Superintendent says, “Some go out one day to return 
the next.” Some change in the statute should be enacted by 
which these persons should be kept longer under the restrain- 
ing influences of the institution. 

The new hospital building is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, and will prove to be of great advantage to the institu- 
tion. The building is fully described in the report of the 
Resident Physician. 

The steam-heating apparatus has been completed, and was 
fully tested during the past winter. The change has proved 
to be of great benefit, affording uniform and ample heat at a 
reduced expenditure of fuel. 

The capacity of Rainsford Island as an almshouse for 
adult males has been tested this year as never before. 
Nearly one hundred more men than were ever previously 
reported have found a home there, and the wards have been 
so much overcrowded that the chapel has been used as a dor- 
mitory during the winter. If, in the consolidation of the 
almshouses at Long Island, this island shall continue to be 
used for its present purpose, additional accommodations will 
be required. 
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LuNATIC ‘HOSPITAL. 


While the expenditure at this institution has been slightly 
less than last year, the reduction of income to the amount of 
nearly $2,000, has had the effect to increase the actual cost 
from $5.34 per week for each patient to $5.41. The average 
number has been 197, 1 more than last year. 

Especial attention is called to that portion of Dr. Fisher’s 
report which refers to the increase of the number of chronic 
insane, and the most humane and acceptable method of pro- 
viding for them. ‘The increase of this class at South Boston 
interferes with the plan of the Board in utilizing the hospital 
for the treatment of acute cases of insanity. To accomplish 
the intention of the Board, there should be a certain amount 
of reserved room, so that new cases can be received without 
causing a general disturbance in the wards of the hospital. 

The suggestion of separate buildings for the chronic insane 
of both sexes is worthy of serious and favorable consider- 
ation, from the fact that the cost of maintenance can be 
reduced, while the patients are made more comfortable. A 
steady improvement in the condition of this hospital is 
observed from year to year. No class of the city’s wards 
appeals so strongly to the feelings and sympathy of the Board, 
and none are more deserving of the most careful supervision 
and ample accommodation. 


HouskE oF CORRECTION. 


There has been an increased number of inmates at this in- 
stitution, an increased expenditure, and a decreased income,— 
three facts which account for the larger actual cost. The 
average number of inmates has been 510, 20 more than last 
year, — the greatest number for 5 years. According to the 
financial tables the average weekly expenditure has been 
$4.12, an increase of 34 cents’; and the actual cost $2.00, an 
increase of 65 cents. The expenditure was largely increased 
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by the alterations of the boiler-house and other changes in 
consequence of the setting of two new boilers during the last 
summer, an occurrence which was fully explained to the City 
Council in a communication submitted in February last. 
The excess of extraordinary expense, for repairs and altera- 
tions, over last year has been $11,878.29. If we deduct this 
amount, for the purpose of comparison, the actual cost is 
reduced 44 cents per week for each prisoner, making the 
amount $1.56. Owing to a falling off in the quantity of 
work, during the months of June and July, we are obliged 
to report a diminished income from the labor of prisoners. 
The receipts from this source are less than last year to the 
amount of $5,665.27, and the gross income is $5,550.96 less 
than last year. 

General repairs, required to preserve the buildings, have 
been made during the year. In addition, the gas-house has 
been materially improved; and the roof of the workshop 
adjoining the office has been tinned, rendering the upper 
rooms much more comfortable in the warm weather. The 
sanitary condition of the prison has been greatly improved 
by the removal of old water-closets, and the substitution of 
new, of modern design. The discipline of the institution 
has been fully maintained, and all its departments are in 
excellent working order. 


MarcreLua—-st. Home. 


There has been a decrease of 39 inmates at this institution 
during the year. The average number being 317. The 
actual cost has been $2.33 per week for each inmate, —an in- 
crease of 3 cents, compared with the previous year. 66 of 
the children discharged have been provided with homes be- 
yond the city limits. The labor of providing suitable homes is 
carried on under the direction of the Committee on Pardons, 
who seek to find suitable places for the children in this insti- 
tution and the nursery and reformatories at Deer Island. 
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The system has been found to be beneficial in the great 
majority of cases. There are at the present time 337 chil- 
dren in homes provided for them. 

Although scarlet fever, in a mild form, prevailed at inter- 
vals from August to December, we are glad to report that no 
deaths have occurred from that disease. 


AUSTIN FARM. 


At this institution the average number of inmates has been 
230,— 16 more than last year. This has necessitated a larger 
expenditure ; but the income has increased to within 11 cents 
of the additional expense, which has reduced the actual cost 
of each inmate to $1.63 per week. 

The special appropriation for kitchen and dining-room 
improvements has been expended, and these arrangements 
are much more satisfactory than before. Both the Superin- 
tendent and Visiting Physician refer in strong terms to the 
need of a hospital. The directors, as in years past, re- 
quested of the City Council a special appropriation for this 
purpose. This, however, has not been granted. Meanwhile, 
the overcrowding has continued, and the demand for a_hos- 
pital is more urgent. 74 patients are now under treatment, 
and the hospital contains but 22 beds. More than 30 per 
cent. of the inmates to-day require hospital treatment in 
quarters which will accommodate less than 10 per cent. of the 
inmates. More than two-thirds of the sick must of necessity 
be scattered throughout the buildings, which are taxed to 
accommodate the number of inmates. It is earnestly hoped 
that the amount of $10,000, required to erect a hospital, 
although stricken out of the present year’s appropriation, 
will be restored. 

The farm has been worked to good advantage, and the re- 
ceipts for milk and farm products have paid 30' per cent. of 
the year’s expenditures. 
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CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


The average number of inmates has been greater than ever 
before, being 134, or 28 more than last year. Since No- 
vember Ist it has been 157, and the largest number at one 
time has been 180. The actual cost of maintenance has been 
$2.36 per week for each inmate, —an increase of 9 cents 
over the previous year. 


The severe weather of the past winter had the effect to 


fill this, as all the other Almshouses of the city, to its full 
capacity. While but little of special interest has occurred, 
the past year has witnessed a steady improvement in the in- 
stitution, especially in its sanitary condition, resulting from 
the new water-closets and improved bathing facilities. Steam- 
heating apparatus will be put in during the present season, and 
the great danger resulting from the use of twenty-five or more 
stoves will be obviated. 

More stress would be laid upon the urgent needs of 
this and other institutions but for the fact that, with 
the acquisition of Long Island, it is hoped that many of 
the difficulties which have embarrassed the Board for sev- 
eral years past will disappear. While the subject of the 
purchase of that island as a site for the consolidation of the 
pauper institutions has been under consideration it has been a 
matter of great difficulty to secure sufficient outlay at the 
present institutions to provide for the inmates as the Board 
could wish. 

In consequence of this the Austin Farm and Charlestown 
Almshouse have been permitted to exist without many of the 
improvements and accommodations that would be impera- 
tively demanded in institutions designed to be permanent. 
It will soon be necessary for the Board to consider in what 
manner the site at Long Island can best be used for our 
purposes, to prepare plans of buildings, and to review the 
whole subject of almshouse management and accommodation. 
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This will require time and careful study, in order that the 
most suitable plans may be adopted, with a view to the hu- 
mane and economical conduct of the pauper department. 

In the exercise of its judgment the City Council has very 
largely reduced the appropriations requested by the Board for 
the ensuing financial year. The appropriations were adopted 
after a most careful scrutiny, with a view to reduce them to 
the lowest sum, having in mind the necessity for economy 
and prudence. _ With the exception of the hospital at Austin 
Farm and steam-heating at Charlestown Almshouse, all re- 
quests for special appropriations were denied by the Board. 
It is scarcely to be expected that the sums allowed by the 
City Council are adequate to carry on the institutions for 
the entire year. No expenditure for improvements, other 
than for the ordinary repairs, has been contemplated, and 
the bulk of the appropriations requested was for the mainten- 
ance of the inmates, based upon the expenditure of the last 
two years. ‘The inmates must be fed and clothed and cared 
for as in time past; and, if the number is not diminished, the 
cost will vary but little from that of the past year. The ten- 
dency, however, seems to be towards an increasing number 
of inmates, and to a corresponding increase of expenditure ; 
and the probability is very strong that the Board will be 
obliged to ask for additional appropriations to defray the or- 
dinary expenses of the departments. Nevertheless, it will be 
their endeavor and study to conduct the institutions as 
economically as possible, and fulfil their responsible trust to 
the extent of their ability.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


Deer Is~tanp, Boston Harpor, May 1, 1885. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I would respectfully submit the following 
report of the institutions at Deer and Rainsford Islands for the 
year 1884-85, — May 1, 1884 to April 80, 1885 inclusive, — 
viz.: House of Industry, House of Reformation, Truant- 
School, Hospital for Pauper Women and Nursery, at Deer 
Island, and Almshouse for Pauper men at Rainsford Island. 

The year has passed with the usual arrivals and departures, 
showing clearly the result of indulging in intoxicating liquors 
to excess. One having been committed for the one hun- 
dredth time, for terms varying from ten days to one year; 
some going out one day to return the next; while many 
more return at longer intervals, or, better, not at all. 

Many arrive in such physical condition that nearly or quite 
all of the ten days they are required to serve, if their fines 
are not paid, are spent in the hospital. I am still of the 
opinion that, when it can be shown, as many cases can be, 
by frequent and repeated committals for drunkenness, that 
the patient and the community would be better served should 
such cases be treated as are the insane; that is, be kept under 
restraint until proper authority may pronounce the case 
cured or safe to be tried at large, and to be returned should 
the subject again give way to his appetite. 

Fr equently inmates are received quite destitute of clothnes 
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and such as they have being in such a condition that steam, 
water, or sulphur will not purify, it is burned. To make 
them comfortable or presentable when discharged 5,358 arti- 
cles have been furnished, in many cases full suits, others 
perhaps a pair of stockings, a pair of shoes, a hat or 
shirt. 

Our male side, House of Industry, has at times been much 
overcrowded, as have also the accommodations for male paupers 
at Rainsford Island ; there, after filling every available space 
the chapel was used for sleeping-rooms for the inmates during 
a portion of the winter. More inmates, by nearly one hun- 
dred, than the highest number previously provided for at any 
one time since the Island has been occupied for this purpose, 
have taken advantage of its help. 

The new hospital, for which an appropriation to build was 
granted, is fast approaching completion, —a long-needed im- 
provement. It. will be described elsewhere in this report by 
the City Architect and Resident Physician. 

An unusual amount has been expended under head of 


“Repairs and alterations.” The alterations, addition and 
renewal of plumbing, were continued and completed. At the 
close of last year the plumbers were at work in workshops 
and receiving-house ; their work was continued in farm-house 
and engineer’s house on Deer Island, and to Rainsford Island, 
where, in Overseer’s house and institution building, most of the 
plumbing was rebuilt and the hospital building supplied with 
water-closets, thus enabling us to discard earth-closets in the 
wards. 

At Deer Island a large portion of the joints between brick 
of outside wall of the institution building was repointed, and 
copper gutters restayed, which work required swing stages ; 
they, being hung from the roofs, broke many of the slates, 
which were obliged to be repaired at quite an item of expense. 
Most of the above mentioned work was performed by, out- 
side mechanics, as was also rebuilding the rear foundation- 
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wall at truant-school, which was rebuilt after cutting yard 
down to grade. 

Some 3,050 days’ board for above mechanics, and those 
employed on renewal of steam-heating apparatus, increased . 
the item of subsistence for officers by over $1,500. 

An additional boiler was put in, the three boilers reset, and 
the entire steam-piping of the large building remodelled and 
renewed. Although this work and material were paid for by 
special appropriation, our mechanics were constantly with the 
steam-fitters causing expense for stock and tools in general 
account, which would rightfully belong to the special account. 

The first, second, and a portion of the third floor in Super- 
intendent’s house were thoroughly repaired, replastered, re- 
painted, ete. For minor repairs mention may be made of 
painting the school-rooms and oflicer’s rooms, truant-school 
and girls’ school, farm-house, receiving-house, and roof of pig- 
gery and coal-shed, and wood trimmings at institution building, 
and hospital at Rainsford Island. The hospital at Rainsford | 
was much improved by removal of brick walls and chimneys, 
thereby enlarging the rooms, and guining access to all direct 
from the stairway. The“ Loafer’s Hall,” at Rainsford, was par- 
tially rebuilt, enlarged, and otherwise much improved. Fence 
across Flagstaff hill rebuilt ; steam-pipe from workshop boiler 
to engineer’s house and bakehouse renewed ; and furnace and 
hot-air pipes put into farm-house. Grading of the yard of 
truant-school necessitated the building of quite an extent of 
retaining-wall. We feel hopeful that repairs for this year 
can nearly all be done by our regular help. 

The season for farming was a favorable one, and there was

From the cows 211,391 pounds of milk were received ; 
1,144 pounds of butter were made. 66,946 pounds of pork 
slaughtered, and pigs sold to the amount of $897, shows 
a favorable report from the piggery. 1,0662 dozens of eggs, 
and 26 pair chickens killed, were received from the hennery. 

Receipts from labor of: inmates, — stone-cutting for paving 
and sewer departments, and work on sewing-machines, — will 
compare favorably with past years. Besides the above the 
men have been employed, as formerly, on the farm, in care of 
stock, buildings inside and out; mechanics in ordinary re- 
pairs and in making and repairing many of the articles used 
in and about the institutions, including all clothing, bedding, 
and boots and shoes ; women as domestics, nurses, in laundry, | 
etc. 

The boys and girls doing ordinary work of cleaning and 
keeping in order their respective departments. Boys con- 
tinued in school, except intervals of vacation and as they 
were wanted to weed the crops. 

Printing is still continued in the reformation department, 
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some twelve boys being employed. A more favorable and 
satisfactory result would be obtained if the boys could be de- 
tained longer, to perfect their knowledge of the art. 

Rev. Father A. M. Mandalari, S.J., succeeded Rev. Father 
P. D. Coppens during the month of August, and has con- 
tinued the Catholic service at Deer Island on Sunday fore- 
noons, and Rainsford Island during the week. <A quartette 
of ladies and gentlemen are now engaged from the city, 
adding interest to the service of Mass. Sunday-school in- 
structions are also continued, teachers coming from the city. 
Rev. J. W. Dadmun, Chaplain, continues his religious instruc- 
tion, officiating at services each Sunday afternoon. 

Several entertainments for the benefit of the children have 
been given, notably that by Prof. Henry T. Bryant, ventrilo- 
quist and humorist, July 4, sent by Committee of City 
Council on Entertainments for Children, and on Christmas 
and February 23 (Monday), by the teachers of our Catho- 
lic Sunday-schools, the choir, and their friends. 

By kindness of your honorable Board it was my privilege 
to attend a conference of prison officials at Chicago during 
the month of December. To me it was a very enjoyable 
occasion, and, I trust, of value; for, during the conference, 
many important questions relating to conducting and managing 
public institutions were discussed, valuable suggestions ob- 
tained. We also visited the State Prison at Joliet, House of 
Correction at Chicago, also the Reformatory Prison at Elmira, 
and the Sing-Sing Prison, N.Y. State. 

Few changes have occurred during the year of those offi- 
cially employed. Miss Etta W. Parker, who so faithfully 
served as organist for the past nine years, resigned to accept 
a more lucrative position. i 

To aid and assist those inmates upon their discharge, who 
may wish encouragement, Miss Burnham and Mr. McCarthy 
have continued their services. 

Fines and costs, amounting to $7,348.79, have been 
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received from 852 inmates committed, and paid over to the 
City Collector. 

Reports of Dr. Schwab, Resident Physician, and Rey. J. 
W. Dadmun, Chaplain and Superintendent of Schools, ac- 
company this. Also please note the tables and _ statistics 
which follow. 

To the President and members of the Board of Directors, 
my thanks are due, and are hereby tendered, for favors and 
encouragement.

The above report of the medical service in all of the 
various departments shows the usual steady increase over 
former years, among the inmates of the House of Industry 
especially, in addition to those diseases directly due to the 
excesses to which this class are addicted, much sickness of 
an acute character depending, to a certain extent, upon the 
severity of the past winter, has prevailed. 

In this department 1,974 cases have been under hospital 
treatment, 17 deaths occurring, — a mortality of less than 
one per cent. 

Concerning the Almshouse hospitals but little can be said 
which has not been repeated in the reports of previous 
years. The advanced ages of most of the patients, the 
chronic nature of the disease, with which they are afflicted, 
will fully account for the large number of deaths. 

At Rainsford Island Hospital a number of improvements 
have been made during the past year, which contribute 
greatly to the comfort of the patients, and to the healthful- 
ness of the wards. Especial reference is had to the new 
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water-closets now attached to each ward, replacing the old 
earth-closets, and to the introduction of hot and cold water 
to the different parts of the building. This hospital, although 
built over half a century ago, is still in a good state of 
preservation ; and, with the improvements referred to, it fur- 
nishes healthy accommodations for a limited number of 
patients. Forty can be comfortably provided for. During 
the winter months, however, twice this number will be found 
here. 

The Reformation and Truant Schools have been almost 
entirely free from serious sickness. One death occurred, 
among the reformation boys, of typhoid fever. 

The general health in the nurseries has been very satis- 
factory, particularly among the older children. Our infant 
mortality has been large, perhaps greater than in other 
institutions devoted to a similar object. It must be remem- 
bered that most of these are foundlings or “neglected chil- 
dren,” brought here under the most unfavorable conditions, 
wasted from sickness and neglect, and with marked evidences 
of hereditary disease in nearly all. 

The prevalence of scarlet fever in the city during the year 
rendered it impossible to prevent its appearance on the 
Island. : 

In August the first case broke out, followed in a short 
time by an epidemic of eleven cases in the old nursery. 
The children were transferred to the quarantine hospital, and, 
the disease being of a mild type, all recovered, with the 
exception of a child thirteen months old, who died of diph- 
theritic complication. 

In December it again appeared among the children of the 
new nursery. Quarantine was again established, and only 
four cases followed. 

Several isolated cases have broken out since, but their 
immediate withdrawal has prevented any further spread of 
the disease. 
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The old quarantine hospital, in thus enabling us to at once 
isolate all cases of a suspicious nature, has proved, on many 
occasions during the past, to be of the utmost value to these 
institutions. Since last May it has been occupied for four 
months, all cases of measles, scarlet fever, and diphtheria 
being treated here, and there can be no doubt but that its 
use has averted a number of serious epidemics. Some 
repairs are required upon this building ; and it would be very 
convenient if one room were permanently fitted up for an 
attendant, thus avoiding the usual delay occasioned by these 
necessary preparations. 

There have been 25 births during the year; 23 being 
males. 

The City Government having appropriated $60,000 for 
the purpose of erecting and furnishing a hospital on Deer 
Island, we were requested by the Committee on New Build- 
ings and Repairs of the Board of Directors to submit such 
plans and suggestions as might be of assistance to them in 
the pursuance of this object. 

It was also deemed advisable to avail ourselves of the 
advice and judgment of men who, by their long connection 
with hospitals and institutions, had become familiar with the 
principles of hospital construction, and have made this a study. 
Dr. Sam. H. Durgin, Chairman of the Board of Health, Dr. 
Theo. W. Fisher, Superintendent Boston Lunatic Hospital, 
Dr. E. Cowles, Superintendent McLean Asylum, and Dr. F. 
H. Brown Secretary of Children’s Hospital, were accord- 
ingly invited to meet the committee. 

These gentlemen kindly offered their assistance, and to 
them the Board is very greatly indebted for the interest 
which was shown in regard to this work, and for many sug- 
gestions which afterwards proved of the greatest value. 

The tract of land north of the institution, extending to- 
wards Shirley Gut, was considered to be the most favorable 
site for the proposed buildings, Its size will admit of many 
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additions, which may in’ time become necessary, its proximity 
to the main institution will render communication between 
the two easy and convenient, the drainage can also be effectu- 
ally disposed of by being directed into Shirley Gut. 

With regard to the material to be used in the construction 
of the buildings, some difference of opinion at first ex- 
isted. 

While it is an acknowledged fact that wooden hospitals 
possess many advantages over brick, the greater danger from 
fire, and the difficulty in heating the former were two serious 
objections, demanding, in this instance, especial considera- 
tion. 

The cost, however, of a brick building of the size neces- 
sary, would have far exceeded the appropriation. It was 
therefore decided to build of wood. 

The system proposed and adopted is, in many respects, 
similar to the barrack system employed in the construction 
of military hospitals. It consists of four single-storied 
pavilions, two on either side of a large, square, central build- 
ing,— the kitchen, 


all connected by a long, straight cor- 
ridor. The administration building is situated in the front, 
connecting with the corridor by a short passage-way. The 
kitchen and administrative buildings are built upon stone 
foundations and have cellars. The corridor and pavilions 
rest simply upon stone piers, 15 feet apart, and at a height 
of about 3 feet from the ground. For greater warmth the 
space underneath has been sheathed up, windows being put 
in to insure thorough ventilation and dryness of the soil. 

The walls throughout have been double plastered, and are 
further reénforced against cold by a layer of thick “ felting 
paper” under the weather boarding, and also under the 
shingles. 

The pavilions are 128 feet long and 28 feet wide. At the 
entrance to each from the corridor will be found a serving- 
room and dining-room for patients, and opposite these the 
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nurses’ room, linen room, and physicians’ examination 
room. 

The isolating rooms, and larger rooms for four beds, for 
patients not to be trusted with the freedom of the open 
ward, are placed at the further end of the pavilions. On the 
female side the open ward will be 63 feet in length; on the 
male side, where greater restraint will be necessary, this is 
reduced by the addition of more single rooms to 38 feet. 

The walls throughout are hard finished. All angles and 
corners have been rounded out ; the same has also been done 
by suitable moulding at the junction of the base-board with 
the floor, thus avoiding the usual places favorable to the ac- 
cumulation of dirt and dust. 

The floors are of narrow hard pine, tongued and grooved 
and blind nailed. 

The bath-rooms and water-closets have been located as 
far as possible from the wards. They are situated at the ex- 
treme ends of the pavilions and entered by a narrow passage- 
way, in which cross ventilation secured by windows will 
prevent any vitiated air gaining entrance to the wards. The 
manner of fitting up these rooms has not yet been decided 
upon; it is very probable, however, that some hard, imper- 
vious material, preferably slate, will be used. 

Especial attention has been directed to the ventilation. In 
the summer months our location is extremely favorable for 
thorough ventilation through natural or ordinary channels, 
windows, doors, etc. In the winter, however, when it be- 
comes necessary to adopt every precaution for keeping out 
the extreme cold, and with the unavoidable crowding result- 
ing from the increased number of admissions, proper venti- 
lution can only be secured by artificial means. 

The air will be withdrawn at the floor of the ward through 
a number of small registers communicating with a large 
central air duct, which terminates in the aspirating shaft at 
the end of each pavilion. This shaft is 44 feet high, 5 feet 
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in diameter, and is heated by a.steam coil throughout its.

The. oflice, library, and dispensary, : also physician’s parlor ; 
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and dining-room, are on the first floor of the administration 
building. 

With the exception of the heating apparatus and the 
plumbing the hospital is almost completed. Considerable 
delay has been occasioned by the rough weather during the 
past winter. It is hoped, however, that it will be ready for: 
occupation by the Ist of August. 

Accompanying this report are three heliotype plates of the 
architect's plans, showing the general block plan of the 
hospital, a detailed plan of one of the pavilions, and an ex- 
terior view of the hospital and its surroundings. 

The patients treated here will be the sick from the House 
of Industry, the female Almshouse patients, and such cases 
as are sent to us from the city for observation by the 
examining physician of the Board. 

To Mr. Vinal, the city architect, who designed the plans 
for these buildings, and under whose supervision they have 
been erected, we feel deeply indebted. We desire to 
express our sincere thanks for his personal attention so 
freely devoted to this work in the midst of the numerous 
other duties devolving upon him. 

The valuable aid and earnest coédperation of Dr. Griffin 
and Dr. Dunham, who are associated with me in this depart- 
ment, are gratefully acknowledged. 

We are also under great obligations to Dr. Cogswell, 
assistant port physician, who has on many occasions tendered 
his services, and has rendered great assistance in the prep- 
aration of our statistics. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my grateful apprecia- 
tion of the many courtesies extended me in our official 
relations during the past year.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Jonn C. Wurton, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Str, —In compliance with the rules of the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions I hereby respectfully 
submit my annual report. 

Nothing out of the usual routine of daily work has 
occurred during the past year in the Chaplain’s department. 
It isa sad reflection that such large numbers of men, women, 
and children are yearly committed to these penal institu- 
tions. The last printed report shows that 10,890 persons 
were sentenced for various offences, and that about nine- 
tenths of them were committed for drunkenness. The 
question naturally arises: What influences can be brought 
to bear upon these unfortunate victims of strong drink in 
order to save them? It is no new question to true philan- 
thropists, but how to solve it is the practical issue. Thou- 
sands of the hardened ones are sure to go down to a 
drunkard’s grave unless some mighty reformation should 
take place. We are looking and hoping for a moral revolu- 
tion that will dry up the source of all this mischief. To this 
end and for this grand result we are determined to labor. 

I have succeeded in keeping the hospitals well supplied 
with reading matter. Books, pamphlets, and daily papers 
have been contributed through the agency of the Hospital 
Newspaper Society, which is a source of much happiness 
to the sick and infirm at Deer and Rainsford Islands. The 
boys and girls receive as usual a liberal supply of books 
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from the City Library, and I think they really appreciate it. 
We cannot too highly commend the city authorities for this 
inestimable privilege. By donations — principally from the 
Hospital Newspaper Society —the Women’s Library has 
been kept in good condition. 


ScHOOLS. 


The children have been arranged, during the past year, 
into five schools, —four for boys and one for girls, — one 
female teacher and four male teachers. The teachers have 
attended to their duties with marked ability and efficiency, 
as the annual examination fully disclosed, which occurred 
April 7, under the direction of Frederick Pease, Esq., 
chairman of the School Committee of the Board. Some 
things were very pleasing to the score of visitors present 
on that occasion, particularly the remarkable promptitude, 
vivacity, and cheerfulness manifested by the scholars during 
the recitations, which made us almost forget for the time 
being that we were in a penal institution. <A little cloud 
came over some faces, however, when the President of the 
Board — Hon. Albert T. Whiting — addressed some kind, 
parting words to eight scholars who were pardoned as a 
reward of merit for good deportment. The majority did 


not expect such a favor, as they had not been in the 
institution but a short time; and yet the thought of home 
and freedom brought tears to some faces. Notwithstanding 


this episode, hope soon appeared to gain the ascendency, 


and all-went to the play-ground at the close of the examina- 


tion evidently determined on victory. We endeavor to 
cultivate hopefulness and cheerfulness in the minds of the 
children, for without these qualities but little can be ac- 
complished in the way of reformation. 

Instructions in vocal and instrumental music have been 
continued with good effect and reasonable success. Under 
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the direction of Prof. Ripley the band has made good 
progress, and some of its members have displayed a good 
deal of musical talent. The band is composed of twenty 
boys. All the others, averaging about two hundred, con- 
stitute a choir, whose music, I am happy to say, imparts 
much cheerfulness to institution life.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I take pleasure in presenting the forty- 
sixth annual report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital for your 
consideration, and, I hopes; for your approval. The past 
year, as usual, has been one of constant labor and anxiety, 
both of which are inseparable from the position I hold. The 
usual compensations have, however, made the labor pleasant 
and the care endurable. We have not been disturbed, as 
heretofore, by the progress of repairs and alterations, though 
something has been done in that direction, and nothing un- 
usual has occurred to derange the routine of hospital life. 

The result of the year’s work, as seen in the percentage of 
recoveries, is less favorable than last year. Having begun 
the year with a hospital crowded with chronic cases, it was 
not to be expected that as good work could be done. The 
admissions have not been of a character to warrant the most 
favorable results, many hopeless cases, especially of old 
people, having been received. The movement of population 
has been about the same as last year. The admissions have 
been nearly the same, but the number must rapidly decrease 
the coming year as the chronic cases accumulate. The 
emergency cases continue to swell the apparent number 
under treatment, and add greatly to our care and perplexity 
in the crowded state of our wards. Every admission re- 
quires half-a-dozen changes of patients from room to room, 
or ward to ward, so as to maintain something like a suitable 
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classification. These frequent changes annoy and disturb 
alike the excited and the convalescent cases. It is a wonder 
that any recover in the midst of the confusion thus created. 
The following form for case-taking is used in all admis- 
sions, emergency cases as well as others. An indexed 
record is kept of each case, giving its history in detail and 
the result of all physical examinations made from time to 
time. This is in charge of the second assistant physician, 
and entails much labor in the course of the year. Ophthal- 
moscopic examinations have also been made and recorded by 
the first or second assistants in every case. . Tube-feeding 
has been required in twelve cases for periods varying from a 
week to six months or more. .

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The preceding table will show the changes of the last year. 
The emergency cases, as usual, increase the apparent num- 
ber under treatment, although they are here just long enough 
to give us much trouble and little credit. Deducting those 
transferred to other hospitals within five days we have a 
total of 23 recoveries in 79 admissions, or 29 per cent. 
The Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity still includes 
these emergency cases in estimating our percentage of recov- 
eries, making a very unfair basis of comparison with other 
hospitals. The percentage of recoveries at the four State 
hospitals the past year has been 22 per cent., and at the 
McLean Asylum 33 per cent., of the admissions. Less than 
one-third of the admissions treated here have been cases 
giving any promise of recovery, the rest being general para- 
lytics, senile dements, and others with hopeless forms of 
insanity. One State patient was treated here, having been 
sent here as an emergency case, with two broken arms and 
a serious injury of the spine. She was too much disabled 
and too violently insane to be moved to a State hospital, 
and for a long time her death was expected. She recov- 
ered, however, to our great satisfaction, regaining the full 
use of her powers of body and mind. 

Crowding a hospital with chronic cases does not tend to 
diminish the death-rate, however it may affect the recovery 
rate. The percentage of deaths the past year was 10.9. 
The fact that two-thirds of the deaths were of persons over 
fifty and one-third of persons over sixty years of age 
shows what a large proportion of senile cases is sent to this 
hospital to die. These persons are nearly all benefited and 
made comfortable by hospital treatment. We are only re~- 


quited for their care by the increased comfort of their last 


days and the satisfaction they feel at being near home, if 
they cannot be at home. Seven old persons from sixty to 
eighty years of age, each a resident of the hospital fifteen 
years, or more, have died the last year. To these the hos- 
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pital was a home, the comforts of which most of them were 
able to appreciate. One was a lawyer, one a retired mer- 
chant, and several were widows of well-known citizens of 
Boston, whose estates did not suffice to support them through 
a prolonged residence in hospital. Several of this class 
remain, — one, an old lady of ninety years, who has been a 
resident here for twenty-six years. 

The largest number of deaths was due to senile dementia 
and pneumonia, in about equal proportion, the long and 
severe winter being responsible for several of the latter. 
One patient died of heart disease before being six hours in 
the hospital, and one of puerperal fever at the end of two 
days. In but one case was there any hope for the mental 
recovery of the patient. By an unusual coincidence five 
patients died on the same day in March, and two more died 
two days later. 

No suicide nor serious accident has occurred, though 
suicidal patients have been numerous. Assaults by quiet, 
demented patients, able most of the time to work in the 
garden, carpenter’s shop, kitchen, or laundry, are most to be 
dreaded in hospitals for the insane. All are on guard 
against excited and recent cases, but quiet dements strike 
without provocation or warning. Six assaults of that class 
happen to have occurred the last week, all fortunately with- 
out serious injury. Fancied insult growing out of false 
hearing is usually the cause. 

Fourteen autopsies have been made the past year, and 
they have been unusually profitable to the hospital staff. 
Dr. Gannett has prepared a report of them for an ap- 
pendix. They promise to become of some scientific value 
as they increase in number, so that comparisons can be made 
between different forms of insanity. They continue to show 
the great number of intercurrent diseases, to which the in- 
sane are subject. The brain is sometimes the healthiest 
organ in the body, as far as post mortem appearances go. 
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More frequently, however, it is the seat of numerous gross 
and microscopic changes. It will be easy another year to 
compare the microscopic changes in general paralysis with 
a sufficient number of other forms of insanity to be of 
interest. 

The Superintendent has this year given clinical instruction 
to a class of fourth-year Harvard medical students during 
the months of January, February, March, and April. These 
clinics in mental disease are a new departure in this country, 
I believe, and have so far proved useful to the hospital staff 
and the students, and not harmful or distasteful to the 
patients, as conducted. A proper selection of cases and a 
proper manner of treating those selected remove all objec- 
tion to the clinical study of insanity. It is not the custom 
to take a large class of curious students into the wards, but 
to introduce patients singly to a small class of advanced 
students in the reception-room. Many patients are willing, 
and even pleased, to have their cases examined thoroughly. 

The scientific investigation of insanity is as much a duty, 
on the part of insane hospitals, as the investigation of 
ordinary disease is the duty of general hospitals. It benefits 
alike the medical profession, the patients, and the public. 
As a still further attempt to improve the administration of 
the hospital practical lectures have been given regularly 
through the winter to all the attendants upon their duties as 
nurses and attendants of the insane. The Superintendent 
opened the course with a lecture on the “ Management of the 
Insane,” and closed it with one on “ Mental Hygiene.” Drs. 
Boland and Lane have alternated each week with lectures, 
given first to one-half the attendants and immediately 
repeated to the other half, on the following subjects : “ Venti- 
lation and Heating,” “Outlines of Anatomy,” “Attendants’ 
Work,” “Administration of Medicines,” “Food,” “Sick 
Diet,” “Bandaging and Surgical Dressings,” “ Patients’ 
Clothing,” “New Patients,” “The Skin and Bathing,” 
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“Visiting,” “Exercise and Amusements,” “Bed Sores and 
other Nursing Details,” “Catheterization.” They are en- 
titled to much credit for’ the extra labor involved in this 
course of systematic instruction of attendants, which is the 
first, as far as I know, ever given in this country. 

Dr. Cowles, of the McLean Asylum, has this spring carried 
out a plan, for some time in contemplation, of establishing a 
training-school for attendants on the insane. His experience 
at the City Hospital well fits him for carrying out a similar 
plan at the McLean Asylum. We have not the funds nor a 
sufficiently large corps of attendants to make such a school 
possible here, but we hope some time to profit by Dr. Cowles’ 
enterprise indirectly. It may be feasible to employ in 
public hospitals supervisors and head attendants from such 
a training-school at somewhat higher wages than are now 
paid. It is very certain that the treatment of insanity in 
hospitals is destined to become more and more intelligent as 
the principles on which it is based are better understood. 
This improvement will be in a direction parallel with the 
advance in cerebral physiology and pathology and our 
knowledge of the intercurrent diseases of the insane. 

A reference to the diagnoses in the reports of autopsies in 
the Appendix will show how numerous these intercurrent 
diseases are. In 14 cases there were found various forms of 
organic disease, excluding those affecting the brain, as 
follows: Of the heart, 24; of the lungs, 40; liver, 7; 
kidneys, 11; spleen, 5; bladder, 4; intestines, 1; uterus, 
2. These were not all serious or necessarily fatal forms of 
disease, but many of them were of a nature to affect the 
health and the mind unfavorably, either directly or indj 
rectly. They indicate the importance of careful investiga- 
tion, and of treatment directed to other organs than the 
brain. 

Not that insane hospitals will ever be managed like gen- 
eral hospitals in all respects, but while affording restraint 
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and security with sympathetic moral management, they 
should also offer the best care and treatment recent investi- 
gations of disease can suggest or modern appliances supply. 
The substitution of out-door employments and long-continued 
exercise in the open air for chemical and mechanical restraint 
should be carried as far as the patient’s strength and our 
climate will allow. This, with a generous dietary and 
careful alimentation for the sick, will tend to make the treat- 
ment of the insane less difficult and more successful. 

In view of these modern requirements it may be well to 
ask what the City of Boston has done and is doing for her 
nine hundred insane. The increase in the number of insane 
persons, whom the city is bound, in law and conscience, to 
care for, in the best manner, was long ago foreseen. The 
attempt was made to provide for it by a new hospital at Win- 
throp. That plan, unfortunately for the insane, failed, at 
the last moment, through causes unnecessary to mention. 
The State was induced to build a new hospital to accommo- 
date the insane of Boston, and, strange to say, it was built 
thirty miles away, at Danvers. It never has accommodated 
half the city’s insane, who are scattered in five different hos- 
pitals, remote from home, and outside of the city’s jurisdiction. 

The hospital at South Boston will accommodate but two 
hundred patients, —a little more than a fifth of those charge- 
able to the city. The grounds are too small for any exten- 
sion of the buildings, and none is possible unless the land of 
Mr. Harrison Loring should be taken by the city, as it can 
be under the terms of his deed. If Boston should be com- 
pelled, as it is not unlikely, to care for all her chronic insane, 
under a new law relating to cities of over fifty thousand inhabi- 
tants, there would be required immediately accommodations 
for five or six hundred patients outside of this hospital. It 
may be well to consider what could be done in such a case ; 
and what ought to be done in any case, to relieve this hos- 


pital of the pressure on it. 
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Who are these insane wards of the city, whose interests 
have been neglected in the past? The insane poor are not 
paupers nor criminals, and should never be associated with 
these classes in treatment or even in thought. They belong 
to the dependent class only as many sick persons do in our 
general hospitals. Nine-tenths of them, at least, come from 
hard-working, self-supporting families of moderate means 
and average intelligence. Of last year’s admissions, number- 
ing 117, only three were laborers and nine domestics. The 
rest were skilled mechanics, clerks, small tradesmen, school- 
teachers, dress-makers, artists, musicians, and merchants. 
The professions are usually all represented, and many old 
people, once in good circumstances, find a home here in 
their last days. It is the more intelligent, active, and am- 
bitious members of the community who become insane, and 
many of them retain sufficient intelligence to be keenly alive 
to their associations and surroundings. 

All except the wealthy classes are unable to bear the ex- 
pense of a chronic disease like insanity, which must be 
treated away from home. Most of our patients have been 
self-supporting, self-respecting persons, until attacked by a 
disease which, while destroying the capacity for work, does 
not always destroy the capacity for the enjoyment of the 
comforts of life, and does not very greatly tend to shorten 
life. They all, without exception, have respectable relatives 
and friends still in good circumstances enough to support 
themselves, and all taking an active interest in their insane 
relatives. 

This incapacity for self-support on the part of the insane, 


does not make paupers of them in any offensive sense, norin 


any ordinary sense, and should not be made an excuse for treat- 
ing them inthe same manner. The city has recently purchased 
Long Island with the intention of eventually removing all 
the inmates of the almshouses there, in order to separate 
them from association with the vicious and criminal classes. 
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It is not likely any one would be so regardless of the inter- 
ests of the insane as to suggest their association with either 
class. Better a State hospital fifty miles away, than a de- 
partment of the city almshouse on an inaccessible island! 
The inmates of an almshouse are visited by few people at 
long intervals, while the relatives of the insane are daily and 
almost hourly visitants. Cases of sudden illness are frequent 
here, requiring the instant attendance of relatives by night as 
well as by day. Inmates of an almshouse are less dependent 
than the insane on facilities for extended walks, rides, attend- 
ance on places of amusement and evening entertainments in 
the hospital, requiring the presence of friends and enter- 
tainers from outside. 

Removal to an insular location would at once change the 
entire character of hospital life for the worse. At all seasons 
the possibility for out-door exercise would be diminished by 
bleak winds, and the tedious period of in-door life in winter 
would be lengthened. A hospital for the insane should be 
in the midst of its constituency, with quick and easy access 
to all the conveniences of the city at all seasons of the year, 
and all hours of the day. 

Emergency cases are constantly being received, usually 
at a late hour of the day, on Sundays, or holidays, requiring 
easy access at all times. The administration of a hospital 
requires frequent trips to the city daily, by some of its 
officers, on all sorts of sudden emergencies connected with 
the sick, the dying, and the dead. 

But the chief objection to Long Island would be the 
association in management of two distinct classes, requiring 
entirely different treatment and surroundings. <A hospital 
for the city’s insane should be near the city and yet suffi- 
ciently in the country to get the benefit of large grounds for 
extended walks and drives, farm labor, and a prolonged life 
in the open air for both sexes, daily, as much of the year as 
is possible. It should have gardens and pleasure-grounds 
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for each sex, so separated, or so distant from each other, that 
both sexes can spend a large part of the day in the open air 
and at the same time. At present our patients are so re- 
stricted in their facilities for exercise that no patient can 
spend more than two hours daily out of doors. 

They are also restricted to the walks of a very pleasant 
garden, about an acre in size, where they can do little but 
walk round and round for exercise, under the charge of 
attendants, who guard the entrances. This soon becomes 
monotonous, and does not take the place of more free and 
extended walks in its health-giving effects. We have en- 
deavored to make up for this restriction by long rides in the 
country. Every pleasant day, summer and winter, parties 
of patients have been sent out for a two hours’ ride, much to 
their satisfaction and benefit in many cases. 

A hospital for the insane should also provide ample op- 
portunities for out-door employment. It should furnish an 
attractive and agreeable home disassociated in the minds of 
patients and the public, from all classes whose dependent 
condition is the result of their own vices or crimes. The 
great affliction of insanity ought to condone for all former 
errors of life, if any such have had a causative influence, and 
produce, as it does, a democracy in misfortune, where all 
are alike deserving of the kindest possible treatment. 

To this end it is not necessary to provide such expensive 
structures as have heretofore been the fashion, but the loca- 
tion and amount of land are of the first importance. A 
hospital for Boston should be within the limits of the city, 
and on the main land. It should stand alone, isolated from 
any other public institution. To provide for the more im- 
mediate requirements of our insane a farm of seventy-five 
or one hundred acres should be obtained at once, and two 
buildings erected on it, to begin with, to accommodate fifty 
chronic insane of each sex. If it is intended to remove, 
eventually, the inmates of Austin Farm to Long Island, no_ 


. 
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better place could be selected. It was once approved by 
the Board of Directors as a suitable site before Winthrop . 
Farm was purchased. The present buildings, when vacated, 
could easily be utilized for the insane. The farm buildings 
would be equally available, and the farm would offer scope 
for the erection of other buildings and for farm labor. 

This site can be at once availed of, and two buildings 
erected to cost not over twenty-five thousand dollars each, 
relieving this hospital of one hundred patients, much to their 
advantage and our own.. They could be managed as an 
annex of the present hospital, if desirable, being put in 
charge of an assistant physician, with a man and his wife in 
each building, with a few attendants. Patients could be 
transferred to it without re-commitment, getting the benefit 
_ of the change, and of out-door employment. Any patient 
becoming dangerously excited could be returned here a 
short notice. 

Unless some such method. is devised of drafting off our 
chronic insane this hospital will lose its usefulness as a cura- 
tive institution entirely. Each State hospital has at least 
an excess of one hundred and fifty patients, large numbers 
sleeping on the floor in the corridors. These would at once 
fill the new Homeepathic Hospital at Westboro’, if it were 
‘ready. It will not be ready for two years, when the natural 
increase of the insane in the State -will suffice to fill it. No 
relief, whatever, can be expected from the State, and the city 
may, at any time, be compelled to provide for all her insane 
under the present law which allows the insane to be returned 
to the cities and towns whenever the State hospitals are over- 
crowded. ‘The care of the city insane in, the State hospitals 
is a matter of courtesy and not of right, and there is neither 
justice nor humanity in the city’s caring for the sick poor of 
the State at the City Hospital, and sending the city’s insane 
to distant State hospitals. 

The $125,000 annually paid the State for the board of 
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the city’s insane might as well be expended at home. The 
expense of their transportation to State hospitals might also 
be saved to the city, and the cost for fares, amounting to two 
days’ wages and loss of a day’s time for each visit, saved to 
the friends of these patients. 

In another respect the city has been neglectful of the 
needs and rights of the insane. It is the duty of the city to 
provide suitable and adequate accommodations for insane 
citizens who are able to pay moderate prices for board. 
Large numbers of citizens have incomes out of which they 
might pay from $5 to $10 dollars a week board for an insane 
relative here, while they would not be able to pay $15 a 
week and upward at the McLean Asylum, provided they 
could gain admittance there. It repeatedly happens that 
persons of this class are committed here by court, by reason | 
of their violent condition, though much against their will. 
Being committed they have a right to expect the best possi- 
ble treatment and accommodation, for which they can be 
made to pay at least its cost. Other citizens desire to place 
insane relatives in a suitable hospital near home, for which 
accommodation they are willing to pay moderate rates of 
board. These classes, it is the city’s duty to provide for, 
but they have also been crowded out, and forced into remote 
and overfilled State hospitals, or kept at home until their 
chance of recovery had vanished. This condition of things 
has lasted for twenty years, during which time the City Hos- 
pital has been built, and repeatedly enlarged, for the sick ; 
Austin Farm and Marcella Street Home established for the 
poor, while the city’s insane have no larger accommodations, 
now that they number nine hundred, than when they num- 
bered a hundred and fifty. In view of all these facts it 
would seem as if no time should be lost in providing for the 
removal of a sufficient number of the chronic insane from 
this hospital to make room for the acute cases daily pressing 
for admission. | 
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The appropriation for last year of $60,000, made to cover 
some extraordinary alterations and repairs, was all expended, 
making the net cost per week, after deducting income, $5.51. 
The cost of caring for the insane here has been increased of 
late by necessary improvements now nearly completed. It 
will always be greater than at the State hospitals, because of 
our smaller number of patients and our lack of any farm 
products, beyond a few early vegetables. The unusual 
number of sick patients and acute cases we have received 
makes the diet additionally expensive. Milk, eggs, butter, 
and in fact all our supplies, must be purchased at market 
prices, with no farm supplies to reduce our bill for subsist- 
ence. Our restricted grounds and lack of out-door employ- 
ment make rides, excursions, and entertainments necessary. 
This makes it desirable, from a pecuniary point of view, that 
some of the chronic insane, who do not all appreciate or need 
expensive treatment, should be removed to a suburban loca- 
tion, to make room for the emergency cases and acutely in- 
sane patients who demand our care. } 

The largest extraordinary expenditure was for an exten- 
sion of the brick stable for a carriage house. The extension 
was made in the same style as, and doubled the capacity of, 
the old building, having a cellar and attic, much needed for 
storage purposes. All the old out-buildings have at last been 
pulled down. The stalls have been enlarged and remod- 
elled, so that our stable accommodation is ample and excel- 
lent. We have also added a new and easy-riding carriage 
to our stock of vehicles, keeping the old one for bad 
weather. 

Two very handsome summer-houses were built last year, 
after plans furnished by City Architect Vinal. One, in Ori- 
ental style, makes a beautiful and useful entrance to the 
garden, and a larger one, in medieval style, makes a pleasant 
place of resort during the summer. We hope to add a por- 
tico to the centre building this year. An addition to the green- 
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house would also be very convenient. These, with a new 
fence between our grounds and Mr. Loring’s, and Belgian 
pavement for our coal-yard, complete the prospective changes 
outside the hospital. 

As usual much anxiety has been felt as to our safeguards 
against. fire. February 17 Mr. M. W. Fitzsimmons, Deputy 
Inspector of Buildings, and Mr. M. D. Glynn, Assistant 
Inspector, thoroughly examined the hospital. April 5 
President Whiting and Capt. L. P. Abbott, Assistant En- 
gineer in the Fire Department, inspected the hospital. 
Additional fire-escapes were, I believe, recommended. Also 
a special fire-alarm box in the office. Hand-grenades have 
been placed in convenient position all over the hospital, and 
recently a watch-clock has been purchased, as recommended 
in my last report. This will give us a sense of security we 
have not felt for a long time. Stations will be placed in the 
end of each ward, and in the attics, basements, centre build 
ing, cottage, boiler-room, stable, and greenhouse, so as to 
cover all exposed points in doors and out. ‘Twenty stations 
are provided for in the clock, which is one of the Howard 
Company’s best. The clock will insure constant vigilance 
on the part of the night attendants as well as the out-door 
night-watch. 

We use safety matches in all parts of the hospital, but 
these might be dispensed with by the introduction of the 
incandescent electric light, which will, I think, be the 
light of the future for all public institutions. 

A less appropriation was asked for than last year, al- 
though some expensive changes in our plumbing are de- 
sirable. The two centre water-closets and bath-rooms have 
already been renovated, new closets put in and ventilated 
through the roof. All the tubs and bowls have been well 
trapped. ‘The brick house-drain, which passes under the 
kitchen floor, and is a source of bad odors, should be 
replaced by an iron one, and the large cesspools in the 
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area dispensed with. This work should be done before 
the hot weather sets in. The water-closets in the wings 
also need ventilation and trapping, with some changes in 
style of closet. ’

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We are indebted for assistance at our sociables to so many 
ladies and gentlemen it is difficult to mention them all. I can 
recall the following names: Mrs. Osborn, Miss Goodrich, 
Misses Powell, Osgood, Whitney, Chase, Lovering, Richard- 
son, Mrs. Hervey, Mrs. Waterhouse, Mrs. Morris, Miss 
Sarah Fisher, and several young ladies and gentlemen from 
the Conservatory of Music.

Qn July 4 Rev. Joseph H. Clinch, our former chaplain 
for twenty-four years, died, after a lingering illness, and 
was buried from St. Matthew’s Church, of which he was 
once rector. His funeral was attended by some of the 
older patients and attendants, who knew him and appre- 
ciated his many excellences of character. It would please 
some of his friends in the hospital if a large photograph 
of him could be obtained for our chapel. Rev. Jonas 
B. Clark, our present chaplain, has conducted a Sunday- 
morning service, with but slight interruption, during the 
year, assisted by Mrs. Osborne as organist. The attend- 
ance at chapel is voluntary, and necessarily small in so 
small a hospital, with so many either unfit or unwilling to 
attend. If it were not for the additional expense, I should 
recommend employing the quartet choir from the House of 
Correction to sing here also. 

Dr. Metcalf, second assistant physician, resigned August 
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11, to go West, and he is at present located in California. 
His place was filled September 19, by the appointment of 
Dr. Edward B. Lane. Dr. Knapp acted as énierne until 
September 19, when his place was filled by Mr. William F. 
Knowles, who served until April 1. The duties of the 
medical staff increase from year to year, and the work here 
and at the House of Correction, the hospital of which is in 
our charge, requires the constant attention of all its mem- 
bers. Iam happy to bear testimony to the faithfulness and 
efficiency of all who have served here the past year. 

I again take this occasion to thank President Whiting and 
the Board of Directors for their constant interest in the affairs 
of the hospital. At present date it seems probable that our 
appropriation will be cut down to $52,200. . This will not 
allow of any improvements, or even repairs, and will 
prevent such alterations in our water-closets and sewers as 
were intended to increase our safety in case of the advent 
of cholera. Neither will it suffice to replace the hundred 
feet or more of piling just washed away by a storm onthe 
water side of our grounds. This stockade. enclosure pro- 
tects us in the rear from harbor thieves and other strag- 
elers, and prevents high tides from encroaching on our land. 
It will require excessive economy to provide for our ordinary 
expenditures with the above amount. The Board are there- 
fore to be congratulated that so much has been accomplished 
in the last four years to make the hospital what it should be.

AcuTE MELANCHOLIA. 


Female, aged 51 years. Autopsy forty hours after death; body 
medium size, well developed, but emaciated; skin very dusky 
generally, and the dependent parts dark red. . 

Calvaria of good thickness; internal surface smooth; diploé 
well developed; dura mater. not adherent to skull, and shows no 
marked change; pia, in spots, thickened and opaque over vertex ; 
meshes of pia contained a considerable amount of clear fluid, 
brain weighed 1,200 grms.; vessels of base of good calibre, no 
trace of atheroma. Cranial nerves and brain substance generally 
very soft and easily torn; ventricles contained a small amount of 
clear fluid, ependyma everywhere smooth; basal ganglia softer 
than usual, and, together with the whole brain substance, rather 
darker in color than usual; numerous puncta-cruenta. 

Diaphragm at the fourth intercostal space on the right, fifth rib 
on the left; pericardium contained about 5 ¢.c. fluid; heart usual 
size, free from clots; blood in great vessels quite fluid and dark ; 
mitral orifice admitted tips of three fingers; tricuspid the same. 

The left segment of the mitral valve was retracted to one-half 
its usual length, and its margins thickened so as to render closure 
of the orifice impossible; right segment of mitral also thickened 
but not shortened; aortic valves competent by the water test. 
The mitral, tricuspid, aortic, and pulmonary valves were all some- 
what swollen and pink. No other evidence of endocarditis or 
myocarditis. The aorta showed a few patches of atheroma. 

The pleural cavities were free from fluid, except enough to 
moisten their surfaces, and almost totally free from adhesions. 
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Left lung did not retract on opening the chest; felt like cotton, 
and when removed from the chest did not collapse; under the 
pleura could be seen dilated air-cells ; section of left lung showed 
general emphysema and some muco-purulent inflammation of bron- 
chial tubes. Right lung equally emphysematous, with inflamed 
bronchii, and, in addition, some cedema of posterior half of lower 
lobe. 

Intestinal tract showed nothing unusual; liver corset-marked ; 
gall-bladder contained about 50 c.c. fluid bile; ducts pervious ; 
liver substance normal, but vessels full of blood; pancreas not 
examined ; spleen large and firm. 

Kidneys somewhat reduced in size; capsules adherent; cortex 
thinned. 

The peritoneal cavity contained about 40 c.c. of reddish fluid ; 
bladder not examined ; uterus retroflexed, and directed toward the 
left, otherwise normal; ovaries reduced in size; tubes normal. 

Right knee-joint opened; no swelling of periarticular tissues ;. 
some injection of synovial membrane; cartilage on the posterior 
face of patella soft and roughened, as was also the cartilage of the 
intercondyloid notch of femur; no effusion into the joint, or ap- 
parent change in the synovial fluid.

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Curonic HyrpocHoNDRIACAL MELANCHOLIA. 


Male, 64 years. Autopsy sixteen hours after death; body 
medium sized, well developed, well nourished; marked lividity of 
dependent portions; rigor mortis present; ratio of head to body 
and cranium to face apparently normal; antero-posterior diameter 
of skull 183 mm.; transverse diameter 142 mm. 

Calvaria about one-fourth thicker than usual; abundant diploé ; 
calvaria removed with ease from dura. Smaller vessels of dura 
contained considerable dark blood; sinuses distended with dark, 
fluid blood. Dura everywhere translucent; inner surface of dura 
everywhere smooth and shiny. 

Brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull; weight 1,330 grms. 

Pia showed a slight degree of milky opacity throughout, and its 
meshes contained a small amount of clear fluid. 

The vessels at the base and in the fissure of Sylvius showed 
numerous opaque yellow patches in the intima, not diminishing the 
calibre of the vessels. The left vertebral artery, at a point about 
2 cm. before its junction with the right vertebral, showed an aneu- 
rismal dilatation about the size of a very large pea. 

Both ventricles doubled in size, containing clear fluid. The epen- 
dyma of the lateral ventricles slightly warty ; that of the posterior 
half of the fourth ventricle markedly granular and warty. 

Brain substance in general rather soft; cortex of usual thickness 
and color; puncta-cruenta somewhat smaller than usual; contents 
of a thin, fluid character. 

Section of basal ganglia: pons and medulla-oblongata showed 
no appearances worthy of note. 

Pia everywhere readily separable from brain substance. 

Diaphragm extended to the fourth rib on the right, the fourth 
intercostal space on the left. 

Pericardium contained about 75 ¢.c. of clear fluid ; visceral peri- 
eardium thickened and opaque in patches. 

Heart increased about one-half in size; the enlargement being 
uniform ; left ventricle partly contracted, containing a small amount 
of partly coagulated blood; both auricles and right ventricle 
moderately distended with dark, soft coagula; aortic and pul- 
monic valves sufficient; mitral admitted tips of three fingers, 
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tricuspid, tips of four; valves, cavities, and muscular substance 
not remarkable. | é 

Pleural surface, left free from adhesions; right, adherent 
throughout by old and firm adhesions. _ 

Left pulmonary artery and its branches filled with firm pale-red, 
obliterating adherent thrombus. Lung substance itself of left, 
emphysematous. 

In upper lobe of right lung very numerous, gray, translucent 
nodules the size of a pin’s head; also a single cheesy nodule about 
the size of a filbert. 

Bronchial mucous membrane deeply reddened and injected. 

Spleen double in size; capsule thick and opaque in patches ; 
density increased; of usual color. On section, follicles and trabe- 
cule fairly distinct; pulp considerably increased in amount and 
quite firm. 

Kidneys of usual size, dark in color, density much increased. 
Each showed beneath capsule a cyst the size of a peach, with clear 
fluid contents. Capsule detached with difficulty, leaving a granular 
surface beneath. On section, cortex about one-third thinner than 
usual; regions indistinct, showing a translucent grayish-red ap- 
pearance. 

Bladder empty and contracted ; nothing unusual. 

C&sophagus, stomach, and intestines not remarkable. 

Liver somewhat diminished in size, dark in color, of increased 
density ; here and there on capsule, thick, opaque patches. On 
section, central parts of acini dark red; peripheral parts pale. 

Gall-bladder contained numerous calculi; ducts pervious. 

Aorta showed in intima a few opaque yellow patches. 

In right inguinal canal was a portion of omentum not adherent 
to lining of sac.

Post—PARALYTIC DEMENTIA. 


Male, 57 years. Autopsy twenty-two hours after death; body 
medium size; fairly well-developed ; extremely emaciated ; mod- 
erate lividity of dependent portions; rigor mortis present; ratio 
of head to body and cranium to face, apparently normal; an- 
terior diameter skull, 186 mm., transverse, 137 mm.; calvaria of 
usual thickness; diploe sclerosed; readily detached from dura; 
dura opaque, containing dark fluid blood. Inner surface showed 
the presence of a double false membrane; inner membrane about 
1 mm. thick, and of a snuff-brown color; outer membrane pale 
and translucent; between the two was a collection of red-brown 
fluid, some 50 c.c. 

Brain weighed 1,126 grms., and did not fill the cavity of 
skull; small amount of clear fluid in the meshes of pia; vessels 
of pia contained a moderate amount of blood; vessels at the base, 
and in the fissure of Sylvius, showed in intima very numerous 
opaque yellowish patches, obstructing, but not obliterating lumina 
of vessels; lateral ventricles contained each about 10 c.e. clear 
fluid; surfaces everywhere smooth and shining; that portion of 
the floor of the ventricle formed by the right nucleus caudatus 
was flattened and yellowish in color; brain surface rather soft; 
puncta-cruenta indistinct; section of basal ganglia showed the 
whole of the right nucleus caudatus, anterior half of the optic 
thalami, and the outer third of the nucleus lentiformis occupied by 
a soft, gelatinous, snuff-brown tissue; this tissue made up of 
delicate mesh-work, holding in its spaces fluid; section of the 
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remaining portions of basal ganglia, together with the pons, 
medulla, and cerebellum showed nothing of note. Region of the 
middle temporal convolution or left side, over an area 3 & 2 ¢c.m., 
and 5 mm. deep, showed delicate connective tissue net-work, the 
spaces of which was filled with fluid, the whole being stained 
brown. 

Pia everywhere readily separable from brain substance. Dia- 
phragm at fourth rib on the right, fourth intercostal space on the 
left. 

Pericardium contained only enough fluid to moisten its surface ; 
surfaces not remarkable ; heart slightly enlarged symmetrically ; left 
ventricle contracted and empty. Right ventricle and auricle dis- 
tended with soft coagulations ; aortic valve slightly insufficient by 
water-test ; mitral admitted the tips of three, and the tricuspid the 
tips of four fingers ; two of the aortic surfaces were united along the 
edges of closure for a distance of 5 mm.; valve segments flex- 
ible; aortic orifice and the aorta above it enlarged one-half. 
Otherwise, valves and cavities not remarkable ; wall of left ventricle 
about one-half as thick again as usual; good color and consistency. 

Pleural surfaces of the left free from adhesions; no fluid. On the 
right side the surfaces were adherent throughout by old adhesions ; 
cavity obliterated; left lung partially retracted, pale in color, 
and streaked with black pigment, inelastic and downy to feel; on 
section of lower lobe were to be seen several small drops of pus; 
right lung showed similar appearances, except that the lower lobe 
was more dense, and on section showed a moist surface, yielding 
a considerable amount of serated fluid. 

Spleen showed nothing of note. 

Both kidneys slightly decreased in size; density slightly in- 
creased. Capsule detached with ease; on section, relation of 
cortex to medullary portion as usual, both being reduced in thick- 
ness. Cortex showed here and there red-gray translucent areas. 

Bladder contained 50 ¢.c. opaque, thick, gray fluid; mucous 
membrane much thickened, and of a gray-black color. Csophagus 
stomach, and intestine not remarkable. Liver somewhat reduced 
in size; color, brown-red. Acini reduced in size. Central parts 
distinct, contracted, with brown periphery. Aorta showed nothing 
of note.

Chronic endarteritis (obliterating) of basal vessels.

Microscopic Examination. 


The first layer of the cortex showed the finely-fibrous appear- 
ance to a considerable degree, with a few spider cells, large, dis- 
tinct, and with well-marked nuclei. 

No changes in the vessels nor in the other cortical layers were 
observed. 


SENILE DEMENTIA. 


Male 74 years. Autopsy five hours after death. Body 
well developed; somewhat emaciated; small bed-sore on right 
trochanter; penis swollen and dark ; left leg below knee also dark 
but not swollen. : 

Head measurements presented about the usual proportions. 
Calvaria of good thickness; diploé very thin and slightly marked ; 
dura everywhere adherent to calvaria and detached with great 
difficulty. On removing calvaria, 8 ¢.c. clear fluid escaped; pia 
slightly opaque in patches, its meshes containing a large amount 
of clear fluid; brain weighed 1,155 grms.; vessels at the base 
showed a few hard, white patches nowhere obliterating the vessels ; 
lateral ventricles contained about 4 or 5 ¢.c. clear fluid ; their walls 
and those of the fourth ventricle everywhere smooth and translucent. 
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Gray matter of the cortex somewhat thinner than usual; white of 
good color and consistency, showing fine puncta-cruenta. 

Section of basal ganglia showed nothing remarkable. Pia 
everywhere readily detached from brain substance. Diaphragm at 
the fourth intercostal space on the right, fifth rib on the left; both 
lungs retracted when the chest was opened; lungs not adherent 
to chest-walls ; pleural cavities free from fluid; in the upper lobe 
of the left lung was a nodule as large as a walnut. It was dense 
and red, and in the deeper portion part was broken down into a 
cavity as big as a cranberry, with purulent shady contents; there 
was also a caseous nodule as large as a cherry in the left apex. 

Both lungs showed some injection of the bronchial mucous mem- 
brane and were slightly emphysematous at the apexes. 

The pericardium contained about 10 e¢.c. clear fluid; the right 
ventricle and both auricles contained considerable dark, soft clots ; 
left ventricle contracted and empty. 

Aortic valves free from change, and competent by the water test ; 
mitral orifice admitted two fingers, tricuspids the tips of four; 
valves and muscular substance apparently normal; the arch of the 
aorta contained a firm thrombus not entirely occluding the lumen 
of the vessel; the remainder of the thoracic aorta free from clot or 
disease. 

The abdominal aorta, from the coeliac axes to the illiac bifurca- 
tion, contained a firm reddish and adherent thrombus, apparently 
occluding the entire lumen of the vessel, and sending prolonga- 
tions into the mesenteric and renal arteries. 

About the division of the common into the external and internal 
iliacs were other similar thrombuses. The intima of the aorta 
showed here and there slight abrasions, and one or two calcareous 
plates ; some post-mortem staining at seat of the thrombi. 

Stomach small, contracted, and empty; spleen somewhat en- 
larged, but firm in consistency; the spleen capsule was much 
thickened in two or three places, of a clear, white color like carti- 
lage, and sharply limited outline. 

Pancreas normal; liver dotted with dull red points slightly ele- 
vated above Glisson’s capsule; section showed the same local 
changes of color; otherwise liver normal. 

The intestinal tract presented nothing of interest. The left 
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kidney was somewhat reduced in size; otherwise normal; right 
kidney contained a few cysts as big as peas in its cortex, and sev- 
eral wedge-shaped areas with their bases toward the periphery ; 
these areas were swollen, soft and coarse in texture compared with 
the normal kidney substance; bladder contained about 100 c.c. 
turbid fluid ; mucous membrane of bladder showed some pigment- 
ation and here and there on the inner surface were flaky masses 
of pus; muscular coat of bladder thickened. 

The omentum and retroperitoneal space contained a large amount 
of fat. 

The inguinal canals on both sides were quite patulous, admitting 
the thumb; but neither, on opening the abdomen, contained either 
intestinal or mesenteric structure. 

Great veins of abdomen contained no clots and but little blood.

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ALCOHOLIC INSANITY. 


Autopsy twenty-two hours after death; body medium sized ; 
fairly developed ; emaciated ; rigor mortis present. 

Calvaria removed with ease; of usual thickness, and dense in 
structure ; diploé very thin, and in places hardly to be observed. 
Dura free from adhesions, internal surface smooth and shining; 
brain weighed 1,517 grm. Pia opaque in portions, its meshes 
containing a large amount of clear fluid, part of which escaped on 
removing brain; pacchronian bodies numerous, large, and adherent. 
to the dura; lateral ventricles each contained about 20 ¢.c. clear 
fluid ; ependyma everywhere smooth and shining. Brain. substance 
firm, cortical-gray matter of good thickness; white substance con- 
tained numerous puncta-cruenta. Section of pons, basal ganglia, 
cerebellum, and medulla showed nothing beyond an increased 
amount of blood; pia readily removed from the convolutions. 
The vessels at the base of the brain and in the fissure of Sylvius 
free from disease. 

Diaphragm at the fifth intercostal space on the right, sixth rib 
on the left. There was about 10 c.c. clear fluid in the pericar- 
dium. ‘The anterior surface of the heart showed a patch of whitish 
deposit on its surface 8 mm. in diameter. The right auricle was 
distended with soft, black clot; the left comparatively empty; the 
mitral orifice admitted two fingers (?) ; tricuspid the tips of four. 

Left ventricle firmly contracted and empty; ascending arch of 
the aorta distended, with a large, soft, pale clot (post-mortem), 
on removing which the aortic valves were found competent by the 
water test; but each segment contained a calcareous nodule. 

Coronary arteries appeared healthy; the right ventricle con- 
tained some black clot, and also a long, pale clot, extending into 
the pulmonary artery; pulmonary valves normal; muscular sub- 
stance and endocardium normal in appearance. 

Both lungs retracted somewhat when the chest was opened. 
The right lung was partly adherent to the lateral wall of the chest 
by old and firm adhesions; the right pleural cavity contained no 
fluid ; the apex of the right lung was slightly emphysematous and 
the lower lobe cedematous. The left pleural cavity, though partly 
obliterated, contained about 60 c.c. clear fluid. The left lung 
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was pretty firmly adherent to the posterior part of the chest. On 
forcibly withdrawing it a gangrenous cavity as large as a hen’s 
egg was opened; it occupied the extreme back part of the base 
of the upper lobe if the line of the base be completed. It was 
full of dirty fluid and shreds of lung-tissue, grayish-black in color, 
and horribly feetid in smell. The lung-tissue about this cavity 
was partly consolidated, non-crepitant, and, on section, overflowed 
with purulent fluid. The entire lower lobe similarly dense, heavy, 
non-crepitant and contained much gray, purulent fluid. The in- 
ternal surface of the aorta was spotted with calcareous plates, and, 
in places, showed some slight roughening, with muco-purulent. 
The mucous membrane of the bronchial tubes was injected, and the 
surface covered with muco-pus. 

There was very little fat in the abdominal walls or mesentery ; 
spleen, liver, and pancreas normal; gall-ducts pervious, and gall- 
bladder distended with very fluid bile; stomach contained about 
half a pint of dirty-looking fluid; intestinal tract presented noth- 
ing unusual. 

Kidney seemed to contain more blood than usual; capsule re- 
moved with ease; cortical portion somewhat thinned; suprarenal 
capsules somewhat enlarged ; bladder normal, and contained about 
100 c.c. clear urine. 

The abdominal aorta for about three inches above the iliac 
bifurcation contained a small ante-mortem clot that partly obliter- 
ated the lumen of the vessel.

SECONDARY DEMENTIA. 


Male, 44 yrs. Body, medium size; well developed; somewhat 
emaciated; marked lividity of dependent portions; rigor-mortis 
present. 

Ratio of head to body and cranium to face apparently normal ; 
antero-posterior diameter of skull, 174 mm.; transverse, 128 
mm. 

Calvaria thin; readily separated from dura. Deep indentations 
in it along sup. longitudinal sinus. Dura translucent; branches 
of middle meningeal arteries contained much blood; sinuses 
distended with dark, fluid blood. Abundant development of 
Pacchionian granulations in the pia; veins of the pia contained 
a considerable amount of blood, its meshes a slight amount of 
fluid. | 

The brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull; weighed 1,280 
grams. 

Vessels at the base and in the fissure of Sylvius thin-walled and 
delicate; lateral ventricles contained each about 380 c.c. clear 
fluid; the cavities about three times the usual size; ependyma 
of lateral ventricles slightly warty in patches; fourth ventricle not 
at all warty; choroid flexuses and velum interpositum contained 
dark blood. Brain substance in general firm; cortex of ordinary 
thickness, of good color. White substance slightly moist; puncta- 
cruenta abundant, large. 

Section of pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed nothing un- 
usual; pia readily separated from the brain substance. 

The wall of the left ventricle of the heart was slightly thicker 
than usual; muscular substance of a reddish-brown color; other- 
wise nothing unusual was observed about the heart. Pleural 
cavities contained no fluid; pleural surfaces adherent over both 
apices. Lungs retracted but little on removal of sternum; darker 
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than usual, inelastic, downy; showing beneath pleura many 
alveoli size of a pin’s head. On section, vessels found to contain 
much dark, fluid blood. In lower lobe of right lung numerous 
drops of pus were seen when cut surface was pressed upon. 

Spleen not remarkable. 

Kidneys of usual size and density ; dark in color; capsule de- 
tached with tolerable ease; a group of cysts size of two or three 
‘peas, with thick colloid contents, was to be seen beneath capsule 
in the renal substance. On section the whole surface was of a 
uniform dark-red color; numerous petechiz in mucous-membrane 
of pelvis, of kidneys. 

Bladder not remarkable. 

Stomach contracted, empty. 

Intestines not unusual. 

Liver and aorta not remarkable.

Microscopic Examination.

The other cortical layers not remarkable. 


GENERAL PARALYSIS. 


Male, 46. Autopsy two and a half hours post-mortem. Body 
large, well developed, well nourished; no lividity of dependent 
portions; rigor mortis absent; all parts of the body were quite 
warm. . 

Ratio of head to body and of cranium to face apparently normal ; 
antero-posterior diameter of skull 185 mm. ; transverse, 140.

Calvaria slightly increased in thickness ; very heavy from osteo- 
sclerosis of diploé; the inner and outer surfaces not remarkable. 

Dura translucent ; inner surface everywhere smooth and shining ; 
sinuses contained considerable dark, fluid blood. The pia showed 
here and there milky opacities; its meshes contained a large 
amount of thin fluid, the two layers of pia being separated by a 
distance (on an average) of 2 mm. The vessels contained a 
moderate amount of blood. 

The brain did not fill the cavity of the skull; there was an 
escape of considerable clear fluid on its removal from the skull. 

Brain weighed 1,280 grams. The vessels at the base and in 
the fissure of Sylvius showed thin, delicate walls. The pia of the 
base showed a milky opacity in patches; the lateral ventricles con- 
tained each about 25 c.c. clear fluid; the ependyma of the 
lateral ventricles slightly granular and warty; that of the fourth 
ventricle markedly so; the velum interpositum and _ choroid 
plexuses markedly injected. Brain substance in general remark- 
ably firm; cortex everywhere thinned; the convolutions small; 
sulci wide; cortex of a purplish tint, showing, on closer inspec- 
tion, numerous red points and streaks. White matter showed 
numerous openings size of a steel knitting-needle, from which no 
blood escaped; also a number of puncta-cruenta of large size. 
Section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed the 
same purplish tint to the gray-matter; beyond this nothing 
abuormal. 

The pia could be separated from brain-substance with ease 
(probably because oedematous), but the brain-substance beneath 
showed an irregular, worm-eaten appearance. 

Cord: The diameters were diminished, but otherwise it showed, 
in gross, nothing remarkable. (fHardened.) 

Diaphragm, right, fourth interspace ; left, fifth rib. 

Pericardium contained sufficient fluid to moisten its surfaces, 
which were not remarkable. 

Heart of usual size; left ventricle contracted and empty; right 
ventricle and auricles distended with dark fluid blood; aortic and 
pulmonic valves sufficient ; mitral admitted tips of three fingers ; 
tricuspid, tips of four fingers. Valves and cavities not remarkable ; 
muscular substance of good consistency ; dark-red color. 
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Pleural surfaces free from adhesions; pleural cavities contained 
no fluid. 

Lungs did not retract on removal of sternum; were less crepitant 
than usual; somewhat inelastic. Beneath pleure many dark-red 
areas were to be seen. On section numerous dark-red, hemor- 
rhagic patches, varying in diameter from 1 to 3 cm., the borders 
gradually shading off into the surrounding lung substance; these 
patches were not dense. In the left lung, at least three-quarters 
of the whole area was occupied by similar hzemorrhagic areas. 

The bronchi of the left lung contained a large amount of bloody 
mucus; those of the right lung a lesser amount. 

Spleen not remarkable. 

Kidneys not remarkable beyond a pale nodule of anzemic necrosis, 
about the size of a filbert, in the cortex. 

(Esophagus, stomach, and intestines not unusual. 

Liver not remarkable. 

Aorta showed in intima a few small, elevated yellow patches. 

No source of embolism found in heart or aorta; possibly renal 
embolus came from lungs.

Microscopic Examinations. 


The pia showed quite extensive round-cell infiltration, with here 
and there spindle-cells and connective tissue-fibres. 

The first layer of the cortex presented a series of finely fibrous 
lines crossing one another and forming a mesh. In this mesh 
were to be seen numerous so-called spider-cells. 

The ganglion cells of the third layer were abundantly pigmented, 
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but the bodies were of the usual size and form, and the nuclei well 
preserved. 

The blood-vessels of the cortex and white matter contained a 
moderate amount of blood. There was everywhere abundant, and 
in some places extreme round-cell infiltration of the adventitial 
sheath. For the most part this was uniformly distributed along 
the course of the vessels, but in patches circumscribed, so as to 
form spindle-shaped enlargements. There was, however, no 
evidence of miliary aneurisms. 

In the perivascular spaces was a moderate amount of red-brown 
pigment, hsematoidine. 

Here and there a vessel, the walls of which were in a condition 
of hyaline degeneration. 


AcuTE MELANCHOLIA. 


Male, 37 years. Post-mortem twenty-two hours after death. 

Small; poorly developed ; considerably emaciated ; slight livid- 
ity of dependent parts ; rigor mortis present. 

Cranium apparently normal; measurements 182 mm.. anterio 
posterior by 1387 mm. bi-parietal ; calvaria thick; abundant diploe, 
readily separated from dura. Dura translucent; sinuses containing 
fine coagula, smooth and shiny. 

Pia contained no fluid; veins distended with dark blood; con- 
volutions well marked ; sulci narrow ; no escape of fluid from cavity 
of skull; weight of brain 1,350 grms. ; vessels at base and fissure of 
Sylvius thin and distended; Lateral ventricles contained each 
about 5 c.c. clear fluid; ependyma everywhere smooth and shiny ; 
velum interpositum and choroid plexuses a moderate amount of 
blood; substance of brain quite firm; cortex of usual thickness 
and color; puncta-cruenta well marked ; cut surface slightly moist. 
Section at base of ganglion, pons, medulla, cerebellum, shows 
no appearances worthy of note. 

Pia readily separated from brain. 

Diaphragm right and left fourth interspace. 

Heart small; aortic and pulmonic valves. sufficient, mitral 
admitting three fingers, tricuspid four fingers; valves, cavities, 
and substance not remarkable. 
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Left pleural surface free ; right pleural surface adherent wholly ; 
easily torn. | 

Left lung retracted but little on removal of sternum; upper 
lobe red color, dense, pitting on pressure; lower lobe dark-red, 
and firm. On section, upper lobe surface moist, yielding frothy 
fluid on pressure. Lower lobe, on section, showed in part gray- 
ish-red and partly erayish-black, foul-smelling area. 

Pleurz on right covered with recent thin, fibrinous false mem- 
brane. 

Right lung not retracted; dense and solid. On section, upper 
lobe dense grayish-red, and granular surface. Lower lobe dark-red, 
granular surface. On pressure certain amount purulent fluid 
exuded. Bronchial mucous-membrane reddened and injected. 

Spleen not remarkable. 

Kidneys usual size, and density paler. On section, glomeruli 
distinct; red points embedded in a pale, grayish, slightly opaque 
tissue. 

Bladder empty and contracted. 

C&sophagus, stomach and small intestine not remarkable ; ececum 
and upper half of colon injected, reddened, velvety, and covered 
with a layer of mucus. 

Liver of usual color, size, and density. Section of liver surface 
slightly opaque and homogeneous; bile-ducts pervious; solar 
plexus removed for microscopic examination. 

Aorta thin, elastic ; superficial plates in intima.

The first layer of the cortex showed the finely fibrous net-work to 
a moderate degree, with a few spider-cells. 
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Here and there were patches where the above changes were 
more marked, and involved nearly the whole thickness of the first 
layer. 

Nothing abnormal was observed in the other layers of the cortex, 
or in connection with the vessels. . 


GENERAL PARALYSIS. 


Male, 43 years. Autopsy thirty-six hours post-mortem, — at a 
private house. Body medium-sized, poorly developed, much 
emaciated ; lividity of dependent portions; rigor mortis present. 

Ratio of head to body, and cranium to face, apparently normal ; 
abdomen distended, green; sinus in right lumbar region three 
or four c.m. from median line. 

Skull meso-cephalic; calvaria nearly doubled in thickness ; 
diploe replaced for most part by compact bone substance; dura 
translucent; sinuses contained partly coagulated blood; inner 
surface of dura smooth and shining; slight opacity of pia along 
course of vessels. 

Pia contained throughout a slight amount of fluid, not extend- 
ing into sulci to any extent. 

Brain nearly filled cavity of skull; convolutions well-marked ; 
sulci narrow; vessels at base and in the fissure of Sylvius not 
remarkable ; lateral ventricles contained each about 15 e.c. clear 
fluid; posterior horns dilated; ependyma of lateral and fourth 
ventricles everywhere smooth and shining; brain substance in 
general quite firm; cortex of usual thickness; white matter of 
good color; surface slightly moist. 

Section of basal ganglia showed right nucleus caudatus to con- 
tain rather more blood; otherwise, the basal ganglia, together 
with the pons, medulla, and cerebellum, showed nothing unusual. 
Pia everywhere readily separable from the brain substance. 

The pericardium contained a few c.c. clear fluid; an opaque 
thickened patch on the anterior surface of right ventricle. Heart 
of usual size; left ventricle contracted and empty; right ventricle 
and auricles distended with soft coagula; aortic valves sufficient ; 
mitral admitted tips of three fingers; tricuspid, tips of four 
fingers ; valves, cavities, and muscular substance not remarkable. 
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Pleural surfaces: left free from adhesions; right adherent 
throughout by old and firm adhesions; lower lobe of left lung 
dark in color, denser than usual (hypostasis). In lower right 
lobe numerous nodules could be felt externally, about the size of 
peas; on section, these nodules were dense, gray, granular; on 
pressure upon cut surface of lower right lobe, numerous drops of 
pus could be seen. 

Spleen not remarkable. 

Both kidneys of about the usual size, color, and density. In the 
region posterior to the right kidney was a cavity large enough 
to contain about 125 ¢.c. thick pus; the walls of cavity ragged. 
The capsule of the right kidney posteriorly formed part of the 
anterior wall of the cavity. The right kidney was not remarkable. 
The left kidney showed several purulent lines extending from 
the cortex to the apices of the pyramids. 

Bladder contained about 400 c.c. clear fluid. Mucous mem- 
brane not remarkable. 

(Esophagus, stomach, and intestines showed nothing unusual. 

Liver and aorta not remarkable.

Nothing unusual observed about calvaria ; readily removed from 
dura. Dura everywhere translucent; sinuses contained soft 
coagula ; inner surface of dura everywhere smooth and shining; 
vessels of pia contained little blood; sulcis; wide convolutions ;

narrow meshes of pia in sulci contained moderate amount of thin, 
clear fluid. 

Brain nearly filled cavity of skull, and weighed 1,127 grammes. 
Vessels at base and in fissure of Sylvius small, thin-walled, and 
collapsed, containing little or no blood. Lateral ventricles con- 
tained each about 5 ¢.c. clear fluid. Ependyma everywhere smooth 
and shining; velum interpositum and choroid plexuses remark- 
ably pale; gray matter of usual thickness and of good color ; 
white matter firm and pale; puncta-cruenta very small, and few in 
number. Section of basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum 
showed nothing of note beyond pallor of cut surfaces. 

Pia everywhere easily separable from brain substance. 

Diaphragm arising from fourth interspace on right, and fifth rib 
on left side. 

Pericardium contained about 20 c.c. clear fluid; pericardium 
everywhere smooth and shining ; sub-pericardial fat tissue had dis- 
appeared, being replaced by clear gelatinous tissue. 

Heart of usual size; left ventricle contracted and empty; right 
ventricle and both auricles moderately distended with fluid blood 
and coagula ; aortic valves sufficient ; mitral admitted tips of three, 
and tricuspid three fingers ; valves, cavities, and muscular substance 
showed no appearance worthy of special note. 

Pleural surfaces on left side adherent by old adhesions; lower 
quarter part of diaphragm adherent to chest-wall; pleural surfaces 
on right side free from adhesion; cavities contained no fluid. 
Right lung much more voluminous than left; crepitant externally ; 
numerous nodules, varying from a pea to a walnut in size, could be 
felt. 

Left lung much smaller than usual; less crepitant; density 
much increased. On section, both lungs showed very numerous 
gray nodules, size of head of large pin, singly and in clumps 
throughout the lungs; many were translucent, others were gray 
and opaque. There were also numerous opaque-yellow cheesy areas, 
varying in size from a pea to a walnut, some of them surrounded 
by dense connective tissue; several of the smaller nodules were 
surrounded by translucent pale-red areas about the size of wal- 
nuts; bronchial mucous-membrane not remarkable. 

Spleen about half again as large as usual; dark in color; of 
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usual density ; capsule thickened and opaque in patches, showing 
cartilaginous-like plates. On section, follicles and trabecule fairly 
distinct. Pulp abundant; firmer than usual. 

Kidneys slightly diminished in size; dark colored. Density in- 
creased ; capsule detached with difficulty, leaving a granular sur- 
face beneath. On section cortex of usual ratio with medulla ; 
whole surface presented a uniform dark-red surface; tubular 
region indistinct. p 

Bladder, uterus, and ovaries not remarkable. In posterior wall 
of vaginal cul-de-sac was a loss of substance extending nearly 
through the mucosum. 

Cisophagus and stomach not remarkable; in jejunum about 
75 e.m. below stomach, and from here to the anus were numerous 
losses of substance with granular bases and elevated edges; on 
peritoneal surface gray translucent nodules were made out corres- 
ponding to seat of ulcers. 

Liver diminished about quarter in size, very dark in color, of 
usual density. On section the surface showed a uniform dark-red 
color; lobular regions indistinct. | 

Aorta not remarkable.

Male, 76 years. Autopsy twenty hours post-mortem. Body of 
medium size, well developed, well-nourished ; lividity of depen- 
dent portions ; rigor mortis present ; upper lip markedly thickened, 
reddened, and brawny; a similar soft infiltration on neck behind 
the sterno-mastoid.

Nothing unusual about the calvaria or dura. 

Meshes of the pia contained small amount of clear fluid; pia 
thin and delicate ; brain did not quite fill the cavity of the skull, and 
weighed 1,430 grms.; vessels in the base and fissure of Sylvius 
showed in the intima, numerous opaque-yellow patches, diminish- 
ing considerably lumina of vessels. | 

Lateral ventricles contained each about 10 c.ec. of clear fluid ; 
the ependyma everywhere smooth and shining; the brain substance 
in general of good color and consistency; gray cortex of usual 
thickness. In the outer segment of the left nucleus lentiformis 
was a cavity about 13 m.m. long by 4 wide, walls of which were 
yellowish, softened brain substance; otherwise brain was not 
remarkable. 

Walls of left ventricle of heart, one-half thicker than usual; 
valves sufficient. 

Left pleural cavity free from adhesions ; right adherent laterally ; 
each contained about 50 c¢.c. of clear fluid. The left lung con- 
tained numerous granular nodules, about the size of large peas; 
the right lung not remarkable. 

The spleen not remarkable. 

The kidneys reduced about one-third in size ; of red color ; density 
much increased ; capsule detached with difficulty, removing portions 
of venal substance with it. On section, cortex greatly reduced, meas- 
uring not more than 1 m.m. in thickness; the tubular region in- 
distinct ; cortex presenting a nearly uniform grayish-red color ; 
the prostate about twice the usual size; the so-called third lobe 
about the size of a filbert-meat. 

Left lobe of the liver diminished in size and thickness; other- 
wise not remarkable. 

The aorta shows in the intima numerous opaque-yellow patches, 
many of which are softened in the centre.

HEBEPHRENIA. 


Male, 19 years. Autopsy three hours after death. Body me- 
dium size, fairly developed, greatly emaciated; slight lividity of 
dependent portions. 

Calvaria and dura not remarkable; pia thin and delicate; 
meshes contain considerable clear fluid; vessels of the base and in 
the fissure of Sylvius not remarkable; lateral ventricles contain 
each about 25 c.c. of clear fluid; ependmya smooth and shining. 

Brain weighed 1,490 grms. and did not fill the cavity of the skull. 

On section, brain substance tolerably firm; everywhere very 
pale; tolerably moist; no puncta-cruenta to be seen. Beyond the 
the pallor the other portions of the brain showed nothing; the 
pericardial cavity obliterated, surfaces being adherent by old and 
firm adhesions. 

Heart itself not remarkable. 

Pleural surface of left adherent over apex; of right, over apex 
and laterally. 

The lungs contracted a little on removal of the sternum; dense, 
firm, non-crepitant. 

On section, the upper lobes of both lungs showed cavities vary- 
ing in size from a filbert to a large walnut, with ragged, cheesy 
walls. ‘The tissues round it were dense, non-zerated, of a grayish- 
yellow color; the remaining portions of the upper lobes showed 
opaque-gray nodules, size of a big pin’s head, grouped together ; in 
other portions a dense, grayish, translucent, solidified lung sub- 
stance; the lower lobes of both lungs studded with gray nodules 
the size of a pin’s head, in part opaque. 

The spleen was slightly enlarged, and rather increased in 
density. On section, were to be seen, in addition to the follicles, 
a few translucent specks the size of the prick of a pin. 
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The kidneys not remarkable beyond increase in amount of blood. 

‘The intestines showed numerous losses of substance in the 
mucous membrane, with depressed, granular bases, elevated and 
infiltrated edges, and extending out from them in the mesentery to 
the lymph-glands were numerous beaded lines. 

The mesenteric lyinph-glands were enlarged to the size of filberts, 
opaque-yellow, and cheesy. 

The liver showed several small nodules like those seen in the 
spleen. 

Aorta not remarkable.

GENERAL PARALYSIS. 


Male, 47 years. Autopsy thirty-six hours post-mortem. Body 
medium size, well developed, somewhat emaciated ; rigor mortis 
present. 

Nothing unusual observed about the calvaria or dura; sinuses 
contain coagula. 

Pia thickened and opaque in patches and along course of the 
vessels; the meshes of the pia contain considerable clear fluid ; 
the brain did not fill the cavity of the skull; weighed 1,430 grms. ; 
the vessels at the base and fissure of Sylvius everywhere thin and 
delicate. 

The lateral ventricles contained each about 20 c.c. of clear 
fluid ; the ependyma roughened and granular in the lateral and fourth 
ventricles. ‘The section of the brain substance showed the gray 
cortex to be of usual thickness and color; the white matter firm ; 
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surface slightly moist; puncta-cruenta of usual size and number. 
The section of the basal ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum 
showed no occurrences of especial note; the pia everywhere easily 
separable from the brain substance. 

Diaphragm at fourth interspace on both sides. 

Pericardium contained about 30 c.c. of clear fluid. 

Heart of usual size, and, beyond a browner color of muscular 
substance than usual, showed nothing remarkable. 

The pleural surfaces of left free from adhesions, and the cavity 
contained no fluid. The left lung only partially retracted, dark in 
color, denser than usual, but little crepitant; on section, surface 
moist, yielding on pressure a large amount of thin erated fluid, and 
considerable dark fluid blood. The pleural surfaces on the right 
side adherent throughout by old and firm adhesions; the right 
lung non-retracted, lower lobe throughout dense, solid, of a 
erayish-yellow color; on section, cut surface presented a granular 
yellowish-gray appearance; the bronchi through the middle divi- 
sions filled with plugs of fibrin. 

The spleen one-half larger than usual, dark in color, density in- 
creased. ‘The upper surface adherent to the diaphragm by old and 
firm adhesions; on section, the trabecule indistinct, follicles dis- 
tinct, the pulp increased in amount, firm, of a dark-red color. 

Kidneys of the usual size, color, and density, capsules detached 
with ease, leaving a smooth surface beneath; on section, ratio of 
cortex to pyramids as usual. The glomeruli distinct as red 
points; the region of the convoluted tubercules Pale BhAy and 
more opaque than usual. 

The cesophagus, stomach, intestines, and bladder showed 
nothing unusual. 

The liver of usual size, color, and density, slightly paler, drier, 
and more opaque than usual; bile-ducts pervious. 

The aorta showed in the intima a few opaque-yellow patches. 

The rectus abdominis pale, waxy in patches, with considerable 
extravasation of blood in its meshes.

POsT-PARALYTIC INSANITY. 


Male, 56 years. Autopsy seventeen hours after death. Body 
medium size, well developed, well nourished; lividity of de- 
pendent portion ; rigor mortis present. 

Tissues of pericranium showed a reddish-brown patch over right 
frontal region. 

Calvaria nearly doubled in thickness; diploé very nearly oblit- 
erated. | 

Calvaria readily separated from the dura; dura translucent ; 
inner surface smooth and shining; sinuses contained partly co- 
agulated blood; convolutions of the brain flattened ; sulci obliter- 
ated; pia pale and dry; brain weighed 1,480 grammes; left 
hemisphere markedly fluctuating ; vessels of the base and in the 
fissure of Sylvius showed very numerous opaque-yellow patches, 
diminishing slightly the lumina. Left lateral ventricle contained 
about 300 c.c. of dark blood and coagula; the ventricle about the 
size of the fist; the floor formed of ragged brain substance infil- 
trated with blood. The right ventricle contained about 100 cic. of 
partly coagulated blood; its walls intact, granular, and warty to 
a slight degree. The third and fourth ventricles contained 
coagulated blood; the ependyma of the fourth, granular and warty. 
The section of the white matter and of cortex of the left hemisphere 
showed nothing remarkable beyond, in the central region, a snuff- 
brown layer about 2 c.m. long and 1 m.m. thick. The ante- 
rior ends of the left nucleus caudatus and nucleus lentiformis 
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were present; beyond this nothing could be found of the basal 
ganglia on this side, their place being occupied by soft, ragged, 
grayish-red brain substance. 

In the right basal ganglia the nucleus caudatus in its anterior 
was a cavity the size of a pea, with yellow walls; half-way back 
was a similar cavity in the inner capsule bordering upon the first 
segment of the nucleus lentiformis. In the middle of the right 
thalamus were several small, dark-red blood-clots lying in the 
tissue; the largest of these the size of a big pea. 

-The lower anterior portion of the right temporal lobe had a 
ragged cavity the size of an English walnut, filled with dark blood, 
extending to the pia; the remaining portions of the brain were 
quite pale, otherwise were not remarkable; the pia readily separ- 
able from the brain substance. 

The diaphragm at the fourth rib on the right, and fourth inter- 
space left. 

The pericardium contained about 15 c.c. of clear fluid; the heart 
enlarged in the long diameter; the left ventricle very firmly con- 
tracted, empty. | 

The aortic and pulmonic valves were sufficient, and the mitral 
admitted tips of three, the tricuspid tips of four fingers; the 
valves and cavities were not remarkable; the wall of the left ven- 
tricle half again as thick as usual; the muscular substance of good 
color and very firm; the coronary arteries free. 

The lungs showed nothing worthy of note beyond a considerable 
amount of dark fluid blood in the vessels. 

The spleen not remarkable. 

The kidneys about one-quarter smaller than usual, density in- 
creased, red in color; the capsules detached with ease, bearing a 
coarsely granular surface beneath ; several cysts with colloid con- 
tents beneath the capsule. On section, the cortex slightly dimin- 
ished in thickness, tubular regions indistinct, the whole surface 
presenting a nearly uniform translucent, grayish-red appearance. 

(Esophagus, stomach, and intestines not remarkable. 

The vessels of the liver contained a large amount of dark fluid 
blood. | 

The aorta showed in the intima a few elevated yellow opaque 
patches.

FINE AND Costs. 


The amount received in payment of fine and costs for the 
past year is $592.14, and this sum has been handed over to 
the County Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of a prison is a problem that is solved only 
by a keen observation and skilful experience. Making all 
proper allowances for the previous life of the criminal, in- 
spection and employment are the best adjuncts of an effective 
discipline. 


Foop. 


By recurring to tabulated statements it will be found that 
the Directors have provided amply for the sustenance of all 
within the walls, and that the management has secured the 
best possible preparation of such food. The good health of 
the prisoners gives the best evidence of this fact. 
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Work. 


With wholesome apartments, with sufficient food and suit- 
able clothing, men under sentence for a longer or shorter 
period are put directly at work, either on sewing-machines 
or yard-work, gas-works, in the boiler-house, garden-work, 
in the kitchen (if females), in the laundry, repairing prison 
garments, or as domestics in the officers’ departments, while 
others are detailed as helpers in the hospital. During the 
months of June and July the work was less remunerative, 
as the orders were less and the men were working on a 
lower grade of goods. 


(AS—W oRKS. 


The improvement and rearrangement of these works during 
the past year have been important, rendering them more 
efficient in the manufacture and delivery of gas to the dif- 
ferent buildings in the enclosure. The cost of our own 


supply of an excellent quality has been but 48 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet. 


BUILDINGS AND REPAIRS. 


On examination it was found necessary to remove the slate 
from the roof of the workshop next to the office and sub- 
stitute tin. This has been found to be a decided improve- 
ment in appearance, weight, and safety. The water-closets 
in the workshops, officers’ department, and hospitals have 
been removed, and new ones of the most improved patterns 
have been inserted. In a sanitary point of view this is a 
great benefit. . 

In August last the authorized inspectors of steam-boilers, 
after the most rigid examination, condemned two of the old 
boilers and recommended the insertion of new ones. ‘This 
was accordingly done. The boiler-house on the eastern side 
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of the yard has been so enlarged that ample room was given 
for three boilers. In October the work was completed and 
accepted, and the boilers are working satisfactorily. By this 
new arrangement the buildings of the institution are heated 
with less labor and less fuel. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The general health of the prisoners compares favorably 
with that of former years. We have been free from epi- 
demics. The cases treated in the hospital have been gener- 
ally chronic. The deaths have been as follows : — 


John H. Burke, died August 21, 1884, of phthisis. 

Thomas Riley, died December 22, 1884, of phthisis. 

Richard J. Leslie, died January 20, 1885, of traumatic 
erysipelas. 

William H. Howard, died February 12, 1885, of pul- 
monary hemorrhage. 

James Shea, died April 5, 1885, of diabetes mellitus. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The exercises in the chapel have been held uninterruptedly 
during the year. ‘The Catholic service, in the forenoon, has 
been conducted by the Rey. Father Higgins, and the Prot- 
estant service, in the afternoon, by the Rev. J. B. Clark, M.A. 
At these services the attendance has been excellent, and great 
good must result to the prisoners therefrom. In addition to 
his services in the chapel on Sunday, the chaplain is found 
every day at his post of duty in the guard-house, giving 
special counsel, as the case may require, to those who are 
about leaving the prison. This requirement is regarded as 
of great service to the prisoners. 
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LIBRARY. 


The library has been somewhat enlarged during the past 
year by the addition of about one hundred and fifty new 
volumes (the result of an appropriation made by the Direc- - 
tors), and fifty or more volumes from the friends of the 
prisoners. Books thus given go directly to the person ad- 
dressed; after being read by such person go into general 
circulation. JI consider a well-selected and properly con- 
ducted library as an important aid in the discipline of this | 
institution, as the inmates have their minds occupied during 
their leisure moments. 

The wear and tear of these books are very great, passing 
through so many hands, —so much so that I have found it 
necessary to keep a bookbinder (selected from the prisoners ) 
always at work at his bench rebinding and re-covering books. 
The library, in all parts, is under the direct charge of the 
chaplain, who attends to the distribution and assignment of 
books on Mondays and Fridays of each week. 


PIGGERY. 


We have raised all the pork necessary for the prisoners 
and for the officers’ table ; and the supply of vegetables (ex- 
cepting potatoes) has been sufficient for the wants of the 
institution.

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CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, Iam happy to say that each department of 
the institution has been carried on with the usual regularity 
and efficiency. The officers have performed their duties 
cheerfully and faithfully. In closing my annual report I 
have the honor to render my sincere thanks to the President 
and Board of Directors for their continued interest in the 
welfare of this institution.

The general health of the children has been good. 

On the 7th of August, scarlet fever broke out in a mild 
form, and continued at intervals till December. There were 
twenty-three cases in all. Six of the worst cases, that needed 
careful nursing, were sent to the City Hospital; the balance 
were not confined to their beds, and were isolated and cared 
for at the Home.

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There were also seventeen cases of whooping-cough. 

Two deaths have occurred. Fred Hefferan, age 11 years, 
died March 10th, of disease of the spine. He had been 
injured by a fall about six years ago, before being admitted 
here, and had been confined to his bed for the past year, so 
his death was not unexpected. William Derx, age 13 years, 
died March 26th, of heart disease. Hefferan was buried at 
the expense of the institution. Derx’s remains were removed 
by friends. 

The hospital department remains under the efficient man- 
agement of Dr. O. F. Rogers. 

There has been no change in the teachers. 

The character of the schools has changed since the last 
report, the larger children have gone, and those admitted 
were small, so that the average age is but nine years, and 
many of the large ones remaining are deficient either men- 
tally or physically. Considering these changes, the schools 
have made good progress. 

Our annual examination took place April 14th, by Chair- 
man of School Committee Pease, President Whiting, Di- 
rector Mullane, and several invited guests. 

No changes have been made in the form of the religious 
services. Catholic service and Sabbath-school in the fore- 
noon by Rev: Father Shandelle, of Boston College. Prot- 
estant service and Sabbath-school in the afternoon by 
different clergymen supplied by Rev. D. W. Waldron, city 
missionary. 

The work of the institution is generally performed by the 
children; but so many large ones have gone, that it became 
necessary to employ extra help in the laundry. 

Although the number averages thirty-nine less than a year 
ago, it requires the same number of officers to care for those 
remaining, and the same amount of fuel and light. 

The only saving we can make is in food and clothing. 

The band, under Prof. W. S. Ripley, has been discontin- 
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ued, on account of the frequent changes and the smallness of 
the boys. 

A bath-room, 17 x 22 feet, has been partitioned off, the 
old “swimming” bath-tub removed, and twelve modern iron 
bath-tubs substituted in its stead. 

A new iron fire-escape has been put in the girls’ wing, lead- 
ing from the dormitories to the iron stairway at the end of 
the main building. | 

A 16-ft. platform-scale has been put in for weighing coal 
and other heavy commodities. 

We are indebted to the managers of Barnum’s circus for 
free admision for the entire school; to Prof. Bartholomew for 
free admission to the exhibition of trained horses: to the City 
Council Committee on Fourth of July Celebration, for an 
amusing entertainment; to L. Prang & Co. for a large assort- 
ment of Christmas cards; to Rev. D. W. Waldron for Christ- 
mas and Easter cards, also for a generous supply of Christmas 
candy ; to Mr. L. W. Burlen for an interesting and amusing 
entertainment on the evening of school examination; to 
Mrs. Herrick for a generous supply of papers and _peri- 
odicals. 

The teachers, officers, and matrons, have performed their 
duties in a faithful and efficient manner. 

In conclusion, I tender my sincere thanks to the members 
of the Board for the interest they have manifested in the 
welfare of this institution, and to President Whiting for his 
advice and assistance upon all occasions. 

Accompanying this is the physician’s report and the usual 
statistics.

The institu- 
tion is too much crowded, especially the hospital, making it 
very inconvenient to take proper care of the sick, and we 
need three or four small rooms very much to isolate the noisy 
and filthy ones, also for erysipelas cases. The hospital depart- 
ment remains under the efficient and able management of Dr. 
Orville F. Rogers, Visiting Physician. 

Religious services have been conducted here as usual the 
past year. Protestant services by the Rev. D. W. Waldron, 
of the City Missionary Society, and Catholic services by Rev. 
Father McGuinnis, of St. Thomas’s Church, Jamaica Plain. 

We are indebted to Rey. D. W. Waldron for ice-cream, 
cake, and an amusing entertainment at a picnic for the inmates, 
also for oranges at Thanksgiving, and Christmas and Easter 
cards; to Rev. Father McGuinnis for candy at Christmas, also 
to L. Prang & Co. for a large assortment of chromos and 
Christmas cards. 

The farm and milk business has been carried on as in years 
past, and has been a success; the ensilage crop was very 
large. Wecut alarge amount of hay, and second crop on the 
Park land, so that we have had an abundence of feed for the 
cows, and a large amount of hay to sell, which makes our 
income considerably larger then it otherwise would have

The past winter being a severe one, with many out of 
employment, our institution has been crowded to its utmost 
capacity. Some, who in times past have been able to keep 
their homes, have, through sickness and want, been obliged 
to give them up and place themselves under our care. 
There is a class not so deserving whom we support, called 
rounders, as they migrate from one institution to another 
many times a year. When not in the almshouse they are in 
some penal institution for drunkenness or larceny. They 
neither fear Deer Island nor Sherborn, are utterly unable to 
appreciate what is done for them, frequently fomenting 
trouble with other inmates, are fault-finding, and merely 
use the almshouse as a hospital while recovering from their 
protracted sprees. The improvement made in bathing facili- 
ties and water-closets is appreciated by us all. More are 
needed, which, I trust, will be duly considered. What little 
we do every year counts, but the money to pay for the same 
has to be taken from the general appropriation, and not much 
can be done. The council having passed the amount re- 
quired for steam heating will dispense with some twenty-five 
stoves, and lessen the danger from fire. A fire-alarm box, 
numbered 456, has been placed in a convenient position op- 
posite the house, bringing this department in closer com-

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munication should we require their services. Our range in 
the kitchen has done the cooking for one hundred and eighty 
people, besides baking four and five barrels of flour every 
week. <A brick oven would be very useful. I would sug- 
gest finishing the large attic before another winter, as it 
could have been utilized to advantage the past season had it 
been available. Religious services have been conducted the 
same as in years past, z.e., ladies and gentlemen from the 


several churches of Charlestown visiting us in turn every 


Sabbath. Rev. Father Keyes, of St. Francis de Sales Roman 
Catholic church, cared for the people of his faith as usual. 
Contributions of pipes, tobacco, and candy were made by the 
Rev. J. E. Keyes and Mr. Carpenter on Christmas day ; also 
cards by Mrs. Kuhn, of 64 Beacon street. A highly enjoy- 
able vocal and instrumental entertainment was given by 
Marcellas Carpenter, Peter McNally, sister, and lady friends 
from Charlestown, for which we return many thanks. The 
inmates, with a few exceptions, have tried to make it pleas- 
ant and the duties light for us, more so than one could ex- 
pect from them, as their dispositions are generally crossed 
by poverty and old age. The matrons have cheerfully 
supported me, and have also been kind and attentive to 
the inmates. Dr. R. W. Sprague, the visiting physician, 
attends to his many duties in a prompt and efficient manner ; 
his report to me is annexed. In closing, allow me to thank 


the members of the Board individually for their many 


courtesies, and the President, Mr. Whiting, for his cordial 
cooperation.

To James R. Gerrisu, Esq., Superintendent of Charlestown 
District Alnshouse : — 


Sir, — I have the honor to submit the following report as 
Visiting Physician to the institution under your charge for 
the year ending April 30, 1885: — 


As a rule, the health of the inmates the past year has been 
good, although many were admitted during the winter months 
who were either in an advanced stage of consumption or were 
suffering from some acute malady. 

The list of diseases has been about the same as in previous 
years. Ina majority of instances consumption, rheumatism, 
bronchitis, valvular lesions of the heart, and other chronic 
complaints common among people in old age have been those 
which have called for treatment. 

There were 17 deaths during the year; of these 14 were 
females, and 3 males; classified as follows: paralysis, 3; 
phthisis, 3; senility, 3; pneumonia, 2; heart disease, 2; 
debility, 2; apoplexy, 2. | 

I would respectfully recommend that a room be set apart 
for the examination of patients, and that it be provided with 
facilities for that. purpose. The crowded condition of the 
rooms, and the miscellaneous character of the diseases with 
which some of the inmates are afflicted, render this a neces- 
sary adjunct to correct diagnosis and proper treatment. 

In closing my report I desire to express my thanks for the 
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courtesy invariably shown to me by you and your associates, 
and to commend the faithful manner in which all of my direc- 
tions and suggestions have been met and fulfilled.

In Common Councin, May 21, 1885. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council appointed, 
under the order passed April 9, 1885, to investigate and re- 
port to the Council the facts relating to the charge made by 
Hon. Patrick Maguire at a meeting of the Democratic City 
Committee, held in the Meionaon, on Friday evening, March 
27, 1885, — that Mr Edward J. Jenkins, the President of 
the Common Council, demanded, in the presence of three 
witnesses, $3,000 from the head of a department of the City 
of Boston for his nomination, the said committee to have 
full power to send for any persons and documents useful for 
_ said investigation, — respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


Your committee organized on Wednesday, April 15, and 
determined to have its first public hearing in the Council 
Chamber, at seven o’clock, on Wednesday evening, April 22, 
and it caused notice to be sent forthwith to Patrick Maguire 
and Edward J. Jenkins, notifying them of the time and 
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place of the hearing, and that persons interested could be 
represented by counsel if they desired. Your committee 
did not deem it necessary to issue any formal subpcenas to 
Mr. Maguire or to Mr. Jenkins, because they supposed that 
both Mr. Maguire and Mr. Jenkins would be ready and anx- 
ious to appear before the committee, inasmuch as Mr. Ma- 
guire had said, in making the charge, that the “ Common 
Council should take the case up ;” and Mr. Jenkins, in deny- 
ing the charge, had asked for a committee of investigation. 

‘Your committee deemed it advisable to request the Cor- 
poration Counsel, Mr. Nettleton, to attend the hearing, in 
order that the committee might have the benefit of his advice 
and assistance in the conduct of the hearing and the admis- 
' sion of evidence. 

On Wednesday evening, April 22, the public hearing was 
duly opened, but Mr. Maguire did not appear in person or 
by counsel. Mr. Jenkins was present in person, and with 
counsel, who stated that he was ready to proceed. He also 
stated that a writ had been drawn, but not yet served on 
Mr. Maguire. 

The clerk of the committee, Mr. Lee, read the following 
letter, which he had received from Mr. Maguire,— a copy of 
which had appeared in the Boston Herald of that morning, — 
and stated that he had not furnished it for publication. 


Boston, April 21, 1885. 
To WILLIAM H. LEE, Esq., Clerk of Committee : — 


DEAR Sir, — I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your favor of the 
15th inst., notifying me that a special committee of the Common Council 
has been appointed to investigate certain charges made by me against 
_ Edward J. Jenkins, president of said body. In reply, I desire to say, 
for obvious reasons, I never contemplated appearing before any such 
committee. The courts are open, and if the party feeling aggrieved at 
the statements made by me will take his case there, where we all shall 
have fair play, I will guarantee to make it interesting for him. I will 
guarantee further that every cent of damages awarded him will be 

pr omptly paid by me.

As no witness appeared before the committee to make 
or substantiate any charges against Mr. Jenkins there was 
nothing for Mr. Jenkins to answer, or for the committee to 
investigate, and it therefore retired for consultation. Upon 
_the return of your committee Mr. Osborne moved “that the 
clerk of committee be instructed to issue a subpcena 
for Mr. Maguire to appear before us at our next meeting.” 
Mr. Murphy moved as a substitute, “that, as there is an 
action brought against Mr. Maguire in the courts, we sus-— 
pend action in the matter pending the decision of the case 

between the parties.” 
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Considerable discussion followed these motions, and the 
substitute was lost by a tie vote. Yeas: Messrs. Strange, 
Fraser, Keliher, Murphy.—4. Nays: Messrs. Harding, 
Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler. — 4. 

Mr. Osborne’s motion was then lost by a tie vote. Yeas: 
Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler. — 4. Nays: 
Messrs. Strange, Keliher, Fraser, Murphy. — 4. 

Mr. Butler then moved “ that the committee report to the 
Council, on Thursday evening, April 23, stating what had 
been done and the inability of the committee to agree, and 
ask for instructions from the Council as to its future course : 
whether it shall take steps to procure Mr. Maguire’s at- 
tendance at some future meeting or not.” 

The motion was lost by a tie vote. Yeas: Messrs. Hard- 
ing, Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler.—4. Mays: Messrs. Strange, 
Keliher, Fraser, Murphy.— 4. 

After further discussion the committee adjourned, subject 
to the call of the chairman. 

On May 5 another meeting of the committee was held. 
Various motions to adjourn for two, three, or four weeks were 
defeated by a tie vote; Messrs. Strange, Keliher, Fraser, and 
Murphy voting in the affirmative, Messrs. Harding, Osborne, 
Hodgkins, and Butler voting in the negative. Motions to sub- 
pena Mr. Maguire to appear before the committee in one and 
two weeks were lost by a tie vote ; Messrs. Harding, Osborne, 
Hodgkins, and Butler voting in the affirmative; Messrs. 
Strange, Keliher, Fraser, and Murphy voting in the negative. 

Mr. Strange moved “that the committee ask for full 
power to investigate any and all matters which may come 
before them.” The motion was lost. Yeas: Messrs. 
Strange, Fraser, Murphy. Nays: Messrs. Harding, Os- 
borne, Hodgkins, Butler, and Keliher. 

Finally the committee voted “that a report be made to 
the Council in accordance with the facts, and ask for further 
instructions.”

INVESTIGATION OF CHARGES OF CORRUPTION, BY 
THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 


APRIL 22, 1885. — 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed to 
investigate the charges of Hon. Patrick Maguire against President 
Jenkins of the Common Council, met in the Common Council 
Chamber, Wednesday, April 22, 1885, at 7 P.M., all the members 
of the committee present, as follows : — 

Councilmen Harding (Chairman), Strange, Osborne, Keliher, 
Hodgkins, Fraser, Butler, and F. J. Murphy. 

There were present Edward J. Jenkins, Esq., the President of 
the Common Council, with Hon. Charles J. Brooks, as counsel, 
Wm. H. Lee, Clerk of Committees, and Corporation Counsel Net- 
tleton. 

By direction of the chairman, the clerk read the following Order, 
constituting the committee : — 


City or Boston, 
In Common Councit, April 9, 1885. 


Whereas, The Hon. Patrick Maguire, at a meeting of the Democratic 
City Committee, held in the Meionaon, on Friday evening, March 27, 1885, 
charged Mr. Edward J. Jenkins, the president of the Common Council, with 
demanding, in the presence of three witnesses, $3,000 from the head of a de- 
partment of the city of Boston, for his nomination, and 

Whereas, The said Edward J. Jenkins has requested that an investigation 
of the said charge be made by this body, 

Therefore be it ordered, That a Special Committee of five members be 
appointed by the chair to investigate the said charge, and report the facts to 
this Council, and 

Be wt further ordered, That said committee shall have full power to send 
for all persons and documents needful for said investigation; to employ a 
stenographer to report the evidence; to use the Council Chamber and ante- 
rooms for its hearings, which shall be public, and to report to this Council in 
print, if deemed best; all expense incurred thereby to be charged to the Con- 
tingent Fund of the Common Council. 

In Common Council, April 9, 1885. Passed with this amendment: strike 
out ‘‘ five members,” and insert ‘‘ eight members, four Republicans and four 
Democrats.” And Messrs. Harding, Strange, Osborne, Keliher, Hodgkins, 
Fraser, Butler, and F. J. Murphy were appointed said committee. 
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The Cuarrman. — I would state that under the order the com- 
mittee met and organized at the earliest possible moment, and 
determined to undertake this investigation promptly, and to carry 
it on thoroughly, and they determined to meet this evening at this 
hour, that being more than one week from the day of our organiza- 
tion. We decided to notify both parties, Mr. Maguire and Mr. 
Jenkins, of our determination, and to notify them that we should 
be ready to hear to-night any matters pertaining to the investiga- 
tion. Inasmuch as the charge referred toin the order was publicly 
made; inasmuch as, in making the charge, Mr. Maguire stated 
that the Council ought to investigate the matter and take action 
upon it; and inasmuch as Mr. Jenkins publicly denied the charge, 
and asked for an investigation by the Council, — the committee 
assumed that both parties would be entirely ready to present all 
matters proper for consideration to the committee. The committee, 
therefore, did not deem it necessary at the outset to issue any 
formal subpoenas to the two persons in interest, but they notified 
the parties, as I have said, and gave them every opportunity to be 
present this evening, and present everything that was proper for 
consideration by the committee. I will ask Mr. Lee, our clerk, if 
notice was sent, and if so, what notice, to both parties, and if he 
has received any replies.

_ Dear Sir, —I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your favor of the 15th 
inst., notifying me that a special committee of the Common Council has been 
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appointed to investigate certain charges made by me against Edward J. 
Jenkins, president of said body. In reply, I desire to say, for obvious 
reasons, I never contemplated appearing before any such committee. The 
courts are open, and if the party feeling aggrieved at the statements made by 
me will take his case there, where we shall all have fair play, I will guarantee 
to make it interesting for him. And I will guarantee further that every cent 
of damages awarded him will be promptly paid by me.

The Cuatrman. — As the charge referred to in the order has 
been denied, the parties may be fairly said to be at issue, and I 
suppose, as is the usual rule, it is for the party making the charge 
to come forward and substantiate it, and if Mr. Maguire is here 
we shall be very glad to listen to him, or any one on his behalf. 
(Pause.) Is Mr. Jenkins ready to proceed? 

Mr. Brooxs.— Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee: I have the honor to appear as associate counsel for Mr. 
Jenkins. My senior is not present here to-night, being detained 
in the trial of a very important cause elsewhere. But we are 
here to meet the charges. I take it that your ruling is the law, 
and that the burden of maintaining an allegation of so serious a 
nature is certainly incumbent upon Mr. Maguire, and we are for 
the present here to meet any charges brought against us. I feel 
a deep interest in this matter outside of my professional duty. 
We are here ready to proceed. 

After a slight pause, and just as Mr. Harding seemed about to 
speak, Mr. Brooks continued: I beg pardon for omitting some- 
thing. Whether it has come to the ears of Mr. Maguire or not, 
I know not, but it is true that a writ has issued. But in the 
absence of senior counsel I deemed it unwise to serve that writ. 
But I can say here that the writ will certainly be served, and that 
the case, as far as we are concerned, will be brought into court at 
the July term. I refer to a writ in the nature of an action of tort 
against Mr. Maguire. I do not desire to say aught against Mr. 
Maguire, or any other man, in his absence. ‘That would be far from 
me. 

Mr. Mureny. — Was the writ made returnable to the committee 
or the courts ? 

Mr. Brooxs. — It is a writ returnable to the July term of the 
Superior Court. We are obliged to bring actions now in the Supe- 
rior Court, the Supreme Court not taking jurisdiction. It was only 
in the last days of service for the April term that the writ was 
issued ; but we did not wish to proceed precipitately, and we wished 
to know if Mr. Maguire had been reported aright. In the press of 
business in daily newspapers a great many things can bear explana- 
tion, and we thought we would proceed coolly and calmly, not de- 
siring to do anything wrong towards Mr. Maguire. Mr. Maguire 
stated at a meeting — perhaps an unofficial meeting, but in a public 
meeting, at one of the meetings of the official organization of the 
city — that he had plenty of property in his own name, and we 
thought we were justified in looking for it to meet the expenses of 
the suit. But perhaps that is outside of the record a little. But 
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the writ has been brought, and we are here ready to go on to-night, 
so far as I know. 

The Cuairman. —I would ask Mr. Lee if he has furnished the 
letter from Mr. Maguire for publication. 

Mr. Let. — No, sir. 

Mr. Brooks. — The only knowledge I have of any letter was 
what I saw in the public prints. 

The Cuarrman. — I asked the question because I saw in a morn- 
ing paper a letter purporting to be from Mr. Maguire, which, as I 
remember it, is substantially the one I have heard read to-night. 
Gentlemen of the committee, what action do you wish to take? 

Mr. ButLer. —I move that the committee retire for consultation. 

Mr. Fraser. — Before that motion is put, I do not see, for my 
part, any particular use in retiring. ‘The defendant absolutely re- 
fuses to come before this committee, and the other side says there 
is an action commenced in court against him, which is no doubt 
the proper tribunal. I take the same ground which I did the night 
the committee was appointed. I do not see what use there is for 
staving here, and what use there is to bother with it any further. 

The Cuairman. —I think, if there is any difference of opinion, 
it would be proper for us to retire and confer, unless you have 
objection to that proceeding. 

Mr. Fraser. — Not a bit, sir. 

The committee voted to retire for consultation, and retired at 
7.25. 

The committee returned at 7.48 P.M. 

Mr. Ossporne. —I move that the Clerk of Committees be in-— 
structed to issue a subpoena for Mr. Maguire to appear before us 
at our next meeting. 

Mr. Murruy. —I would move, as a substitute, that, as there is 
an action brought against Mr. Maguire in the courts, the commit- 
tee suspend action in the matter, pending the decision of the case 
between the two parties. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Osborne, do you accept that substitute ? 

Mr. Osporne. — No, sir. 

Mr. Burrer. — I trust that the substitute will not be adopted. 

The Cuairman. —I understand that it cannot be unless it is 
accepted. Gentlemen, you hear Mr. Osborne’s motion, that the 
Clerk of Committees be directed to issue a subpcena to Mr. Ma- 
guire to appear before the committee at its next meeting. Is the 
committee ready for the question? 

. Mr. Osborne’s motion was declared carried, and Mr. Strange 
doubted the vote and called for the yeas and nays, and the chair- 
man ordered the clerk to call the roll. 

Mr. Kerner. —I should like to say that I have probably heard 
both sides of the question. I heard Mr. Maguire make the charges, 
and also heard him say that they should be investigated. He 
has had a chance to appear here, but he has not done so; neither 
does he intend to appear, and for that reason I should be in favor 
of Mr. Murphy’s substitute, and I say the only way for him to do 
is to go to the courts if he desires. | 

Mr. Mureny. — The reason I offered my substitute was, that I 
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believed it would be rather discourteous on our part to enter into 
this matter, as Mr. Maguire refuses to come before the committee, 
and as the counsel for Mr. Jenkins has said he has issued a writ 
for an action against Mr. Maguire. For that reason I believe 
it would be discourteous on our part to undertake to try the case 
now, while the matter is before the courts, and it would not only 
be discourteous on our part, but also unfair for both sides, I 
think. 

Mr. Osporne. —So far as we or the public know about an action 
that is said to have been commenced against Mr. Maguire by 
Mr. Jenkins, we have had’ the statement of counsel here to-night 
that a writ had been prepared, but that it had not been issued ; 
but it may come to pass that the writ will never be issued. If it 
does issue, and Mr. Maguire is brought before the court to 
answer to the action of tort, then the writ will not be returnable, 
as has been stated to our committee, until next July, and in all 
probability the case would not be tried before next year. By that 
time this city government, so far as we are concerned, will’ have 
gone out of existence. 

Now I maintain that there is something further than a simple 
vindication of Mr. Jenkins in court, and his obtaining compensa- 
tion for an injury that he may have suffered on account of the 
utterance of these words by Mr. Maguire. I feel that it is the 
duty of the city government to investigate this charge of fraud, 
and I do not think that Mr. Maguire’s rights will be prejudiced 
in the least by a hearing before a committee of the Common 
Council. I presume that the rules of evidence will be as strictly 
adhered to as they would in court. Therefore I feel that it is 
our solemn duty to go as far as we can in this investigation. If 
Mr. Maguire should fail to appear in answer to a summons, I 
think we have further processes by which we can compel him to 
appear here and testify as to who the persons were before whom 
the offer was made. Therefore I trust and hope — and it seems 
to me that, so far as we are concerned as a committee, we shall 
not do our duty unless we do go to that extent— and I trust 
and hope that this motion will pass. 

Mr. Strance. — The gentleman seems to lay great stress upon 
the fact that Mr. Maguire, in making his charges, said that in his 
opinion it was the duty of the Council to take cognizance of them, 
and take some action in regard to them. ‘That is very true. The 
gentleman also states that he believes—and I agree with him— 
that this committee would give him a fair and impartial hearing, and 
bring in a verdict in accordance with the facts as laid before them. 
Well, in that there may be a difference of opinion. I think that Mr. 
Maguire would not agree with the gentleman upon that point, 
and, basing my judgment upon the action of the Council when 
this committee was appointed, I certainly could not agree with 
him there. While I do not wish, in any way, shape, or manner, 
to impugn the judgment, the motives, and purity of action of 
any member of this committee, nevertheless, I believe that Mr. 
Maguire is justified in believing that this committee was organ- 
ized against him. I believe that the action of the Council at that 
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meeting justifies him in that belief. For that reason I do not 
think that we should continue the investigation, provided this case 
has been brought in the courts. 

Mr. Burrter. — Mr. Chairman, it strikes me simply this way: 
We have been appointed as a committee at the request of Mr. 
Jenkins, and by the action of the Council. I do not see how we 
can obey the behests of the Council, whatever the opinion of the 
gentleman opposite to meis as tothe composition of the committee, — 
I cannot see how we can obey their mandate, without proceeding 
to the full extent of our powers to investigate. Therefore I 
certainly hope and trust that the substitute offered by Mr. Murphy 
will not be adopted. 

Mr. Murruy.—In Mr. Maguire’s letter to the Clerk of Com- 
mittees, he states, ‘‘ For obvious reasons.” I do not know what 
those reasons are, and with all due respect to the gentlemen 
present as to their impartiality, etc., I would not, if I were in Mr. 
Maguire’s place, appear before this committee as a defendant. If 
he were to go into court he would have the right to challenge the 
jurors ; in this case he would not have that right here. I main- 
tain that under the order offered in the Council, calling for an 
equal division, —I maintain that the order was not carried out, and 
as Mr. Strange has already suggested that he does not wish to 
impugn the motives of any member here, or doubt their impartiality 
in the investigation, still I can see no way out of it but that my 
substitute should be adopted. 

Mr. Fraser. —I have not expressed my opinion as to how I in- 
tended to vote upon that matter; but there is something that we 
should look toas members of this committee. In the first place it is 
necessary that we should keep ourselves, our action, and our 
names clear of having one word of reproach on anything that we 
may do here, so that the citizens at large will say that we have 
acted: coolly, deliberately, and with all the caution and good sense 
to be expected from members of the city government of Boston of 
1885. Now, we are not looking for anybody’s scalp to-night or 
to-morrow. Whatever we want to do we can do it at any time 
that we want to. We can make a report at any time we want to. 
There is no necessity of being in a hurry. [am willing to finish 
this matter up to-night, and Iam ready to go on and finish it 
when any members of this committee think we are ready. My 
own opinion of the matter is, that it is something beyond our 
jurisdiction entirely, and something that we cannot actually take 
hold of. That was my opinion from the time the order was offered. 
There can be no harm in passing the substitute motion. It will 
show the friends of Mr. Maguire, who has reason to suppose that 
this committee is one-sided, and will prevent them from saying 
that we are in a hurry and have forced things, and will prevent 
them from thinking that we have forced matters because we were 
a one-sided committee. That is one thing I think Mr. Murphy’s 
substitute will prevent the friends of Mr. Maguire from having a 
chance to say, — they cannot say that this one-sided committee has 
rammed anything down their throats. That is one thing. Public 
opinion is pretty strong, and the City Council of 1885 stands no 
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higher than its predecessors, and perhaps no lower, — we stand no 
higher, surely, — and we better not have any more stones thrown 
at us than we can possibly avoid. Mr. Chairman, I am ready to 
vote. 

The CHarrman. — Before asking Mr. Lee to call the roll I 
desire to call the attention of the committee, if I may properly do 
so, to what we are here for, as it seems to me. We have a duty 
committed to us by the Common Council of this city. We were 
told to investigate a certain specific charge. We were appointed 
upon this committee. We did not resign from the committee, and 
so long as we remain upon the committee it is our duty to perform 
the duty committed to us, by making this investigation; and if 
any members of the committee think, for any reasons which are 
sufficient to them, that they do not care to act upon the committee 
and do not care to take part in the investigation, with all kindness 
to the gentlemen in question, their proper course, it seems to me, 
is to resign from the committee, and allow their places to be filled 
as is customary under the rules of our body. The committee is 
appointed for a definite purpose, and that purpose has not yet been 
fulfilled. But if any gentlemen are unwilling to go on with the 
committee ; if any gentlemen do not wish to pursue the investiga- 
tion, then their course is to retire from the committee, and allow 
new members to be substituted in their places. But we are not 
doing our duty to the body that appointed us and committed this 
matter to us until we have done our utmost to throw light upon 
this important question. It is not, in my judgment, a question 
that affects Mr. Jenkins alone, or Mr. Maguire alone, or Mr. Jen- 
kins and Mr. Maguire alone. The charge was made against 
Mr. Jenkins, not individually, but as an official occupying a high 
and responsible position in the city government. As he is the 
presiding officer of our body it is an insult indirectly to each one 
of us. If the charge is true, in justice to ourselves and in justice 
to the city of Boston, we ought to know it, and take such action 
as is necessary. If the charge is false, it is due to us and due to 
Mr. Jenkins that the citizens of Boston should know that it is 
false. That can only be done by an investigation. 

Mr. Srrance. —Is it not sufficient for this committee that no 
one has come forward to substantiate those charges? 

The Cuarrman. —I do not think so— you ask my opinion. 
Suppose it was said that the witnesses who could testify to the 
matter were sick at the time of the meeting of the committee, 
would we be justified in closing the hearing? 

Mr. Strance. — Certainly not, if the charges had been presented 
before this committee. As I understand it, no charges have been 
presented before this committee ; no charges have been presented 
before the city government in any shape or manner. 

The CHarrmMan. — It is true the charges have not been made be- 
fore the city government, because the gentleman making the charge 
is not a member of the city government. But the charge has been 
made in a public way; it has been recognized by the Common 
Council, and we are informed in the order constituting the com- 
mittee that charges have been made, and we cannot go behind the 
order constituting us as a committee. 
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Mr. Srrance. — What official knowledge have we that there 
have been official charges ? 

The CHatrman. — None whatever; but I contend we have no 
right to go behind the order constituting the committee. The 
Common Council has passed an order based upon certain assump- 
tions of fact, and upon that we act. 

Mr. Strance. — I maintain that we have nothing to act upon. 

The CuarrMan. — Certainly, if we were to quietly retire from the 
investigation to-day, we should put ourselves in a ridiculous, light, 
if we do not attempt to get at the facts and perform the trust 
reposed in us. 

Mr. Fraser. —I do not want the chairman, or any other mem- 
ber of this committee, to draw the inference from anything I said 
that I do not want an investigation ; for I am willing to go into an 
investigation as deep as any man in this chamber. With all due 
respect to my friends, Mr. Jenkins and Mr. Maguire, I do not 
care two cents if this investigation should send both of them to 
the State prison. That is not what Iam after. If they are guilty 
let them be sent there, and that is the place for them. But 
I want to proceed in the right, cool, deliberate way. I fear 
public opinion a good deal, and I want to see the man that does 
not dread public opinion some. When we get through with this 
investigation I want to look the public in the face and say that we 
have gone through this investigation, and that we defy them to 
say that we did not give everybody fair. play. That is the only 
love I have for them. 

Mr. Murrny. — I want to say that so far as I am concerned I 
want a full investigation ; but I do not want to try these gentlemen 
here, and then have them go to the courts and be tried again, and 
then to be compelled to have the committee come together and try 
the president of this Council over again. That is not fair. I believe 
in the fullest investigation. If the charges are true I believe we 
should deal with them accordingly. Then, if they are not true, I 
should wish that the president of the Common Council would have 
the fullest investigation he can get. 

The CuarrMan. — Before the question is put, I desire to call the 
attention of the committee, for a single moment, to this consideration : 
that the investigation which the court will give to this subject can- 
not help or affect us in any way. It is not a kind of investiga- 
tion that we should feel justified in acting upon alone. In the first 
place, the case will not be decided until this city government has 
gone out of existence. It could not be decided in the usual course 
of litigation before that. IRfit were decided it might or might not 
throw light upon the subject which would justify us in taking 
action upon the matter. This charge affects Mr. Jenkins, not in 
his private capacity, but in his capacity as president of the Com- 
mon Council. As I said before, if there is any truth in the charge 
the Common Council should know it and take proper action. If 
the charge is not true, then Mr. Jenkins should be fully and quickly 
exonerated. ‘That cannot be done to our own satisfaction except: 
by our own investigation. It is frequently the case that verdicts 
rendered are not satisfactory or convincing to anybody. I should 
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not be satisfied to act in this matter upon the verdict of a jury 
solely, and the verdict must be obtained so long hence that it would 
be of no use to this city government. I therefore submit that it is 
plainly our duty to take every possible step in our power to get as 
complete and full an explanation of the facts as is possibie. 

Mr. Osporne. — A single word further, in addition to what I 
have said. The gentlemen on the other side of the table have all 
expressed themselves as desiring a full, fair, and thorough investi- 
gation. The motion that I made was simply for the Clerk of Com- 
mittees to see that a proper subpoena was issued to Mr. Maguire. 
Now, then, I presume that Mr. Maguire, as well as Mr. Jenkins, 
has counsel. If Mr. Maguire appeared here he would appear by 
counsel. If Mr. Maguire responded to that subpoena I presume 
we could not compel him to testify; he could state here before this 
committee, that is, if a writ was served upon him in the meantime, 
that he thought his case would be prejudiced if he should testify. 
We would then have shown the community that we were willing to 
do something to compel him to come here. We now show that 
simply a respectful letter has been sent him, and he has seen fit to 
write a letter in reply, and send it to the papers, stating that, for 
obvious reasons, — reasons which he knows, I suppose, — he 
does not see proper to appear before this committee. Now, all I 
have to say is this: If the gentlemen are in earnest, and desire a 
thorough investigation in this matter, I think it is as little as they 
can do to pass this motion that a subpoena be issued to Mr. Ma- 
guire. Heis not bound to come here, and if he is not bound to 
answer any questions we put to him, then there will be the further 

question, whether we want to go any further. It strikes me, from 
- the remarks made, that the desire of the gentlemen fora full inves- 
tigation is not very deep-rooted. 

Mr. Hopexins. — It seems to me that when Mr. Maguire made 
these charges he had more confidence in his cause than he has at 
the present time. If he had the same feeling to-day that he had 
when he made the charges I think he would be here and substan- 
tiate them. 

Mr. Srrance. —I believe that Mr. Maguire has the same feel- 
ings to-day that he had when he made the charges. I see by this 
letter which he sends in here, that he says that ‘* If the party feel- 
ing aggrieved at the statements made by me will take his case 
there [meaning the courts], where we shall all have fair play.” I 
believe that expresses Mr. Maguire’s feelings. It shows that he 
feels the same to-day that he did then; but it shows also that he 
has not confidence in this committee. Another point which comes 
into my mind — 

Mr. Burter.— Do you feel highly honored by that, Mr. 
Strange? 

Mr. StraNGE. — What effect the findings of this committee 
would have upon the action of any court. Ido not think that, if 
this matter is to be settled in the courts, this committee should 
prejudice it at all. . 

The CuarrmMan. — I would suggest to you that the effect cannot 
be prejudicial, except to the party whose case ought to be preju- 
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diced, and it furthermore will simply serve to show, in advance of 
a trial, what the evidence may be, and what,each party may rely 
upon. But under our law it is possible for any one to have that 
evidence by filing interrogatories; so that Mr. Maguire, the 
moment the writ is filed, has a right to interrogate Mr. Jenkins, 
in order to get at the cause of his action. But, answering the 
gentleman’s question, it seems to me that is not a matter which 
we are to consider. It is not a matter for us to pass upon, 
whether this investigation is for Mr. Maguire’s interest or Mr. 
Jenkins’ interest, or whether Mr. Maguire or Mr. Jenkins will be 
affected in this suit by our action. Both parties have thrown them- 
selves upon the Common Council, and asked for this investigation, 
and the Common Council has ordered that it be done. 

Mr. Osporne. — The report of the committee would not be evi- 
dence in cuse of a trial in court. 

The CHarrmMan. — Of course not. 

Mr. Ossorne. — And it would not affect the case one way or the 
other. 

Mr. Mureny. — With all due respect to the gentlemen. on the 
other side, the sense of the order calling for the constitution of 
this committee was not carried out, and the committee was made 
up unfairly. 

Mr. Kermer. —I doubt it. 

Mr. Murpny. —I don’t allude to you, Mr. Keliher. 

Mr. Stranece. — And suppose the findings of this committee 
should be entirely opposite to the findings of the court, bow would 
it leave the parties? 

The Cuairman.—I do not think it would make any difference 
whatever. We are here under the order of the Common Council 
to investigate. If Mr. Jenkins sees fit to institute this suit, he 
runs his own risk. He may find the case affected or prejudiced 
by the findings of this committee. That is not for us to consider. 
In making the charge Mr. Maguire says, ‘‘ Let him sue me for libel 
if he desires to.” He had in mind, when he made the charge, the 
possibility of having both a libel suit and an investigation by this 
Council. I think we are influenced by wrong principles if we take 
into consideration the effect of our proceedings upon the trial. 

Mr. Murpny. — Mr. Jenkins is in a different position from what 
we are. Mr. Jenkins is president of the Common Council. We 
can investigate him, and cannot investigate Mr. Maguire. Of 
course Mr. Jenkins desires an investigation, and he also resorts 
to the courts; and that he is obliged to do in defence of himself, 
and we inade this committee as a matter of justice to the body he 
represents. 

Mr. Keriuer. — There has been a good deal of talk about this 
heing a one-sided committee, and a good many poisoned arrows 
thrown from across the table. 

Mr. Mureny. — None at all. 

Mr. Keriner. — Still, the way I look at it is this: Mr. Maguire 
was probably a little excited, and made these charges. We, as a 
committee of the Common Council, have set the time for him to 
appear and reiterate these charges. This he has failed to do 
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except by letter, and I think that, as far as we appear in the 
matter, I should be in favor of closing the thing to-night. Mr. 
Maguire is is not going to appear on account of that ‘subpoena. If he 
won’t appear to- “night he won’t appear a week from to-night. The 
way I look at it is this: we have given him a fair and square’ 
chance to prove what he said. He asked to have a committee of 
the Common Council to investigate the charges. 

Mr. Murruy. —I don’t think he did. 

Mr. Ossorne. — He said it ought to be investigated. 

Mr. Murreny. — He said it ought to be investigated. 

Mr. Kettner. — As he is the man who makes the charges, he 
ought to appear here and reiterate them. That is no more than 
common courtesy. 

Mr. Murpuy. —I will agree with you so far as closing the case 
is concerned, that we have nothing before us to prosecute. Now 
it is for Mr. Jenkins to vindicate himself in the courts. 

Mr. Krevtiner. — Mr. Jenkins has nothing to vindicate himself 
from here. ‘The courts are the proper place. 

Mr. Murpuy.— Mr. Maguire says in his letter that he will 
make it very interesting. ‘That is, of course, nothing tous. The 
after part we take care of. If there is a judgment against Mr. 
Maguire, or if Mr. Jenkins does not get judgment against Mr. 
Maguire, why, then the case comes back to us, and I think it is 
then for us to act, and not to prejudice the case by action now. 
It might be a matter of contempt of court, in my opinion, if we 
pon act now. Of course my legal opinion don’t amount to any- 
thing; but it is my opinion that it would be contempt of court for 
us to ree if Mr. Jenkins, through his counsel, is going to carry 
‘this matter into court. 

Mr. Osporne. — Intimations have been made here of a_ political 
bearing, insinuating that the committee is not properly organized 
upon a political basis; and one of the committee has said that 
Mr. Maguire has shown by his letter the feeling which he had 
the time he uttered the words, — that he had not confidence in this 
committee. Of course that was not meant to be the exact facts in 
the case, because this committee was not appointed. But whether 
he has not confidence in the committee, because it may contain 
more of one party than another, it seems to me entirely far-fetched. 
I speak for myself, and I say that I am not sitting here as a mem- 
ber of any political party. I do not suppose any one else is. I 
am not sitting here to decide any political question. I am sitting 
here to decide upon the evidence that may be brought before us 
upon a charge that has been made against the president of the 
Common Council, of which I am a member ; ; and whether I was a 
Republican or a Democrat, I think that I could as fairly determine 
the merits of the question as if I belonged to one party or the 
other. There is no politics in the case. I give the gentlemen 
upon the other side the same generous opinion that I have of my- 
self. I think it is their duty to decide upon the evidence brought 
before us, and I believe that they would do so. Now, then, Mr. 
Maguire has stated, or it has been stated by one of the committee, 
that he does not have confidence in this committee. Mr. Chairman, 
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it makes no difference to the courts. If this committee should 
bring in a finding, or a report, that was contrary to Mr. Maguire’s 
opinion of the matter, and their report was against him, it wolud 
not affect his case one iota in court; not a particle. Therefore 
the idea that we are going to affect his case in court does not affect 
the matter at all, and I do not think it has any bearing. The 
ground that Mr. Keliher takes in the matter — honestly, no doubt 
— is that we ought not to go any further. I do not think that 
Mr. Maguire will respond to this subpoena. But if he does not 
respond, the question will then be, shall we go further? I ask for 
a vote upon that question. 

The CHarrmMan. — The question is asked for. The first question 
is upon the substitute motion of Mr. Murphy, and upon that the 
yeas and nays are called. 

The substitute of Mr. Murphy — ‘‘ That, as there is an action 
brought against Mr. Maguire in the courts, we suspend action in 
the matter pending the decision of the case between the parties” 
—was lost by a tie vote : — 


Yeas: — Messrs. Strange, Keliher, Fraser, Murphy. — 4. 
Nays : — Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler. — 4. 


The CuHarrman. — The question now comes back to Mr. Os- 
borne’s motion, that the Clerk of Committees be instructed to 
issue a subpoena for Mr. Maguire to appear before the com- 
mittee at the next meeting. 

The roll was called, and Mr. Osborne’s motion was lost : — 

Yeas : — Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler. — 4. 

Nuys: — Messrs. Strange, Keliher, Fraser, Murphy. — 4. 

Mr. Srrance. —I move that this committee adjourn, subjeet 
to a call signed by the Chairman and one from this side. When 
I say from this side, I mean either Mr. Fraser, Mr. Murphy, or 
myself, whichever the Chair may appoint. 

Mr. Keviner.—Cannot we go ahead and bring in a report 
upon the facts as we find them? 

Mr. Murpuy.— We have no facts to report. I offered as a 
substitute that we report no further action necessary. I did that 
because there is no possible chance for an agreement between the 
gentlemen composing this committee. 

Mr. Osporne. — It is rather an unusual thing to have a com- 
mittee called together by any other person than the chairman. 

Mr. Srrance. — It is an unusual committee. 

Mr. Fraser. —I do not see where we are heading. I cannot 
see any real good to come from our meeting here, under the pres- 
ent state of affairs. It is a dead certainty that itis only a waste 
of time calling us here. There is no doubt in my mind tiat Mr. 
Maguire will not appear, and I think we might adopt some sub- 
stitute like that, which is certainly a vindication, that the charge 
as made against Mr. Jenkins has not been sustained, and I do 
not see why we should go any further. 

The Cuarrman. —I would like to suggest, before the question 
is put, that if we adopt the substitute motion it will not enlighten 
the Council very much as to what has taken place. We are re- 
quired to report the facts. ‘It is true that we have not been able 
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to investigate the precise question committed to us. But it seems 
to me it is our duty to report to the Council what has been done, and 
why we have not been able to complete our duty. The substitute 
motion will not throw much light upon our proceedings, or enlighten 
the Council as to what has taken place. 

Mr. Keriner. — I like to be fair with both parties. I have been 
classed with both parties. I believe it is our duty to report to- 
morrow night as to what has taken place. We have given Mr. 
Maguire a chance to bring in the evidence, and he has not done so. 
Now, I believe it is our duty to bring in a report of the facts as 
we find them, and let the matter drop. 

Mr. Murphy’s substitute, that the committee report no further 
action necessary, was declared lost. Mr. Murphy doubted the 
vote, and called for the yeas and nays. 

The substitute was lost, — yeas, 3; nays, 5: — 

Yeas : — Messrs. Strange, Fraser, Murphy. — 3. 

Nays : — Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Keliher, Hodgkins, Butler. 
— 5d. 

Mr. Srrance. — [call for my motion, that the committee adjourn, 
subject to the call of the chairman, and of either Mr. Murphy, or 
Mr. Fraser, or myself. 

Mr. BUTLER. —TI desire to make another motion, if Mr. Strange 
will withdraw his motion for a moment. 

Mr. STRANGE. — Has it any bearing upon the motion to adjourn ? 

Mr. Burier. —I will state the motion. My idea was to report 
to the Council the inability of the committee, on account of the tie 
vote, to progress in this investigation, and ask instructions from 
the Council whether we should proceed any further to summon Mr. 
Maguire to appear here or not, and prosecute his charges. I feel 
very deeply on this matter, and that is the reason I want to make 
that motion. I feel very sensibly the fact that Iam a member of the 
Common Council, and as a member of the Common Council, with the 
charges which have been made against our president, I feel deeply 
insulted. I feel it my duty, as amember of the Council, to exhaust 
every power that exists to investigate those charges. As:a mem- 
ber of this committee, I do not feel satisfied to go ahead as we have 
done here to-night, without obtaining something further, at least, in 
the shape of instructions on the part of the Council. Evidently 
we cannot agree upon anything here. 

Mr. Strange. — Does the gentleman feel that he could do ample 
justice to a party who had grossly insulted him? 

Mr. Burter. — Yes, I do, if it was a-question that I did not 
’ know anything about. There might be a mere matter of hearsay. 

Mr. Stranee. — I withdraw my motion. 

Mr. Butter. —I move that we report back to the Council our 
inability to agree, under the circumstances, Mr. Maguire not being 
here, and ask for instructions whether we proceed any further in 
summoning Mr. Maguire to appear? 

The Cuatrman. — Do I understand that you incorporate. what 
has taken place? 

Mr. Murrny. —I should like to amend that so that it should 
read ‘‘ pending the action of the courts.” 
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Mr. Butrter. —I do not care anything about the courts. We 
have nothing to do with them, as I understand it. 


The Cuatrman. — That we report to-morrow night, Mr. Butler? 
Mr. Burter. — To-morrow night. 
The CHarrMan. — Mr. Butler moves that the committee report 


to-morrow night, stating what has been done, and our inability to 
agree, and ask for instructions from the Council as to our future 
course, whether we shall take steps to procure Mr. Maguire’s at- 
tendance at some future meeting or not. 

Mr. Ketturer. —I am not in favor of the last motion, because 
I think that we have gone as far to-night as it is possible for us to 
eo under existing circumstances. There have been charges and 
counter-charges as to the unfair manner of making up this com- 
mittee, and it has been said that Mr. Maguire will not come 
before us to make these charges. I think the committee can do 
nothing in the shape it is in. We have given Mr. Maguire a 
chance to come to-night, and I should be in favor of going to 
the Council to-morrow night and making a final report. 

Mr. Murruy. —I should agree with the gentleman, and report 
that no further action is necessary. 

Mr. Kextimer. —If it is your kind of a report. 

Mr. Butler’s motion was put, and, the chair being in doubt, a 
roll-call was ordered. The motion was lost : — 

Yeas: — Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Hodgkins, Butler. — 4. 

Nays : — Messrs. Strange, Keliher, Fraser, Murphy. — 4. 

Mr. Strance.—I renew the motion to adjourn, subject to the 
call of the chairman and one member from this side. 

Mr. Butter. —I think that the committee better consist of an 
odd number, because two may not be able to agree. 

The CHairman. — To my mind this is a very wise suggestion. 

Mr. Burier. — I think if you are going to put on more than the 
chairman you should give us an odd number somewhere. 

Mr. Strange’s motion to adjourn, subject to the call of the 
chairman and one other member, was declared lost. Mr. Murphy 
doubted the vote, and the yeas and nays were called, and the 
motion was lost : — 

Yeas : — Messrs. Strange, Fraser, Murphy. —3. 

Nays: — Messrs. Harding, Osborne, Keliher, Hodgkins, Butler. 

Mr. Osborne moved that the committee adjourn, subject to the 


call of the chairman. Carried, and the committee adjourned at 
8.35 P.M. |

' HaRBOoR POLICE. 


The following statistics show the work done by the 
Harbor Police during the past year. The steamers “ Pro- 
tector” and “ Patrol” have been constantly employed doing 
their own and the work of other departments, when for any 
reason the boats belonging to them have not been in use. 
Fhe work of the Harbor Police increases from year to year 
as the city increases in size, and in the amount of business 
done within its limits. The development of the various rail- 
road properties along the water-front, involving a corres- 
ponding development of the shipping interest, and the 
constantly growing tide of summer travel to and from the 
various seashore resorts, require careful supervision on the 
part of the police to insure public safety and good order. 
The Harbor Police has performed its various duties most 
satisfactorily, and with hardly a complaint against it for any 
cause whatever.

PENSIONS. 


During the year four pensioners have died, ten have been 
placed on the pension-list, making the total number of pen- 
sioners, including Enos Wasgatt, who receives $3 per day, 
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and Samuel B. Ross, who receives $1.50 per day, by special 
votes of the City Council, seventy-four, necessitating an annual 
expenditure of $28,222.50. The Board, as to pensions, have 
followed out the principles laid down in previous reports, 
and pensioned officers only in cases where there have been 
long and meritorious services, or where the person pen- 
sioned has been disabled by extraordinary causes out of the 
common line of his duty. It will be seen that the amount 
paid for pensions increases, and there now being no relief 
fund from which any of it can be drawn, it must be paid 


out of the general appropriation each year. 


The pension-roll now stands as follows : — 
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In the judgment of the Board, Enos Wasgatt, who receives 
$3.00 per day, and Samuel B. Ross, who receives $1.50 per 
day, should be taken from the active list and placed on the 
general or special pension-roll, as, in the judgment of the 
City Council, may be deemed most expedient.

Since our last annual report two important amendments 
to the license law have been enacted by the State Legislature. 
The first, which went into effect in March, took away from 
the Mayor and City Clerk the duty of signing and recording 
licenses, and imposed it on the Police Commissioners. This 
change we have steadily recommended for several years, 
because we held that it was absurd to compel the Chief Mag- 
istrate of the city to sign an instrument over whose provi- 
sions and conditions he had no control under the statutes. 
His act was purely and solely ministerial; he could not 
examine the methods by which the license was’ granted and 
issued; he could not review or revise the proceedings; he 
could not withhold his signature even, and the law gave him 
no power to veto. 

The other amendment, which went into effect on the first 
day of May, the beginning of the current license year, pro- 
hibits the sale of intoxicating liquors to be drunk on the 
licensed premises between the hours of 11 o’clock P.M. and 
midnight, except in hotels. Frankness compels us to state 
that this provision will largely increase the obstacles in the 
way of a strict enforcement of the law. The reasons can be 
briefly stated: one of the conditions of each license of the 
first, second, and third classes, imposed by Chapter 100 
of the Public Statutes, is that “the licensee shall not keep 
a public bar, and shall hold a license as an innholder or com- 
mon victualler.” Under the provisions of Chapter 242 of the 
Acts of 1882, every common yictualler holding a license 
to sell intoxicating liquors to be drunk on the premises may 
keep his premises open from 5 o’clock A.M. till midnight. 
There is an element of conflict here which will be readily 
seen by any person who cares to study the question. 
While the licensee, under one license, may keep his shop 
open from 11 o’clock P.M. till midnight, he is prohibited, 
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under severe penalties, from selling or delivering any intoxi- 
eating liquors to his guests between those hours, except he 
happens to be an innholder. Those who are charged with 
the enforcement of the law have no power to compel him to 
close, but they must carefully watch to see that he does no 
business in violation of the conditions of his license. ‘Two 
plans were open to the Legislature, either of which, if 
adopted, would have removed the difficulty. The first, and 
perhaps the more feasible, was to abolish the public-bar clause 
and to remove the condition which makes the common vict- 
ualler’s license a prerequisite for the obtaining of a license to 
sell liquor. ‘The second was to amend Chapter 242 of the 
Acts of 1882, already cited, so that every common victualler 
holding a license to sell intoxicating liquor to be drunk on 
the premises should be obliged to close at 11 o’clock. 

If the first plan had been adopted, it would be in the 
power of the Commissioners to close all the saloons where 
liquor is sold, except bona-fide restaurants, promptly at 11 
o’clock, and to keep them permanently closed on Sunday. 
As it is, every saloon-keeper may keep his shop open from 
5 o'clock A.M. till midnight every day in the year, but he 
may not sell liquors from 11 till 12 o’clock at night, 
nor on Sunday. ‘The absurdity of allowing these conflicting 
provisions to remain in force may be better demonstrated 
by this statement of facts: There are perhaps 250 genuine 


victualling establishments in the city, including hotels, where 
liquors are sold, and which public necessity requires to be 
kept open on Sunday, and the number of places which may 
be kept open under the provisions of the statutes is 1,608. 
The inquiring citizen may ask: Whyare the 1,358, for which 
there is no public necessity, not closed on Sunday? ‘The 
answer is: There is no power given to the Commissioners 
to close them. 

During the license year which has just closed the total 
number of arrests for drunkenness, as compared with the 
previous year, showed an actual decrease of over ten per 
cent. When we consider the normal increase in the perma- 
nent as well as the transient population of the city and its 
suburbs, a reduction of more than 1,800 cases of drunkenness 
is, we submit, a very satisfactory showing. We are not 
disposed to claim for the department the entire credit of this 
improved condition, although constant watchfulness on the 
part of the officers and men, and a firm purpose on the part 
of the Commissioners to enforce the law up to the highest 
point that public sentiment would sustain them, undoubtedly 
contributed largely to bringing about so satisfactory a result. 
Probably the next strongest influence in that direction can 
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be found in the fact that there was a very marked decrease 
in the number of places licensed to sell distilled liquors to 
be drunk on the premises, and a notable increase in the 
number of places licensed to sell only malt liquors and light 
wines. In 1883-84 there were licensed, of the former class 
1,535, and of the latter 56; in 1884-85 there were licensed 
of the former class 1,318, and of the latter 236. Conse- 
quently there was a decrease of 217 in the first class, and an 
increase of 180 in the second. These statistics, taken in 
connection with the reduction in the volume of drunkenness 
already noted, furnish food for serious reflection. It is a 
fact demonstrated beyond question, by the experience of all 
large centres of population, that stimulating drinks have been 
and will be supplied in proportion to the demand. Sump- 
tuary legislation to crush out the traffic has universally 
proved abortive, because popular sentiment would not sustain 
it. This will continue to be the case as long as trial by jury 
lasts, for juries always represent public opinion. Assuming 
that the notable increase in the consumption of malt liquors, 
and the corresponding decrease in the consumption of distilled 
spirits, have contributed to the decline of intemperance, there 
is reason to hope for still better results in the future, for 
there seems to be no indication of retrogression, judging by 
the applications filed and the licenses issued during the pres- 
ent year. 


STATION—Housks. 


The several station-houses, with the exception of that in 
Division 1, are in good condition. The alterations made in 
Division 5 during the year have, in our judgment, furnished 
all the accommodation and convenience needed by the officers 
and men. The house used by Division 1 is very poorly 
ventilated, besides being, on account of defects in construc- 
tion, wholly inadequate to accommodate the large number of 
prisoners detained therein during the year. The Board would 
again recommend the abandonment and sale of this house, and 
the erection of a new building, with modern conveniences, 
off the main thoroughfare, and believe that a sufficient sum 
could be realized from the sale to meet the expenses to be in- 
curred. | | 

The new station, which we hope will be erected this year, 
on the corner of Boylston and Hereford streets will, when 
completed, necessitate an increase in the police force, as the 
officers now doing duty on the portions of Divisions 3, 4, 5, 
and 10 which will be set apart will be required at their res- 
pective houses. The new division will include the Back-Bay 
park and a portion of the extension of Commonwealth avenue, 
besides a large area of very valuable and _ thickly settled 
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territory. The Board would respectfully recommend the ut- 
most expedition in the erection of the building, consistent with 
the public convenience. 


FIrE—ARMS. 


The recommendation of last year, that the Board be au- 
thorized to supply the department with a uniform revolver, 
to become the permanent property of the city, was favorably 
considered by your honorable body ; and, in accordance with 
an order passed December 11, 1884, the Board purchased 
800 Smith & Wesson double action, 38-calibre revolvers, the 
price paid being $9.33 each, net. Each weapon is stamped 
with the letters “B.P.D.,” and numbered, the numbers run- 
ning from 1 to 800. 


PoLIcE—ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


We would again respectfully commend to your considera- 
’ tion the Police-Alarm Telegraph system, which has been put 
in active operation by several of the largest cities in the 
Middle, Western, and Southern States. So far as we are able 
to judge from personal observation, together with reports 
from the cities which have adopted it, we are of the opinion 
that, if introduced, it would be one of the most powerful aids 
to the department that has yet been devised. 

In conclusion, we desire to say that, in our judgment, the 
condition of the department has never been better than at 
present. The officers and men seem to be animated with a 
desire to cheerfully and faithfully perform all the duties of 
their trying position. In addition to the legitimate work of 
their own sphere, such as the enforcement of the Jaws of the 
Commonwealth and the ordinances of the city, they have 
been constantly rendering aid and assistance to other depart- 
ments of the city government to an unusual extent. The 
valuable services they rendered to the community in the 
matter of the recovery of stolen property can be understood 
fully by studying the subjoined figures. The total amount 
reported stolen in the city of Boston was of the value of 
$115,128; total amount in other portions of the State, 
$77,551, making a total of- $192,679. Of this amount 
there was recovered by the Police Department of Boston, 
$175,304.72, or 91 per cent. of the whole, while $60,176 was 
recovered in excess of what was stolen within our own borders. 
This, we respectfully submit, is a very creditable record for 
the department.

habitants of even the most Remote Towns remaining in this 
County haue not far to travel to their County Town, whereas in 
England, their Countys are vastly mor populous, and many of them 
of much Larger extent, And great Numbers of the People in divers 
of the Countys are at a greater distance from their Sheir Town that 
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any of the People in the County of Suffolk are, and yet they haue 
Contentedly Remained So ever Since the Reign of King Alfred, and 
if it had bin found inconvenient or detrimental to the people, that 
live in those large Countys, undoubtedly from that time to this, 
they would haue moved to the Parliament for Releif & endeavors 
would haue bin us’d To Lesson them, which we never heard of.

considering there has lately bin made a Considerable augmentation 
of the Jurors Fees by the Legislature 

3. That in Case the Towns Petitiond for Should be taken Off, , 
from the County of Suffolk, yet it will be no ease to them in Such 
Cases wherein the Plantifs dwell in Said County, for they must 
then give their attendance at the Several Courts, as they now do. 

4. That there being frequently Causes depending between Ilis 
Majestys good Subjects in Boston, and the adjacent Towns, con- 
serning titles of Land and other matters, and many gentlemen in 
the Country Towns being very well Qualified, may be very Ser- 
vesable as Jurors in Such Cases &c. of which having had long 
Experience, we can not Esteem it Reasonable that this County 
Should be Debarr’d any further of the good Services of its Country 
neighbours within the County nor to act so disagreeable to the long 
Experienced, well Regulated and Established practice in the South 
part of Great Britain So to Lesson the County. 

5. That to Multiply Countys is not for the Publick good, for 
instead of easing them that Petition to be Set off it will Increase 
their Charges for they must buiid a Court House and A Prison &c. 
and must of tiemselves furnish Jurors, for the Superior and 
Inferior Courts and Gene" Sessions of the Peace, and if they 
Should be Set Off it will tend much to multiply Law Sutes among 
them, and other mischifs and Inconveniences would Increase, 
besides the Multiplying of Countys may prove Injurious to the 
Publick, by the Governments, at Home being induced [5%.] to 
think we are bigger and more Considerable then we realy are, for 
we have Eleven County’s in this Province already, whereas in Eng- 
land, they haue but Forty County’s, although they they are Com- 
puted to be Fifty times bigger then this Province.

The Committee appointed the 12 Mar. 1733. to think of and 
assign Three Suitable places for erecting Markets having the 
several places hereafter mentioned, Are of Opinion 

1. That the Vacant Space call’d Eliots’ Wharf, with Mr. 
Jonathan Willis’s Land fronting next the Street over against Mr. 
Tho® Downe’s, or a peice of Land near it about 90 feet | square on 
the Northerly Side of the High Way leading to Mr. Daniel Loring’s 
Fronting on the main Street, “belonging to the Rev. Mr. Jacob Eliot, 
would either of them suit well for a Market at the South 
End, if could be Obtained on reasonable terms. If not, The 
Space in the Common between Mr. Jacob Sheaf’s house & the 
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School House, has been by some recommended, and would afford 
Roomly accomodations for A Market. 

2. That the Open Space on the Town Dock or Wharf is a suit- 
able Place for a Market in the Middle of the Town. 

3. That the Open Space before and about the Old North 
Mecting House is a Suitable Place for a Market for the North End 
of the Town. 

The Computation made by Mess™ Young and Russel of the 
Cost of the buildings, We approve of, but as we now think of an 
Addition to the House for the South Market, and of laying 
Shingle Ballast before the same as well as the other, the Cost 
may probably be about Six hundred and Forty Pounds. 

The Expence to be defrayed, either by Leasing the Ground to 
the Undertakers to build the Houses for a Term of Years. 

[S0.] They making good preparation for the Conveniencies of 
the Market’s, and the Town to allow them for the buildings what 
they shall be valued to be worth at the Expiration of the Term ; Or 
Else, to be defrayed at the Charge of the Town by a Tax.

That the sum of Seven 
Hundred Pounds be allow’d and pay’d out of the Town ‘Treasury 
to Thomas Fitch, Edward Hutchinson, Thomas Palmer, Jacob 
Wendell -Esq™® Mess® Nathanael Cunningham, James Watson, 
Francis Willoughby and John Steel to enable them to effect the 
buildings and other necessaries at the three several places assigned 
for that use.

If with Stone, The Front Wall to be Eight feet thick, with an 
inner Wall of Three feet, A Space of Four feet between the Walls, 
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Which Work will demand the Sum of One Thousand and Eighteen 
pounds. 

If done with Timber, defended against the Worms, Six Hundred, 
Forty Seven pounds. 

The Difference between Wood and Stone is Three Hundred, 
Seventy One pounds. 

Upon Searching the Bottom or Flats where the South Battery is 
to be Built, the Ground is so loose that a Pole was run down in 
several places, Ten feet at least. But that about Two Hundred 
feet Easterly from the South Battery, or Sconce, is a good Founda- 
tion, and not nearer, on any of the Flats thereabouts, Hither on 
the East or West Side of Fort-point Channel for Stone.

A Scheme for setting up, and Regulating of Markets in this 
Town, was prepar’d, and Read. 

And is as follows, Viz* 

Whereas, The Inhabitants of this Town Labour under many 
hardships and difficulties for want of an Open public Market un- 
der good regulation, Where [108.] Every One may resort at 
Stated Convenient places within the ‘Town to buy and sell several 
sorts of Provisions. 

For Remedy thereof, 
It is Voted, and Ordered. 

That Three places be, and hereby are at present assigned for 
the aforesaid Market, and that they may be made fit and commo- 
dious for the reception of Such as from time to time may bring 
their commodities there for Sale, That the Sum of Seven Hundred 
Pounds be allow’d & paid out of the Town Treasury to Thomas 
Fitch, Edward Hutchinson, Thomas Palmer, Jacob Wendell Esq" 
Mess® Nathanael Cunningham, James Watson, Francis Wil- 
loughby and John Steel, to enable them to Effect the Buildings, 
and other necessarys at the Three several places assigned for that 
use. And that a peice of Land bounded Easterly on Land in pos- 
session of Theophilus Lillie, there measuring One Hundred Twenty 
seven feet; Southerly on the Flats of Jonathan Willis, there

any Seller, Or buy the same in any other place than in One of 
the Markets, shall forfeit and pay for every such Offence, being 
thereof duly convicted, the sum of Ten Shillings. 

Provided always, any thing to the Contrary notwithstanding, 
That Every Butcher being an Inhabitant of Boston, may lawfully 
sell his meat as practised heretofore, And all Grain, Flower, But- 
ter in Firkins, Pork, Beef, Cheese; Meat or Fish salted in Barrels 
imported by Sea into this Town, may be sold and exposed for Sale 
as heretofore usually practised, any thing before to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

That all sorts of Fish brought by Water, may be sold at the 
Wharves, and places usually improved for that purpose as here- 
tofore, any By-Law to the Contrary notwithstanding, But all Fish 
caught in Rivers, Ponds and Brooks, shall be brought into, and sold 
in one or more of the said Markets, Frost-fish and Smelts excepted. 

Provided also, That Grain, Meal, Apples, Onions, Turnips, and 
all sorts of Roots, Fruit and Herbs, brought into the Town by 
Land carriage, may be sold and exposed to Sale as formerly prac- 
tised, any thing herein to the contrary notwithstanding.

Provided likewise, That Bread, Milk, Cider, Swine brought into 
the Town alive, and Wild Pigeons. [111.] May be sold and 
exposed to Sale, as heretofore, any thing to the contrary notwith- 
standing.

Person, being an Inhabitant of said Town, shall by any Flesh, 
Fish, Fowles, Eggs, Butter, Cheese, or any other sort of Provisions 
Saleable in the Market, And by these Orders ought there to be 
brought in order to Retail the same, until after One of the Clock as 
aforesaid, Such Person or Persons so doing, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of Twenty Shillings, for every such Offence.

I. For the Ends of Friendship, Trade, and Business. For these 
Common and Usual Assemblys of the Courts in Boston, Gives Men 
decent Opportunitys for Friendly Society and Matters of Trade and 
Business, and certainly Unites us more in Our Affection, and 
promotes our Mutual Interest and Wealth. 

II. For the Ends of Justice, and Law - Because [1'75. ] 
1*. The more we are United, the more Uniform and steady will 
the Rules of Justice in Our Courts be, For all men do not 
Apprehend things alike, Different Courts will have different 
Apprehensions in particular Cases, and that will Naturally breed 
different Rules of Justice upon particular Circumstances, and this 


Bi 
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tends to Render Justice unsettled and precarious in the several 
Places, When as if these several Courts were United, most 
probably the Truth would prevail, and the Rules of Justice be 
more steady, and this plainly appears in the strong and Steady 
Administration of Justice in the Supream Courts of the Kingdom. 
2ly. The more We are United, the more Our Judges, by the 
Recompence now allowed them, will be Enabled to Study the Law 
And furnish themselves still further with Power agreeable to their 
Place and Duty. Their Business and Office requires a steady 
Application Not only to the immediate administration of Justice 
in the several Sessions of Our Courts But to the Books of 
the Law, to Instruct their minds and form their Judgments, That 
their Administrations of Justice may be the more conformable to 
the Universal Reason of all Mankind. Now the bigger our 
Counties are, the more Contracted will the Business be, the Fees 
and Profits of the Judges be shared among the fewer, And the 
more Business dispatch’d in less time and that continued without 
interruption and wasteful vacancys interposed. 

As to the Reasons for Dividing the County, 
Conceive them to be of no weight. 

For Instance, 

1* The Charge, they say, is great in the long Attendance of Wit- 
nesses and Jurors, Especially at the Superiour Court. But the 
Remedy is Easy and plain, Namely, That there be Four Terms of 
the Superiour Court in a Year, which is now come to be of abso- 
lute Necessity, and will be found a vast advantage to Common 
Justice and [1'76.] Right, and if need be the Justices of that 
Court upon a Motion can set the Days of Tryal for such Actions 
as specially need it, at the beginning of the Court and put up the 
Actions every day for Tryal that day, And by this means the At- 
tendance of Witnesses and Jurors, will be Eased Sufficiently for 
many years, And it is but to Order more Jurys to Attend the 
Court at several times, As is constantly done by the best 
Ordered Courts of the Nation, And they may Attend as short a 
Time as shall be desired, tho’ the Courts be ever so long. 

2ly. The Business of Boston, they say, is very different from 
that of the Country, whereby Cases may be determined wrong for 
want of Understanding, particularly of Charter-partys and other 
Affairs of Trade. 

But this seems to be a very indigested Reason, For All these 
Actions are Transitory and may be laid in any County; And 
therefore by Dividing the County, Ill designing Men Shall have an 
Advantage to Carry their Actions into the dark, when they please, 
And by a special Provision and Establishment of Law. 

Wherefore, We are Humbly of Opinion It will always 
best Serve the Intentions of Justice to have Jurys composed of 
Men of Probity, and good Understanding, Capable to receive, and 
digest the Arguments of the several Councils, And particular Ob- 
servations of the Judges upon the whole, And withal Severally 
Acquainted with the several Affairs that may come before them, 
That they may Assist and Aid One another, in every Matter to be 
Tryed by them.

[180.] To His Excellency Jonathan Belcher Esq’ Captain 
General and Governour in Chief The Honourable the 
Council and the Hon®'® House of Representatives of His 
Majesty’s Province of the Massachusetts Bay in New 
England, in General Court Assembled, the first day of 
January 1735. 

The Petition of His Majesty's Liege Subjects, the Inhab- 
itants of the Town of Boston. 
Humbly Sheweth, 

That Whereas the very heavy and almost insup- 
portable Province Tax which has been laid upon the Inhabitants 
of said Town of Boston for some years past, have been so great 
and burdensom, that They have not been able, without the 
Utmost difficulty to discharge the same. 

Wherefore Your Petitioners most Humbly beg leave to lay 
before Your Excellency and Honours the deplorable Estate of 
said Town, And in Order to expose the miserable Circumstances 
thereof to Your Excellency and Honours View, they beg leave to 
Observe. 

I. The Great decay of Our Trade in General Which is very 
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obvious from the great Declension of the principal and most 
valuable branches thereof for many years past, which branches 
made this Town appear with a different face to what it does at 
present, And as the Encouragement of these Branches were our 
great advantage, So We really find by unhappy experience, the 
Discouragement of them to be very Distressing, And We Apprehend 
will be more so, Unless Your Excellency and Honourss shall be 
Able, in Your great Wisdom to find out some Relief to make up 
to Us the deplorable loss. 

[i81.] We would now beg leave to Observe upon the 
Branches of Our Trade, refer’d to 

1. Our Distillery, which was for many Years a most flourishing 
Trade in the ‘town, And maintain’d not only abundance of People, 
but likewise abundance of Vessels in carrying off large quantities 
of Our Country Produce and in lieu thereof making Returns in 
Molasses, and that in Our own Vessels, at moderate prices, by 
which means We were enabled to Export very large quantities of 
Rum to almost all parts of British America, more especially to 
Newfoundland, Which gave Us opportunity to make large Remit- 
tances to London, which help’d us in a great Measure to discharge 
great part of the Debt Owing from this Province to Ballance their 
Trade to that City &c., Not only so, but all our Naval Stores from 
North Carolina, and Cargoes of Rice and other Merchandizes 
from South Carolina, as well as most of Our Grain, Flour, and 
many other Commodities from Other places We receiv’d in lieu of, 
or exchange for Rum of Our Own Distilling: But the Act of 
Parliament laying such Duties upon Foreign Molasses imported 
into His Majesty’s Plantations, Hath put it out of the power of 
Our Trade to import any Mollasses upon such terms, which has 
been the means of lessening the Distillery of this Town at least 
One half, So that Whereas this Town and Province before the 
Act might reasonably have been allow’d to gain many Thousand 
Pounds p Annum by the Distillery, They do not now more than 
maintain themselves. 

2. Our Cod Fishery, which for many Years past have Employ’d 
abundance of Men and Vessels, and enabled the Town to carry 
on avery great Trade, by supplying all sorts of necessarys for 
carrying on catching and curing and exporting the same, is 
become so heavy an Article, both in Europe and West Indies, the 
price being so very low, Occasion’d by the French, who not only 
catch vast quantities, but cure it much better than We do, And 
the cheapness of their Labour and Materials for catching and 
curing the same, Enable them to undersell us at most of the 
Markets in Europe, by which means the Fish here does not bear 
a price Suflicient to discharge the Cost in catching and curing, 
And at [182.] Present remains under such discouragement, that 
it’s much to be feared that there will not be, the Year ensuing, 
near Two Thirds, of the Fishery kept up, as has been carried on 
for many Years past And as this Valuable Trade lessens, 
the Trade of Boston must necesarily lessen in proportion. 

3. Our whole Trade to the West Indies and back to this Port 
is reduced to so low an Ebb, and that without any visible pros- 
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pects of it’s ever flowing again, that it labours under the Utmost 
discouragement, For it’s generally Allow’d, that Our whole Trade 
thither and directly back to Boston upon an Average does not 
discharge the first Outsets, And nothing saves that Trade from 
utter Ruin, but Freights from thence to London, and that seldom 
to be depended upon, And even that is so small an Advantage 
that it’s much to be feared the Generous Adventurers will soon be 
Obliged to lay aside their Trade and Navigation and save some 
part, before their whole Interest be utterly lost, Unless they 
can Receive such Publick Encouragement, as will induce them to 
continue the same. 

4. The Trade to London, tho’ it’s Our Duty to Contribute All 
in Our Power toward the Wealth and Grandeur of Our Mother 
Country, Yet what We receive cheifly from thence serves in a 
great measure to expose our Inhabitants to censure and extraor- 
dinary Taxes, for the abundance of European Goods sent over 
hither, from the Nature of Our Trade exposes the Inhabitants to 
appear in extravagant Garbs, Who would gladly avoid the same, 
were they to receive Money in lieu of their Labour, Manufacture 
and Trades: But inasmuch as they cannot be paid but by Notes 
to Shops which cannot be avoided, tho’ allow’d to be very perni- 
cious, And altho’ very great quantities of extravagant, unneces- 
sary European Goods are imported yet they contribute nothing 
toward the Support of the Publick Charges: But the most part 
thereof are Owned by Merchants in London [1838.] And con- 
signed to their own Factors here, and no advantage reaped by 
them, but by the Ship-builders and a few Tradesmen, Whereas 
We Apprehend this Town is Taxed as tho’ said Goods were Owned 
by the immediate Possessors, but in Truth all We get by them is 
the Commissions, and very often much less, after the Returns are 
made Our Trades-Men of all denominations (Except the Ship- 
builders, and that only this present year) having very little Em- 
ployment, and yet very heavily Taxed and are under the utmost 
discouragements, the want of Money without which no Country 
can possibly subsist, is so scarce and hardly to be Obtain’d, that 
there is not One half sufficient to carry on the Trade of the Prov- 
ince &c. We Humbly Apprehend, Unless Your Excellency and 
Honours afford us Relief, and out some means to Ease Us of Our 
Taxes, which We are not able to pay, And Encourage the decay- 
ing Trade of this Province, We have great Reason to fear, a very 
few years will reduce this Town to tlie greatest distress and 
misery. 

II. We would further beg leave, Humbly to Observe in a par- 
ticular Manner the many instances in which this Town is Exposed 
to Publick Charges, and altho’ several of them are not immediately 
Provincial, yet they are so many and so great as renders them less 
able to pay the whole. 

1. The Maintenance of the Poor of the Town is a very great 
and growing Charge. For Whereas in the Years, 1728, 
1729, the Charge was but Nine Hundred Forty four Pounds each 
Year, it amounted in the Year 1734, to Two Thousand Sixty Nine 
Pounds, Ten Shillings for the Poor of the Almshouse and others 
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Supported at the Publick Charge. There was then Eighty Eight 
Persons in the Almshouse, and but One Third part of them Town 
born Children, So that Two Thirds of the Charge is One Thousand 
Three Hundred Seventy Nine Pounds, Thirteen Shillings, and 
Four pence for Poor Persons who are crept in amongst Us, And 
which We doubt not, Your Excellency and Honours will have 
[184.] Due Consideration of, And that the Burden may, As We 
apprehend it ought to be proportionably born by the Province. 
And We would further Observe that the Additional Number of the 
Town Inhabitants is chiefly Owing to the resort of all sorts of 
poor People, which instead of Adding to the wealth of the Town, 
serve only as a Burden and continual Charge, and which is as 
frequently complain’d of by the Inhabitants, but without having it 
in their Power to repell or prevent the growing Evil. For We Ap- 
prehend it cannot be concluded against Boston, that they ought to 
be Assessed according to the additional Numbers of her Inhabi- 
tants, Unless their Additional Number brought with them an 
equivalent proportion. of Wealth to support the Charge, which is 
evident they do not, by the Encrease of the Numbers abated their 
Rates annually, And it is Observable that many Inhabitants of 
good Circumstances are gone out from Us, And many indigent 
Poog have fill’d the vacancy, and encreas’d our Polls. 

2. The Watch of the Town of Boston is a very great Charge 
——— Amounting to no less than Twelve Hundred Pounds p 
Annum, Which great Charge is not only very Serviceable to the 
Town, but likewise to the Province, by reason this Watch is a 
very great Security to all Merchandize imported belonging to 
many other Persons at Home and in Foreign parts, as well as all 
the Produce brought from the Country, and belonging to the In- 
habitants thereof, as well as all Vessels continually ‘Trading hither 
from Other Ports. ts it 

3. The Support of the Ministry of the Town, by a moderate 
Computation amounts to Eight Thousand Pounds p. Annum. 

4 The Other Charges of the Town above what has been already 
Noted is, Four Thousand Six Hundred and Thirty Pounds p. 
Annum, Besides Our Proportion of the County Charge this year is 
One Thousand Six Hundred Eighty Two Pounds, [185.] Nine- 
teen Shillings and Two pence, the whole amounting to the 
Sum of 

5. The Impost was Originally designed for to maintain the 
Province Galley, and altho’ that Cause was removed many Years 
past, Yet the Effect still remains, which is a very great Burden to 
the Mercantile part of the Province, but more especially to the 
Town of Boston, considering the additional Tax of Fourteen 
Hundred Pounds this Year. It is frequently Objected that altho’ 
Merchants originally pay an Impost, Yet they are fully repaid by 
the Consumer. Altho’ that Argument may possibly Subsist 
as to the part of such Goods as are consumed here, Yet We 
humbly Apprehend there is no Argument for Retaining the Im- 
post upon such Goods as are re-exported, and which is a very 
great Burden upon the Importer, For, all such Goods in London 
imported, upon which there is a Duty, there is a Drawback, pro- 
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vided Such Goods are re-exported in a limited time, But here, 
there is no provision made, Unless the Goods are not landed, and 
exported in the same bottom, which is a very great hardship upon 
the Importers, by reason a very great part of such Goods are re- 
exported by the Original Importers, and others, And therefore 
We cannot but hope We shall meet with such Relief Ags the 
Nature and Justice of this Observation calls for. 

6. The Bounty upon Hemp and Flax will, As We Apprehend, 
Amount to a very large sum Annually, And Altho’ it will bea 
General Good to the whole Province, yet very far from being any 
immediate Advantage to the Town of Boston For as it is | 
raised in the Country, So they may Manufacture it there if they 
please, nay carry it into any other Government, and still receive 
the Bounty, When at the same time Boston pays agreeable to our 
proportion of the Province Tax in times past, Above One Sixth 
part, which is like to be a very heavy Article, but more Especially 
inasmuch as the same is to be paid in Money by a Tax upon her 
Inhabitants, Whereas they cannot possibly conecive how they can 
obtain the money to pay it with. For the unhappy situation of 
Our Affairs, especially in respect of Money, fills every Ones mind 
with the fears of very terrible consequences. 

[186.] Wherefore, We Humbly Apprehend, That We cannot 
possibly set the present distressing Circumstances of the Inhabi- 
tants of this Town in a clearer Light than by Acquainting Your 
Excellency and Honours of the Report made to a Committee ap- 
pointed by the Town, by the Collectors of the Publick Rates and 
Taxes, Which Stands thus, 

1735. Capt. Daniel Pecker to Collect, Six Thousand Six Hun- 
dred Pounds; to pay in One Half by the 10" of January current, 
Or liable to an Execution. And yet has not been able to Collect 
more than Two Hundred an Ten Pounds, There remains 
due Six Thousand Three Hundred and Ninety Pounds. 

Mr. Nathanael Barber to Collect, Two Thousand Six Hundred 
Pounds; to pay in One half by the aforesaid, 10" January, other- 
wise liable toan Execution, has not been able to Collect more than 
One Hundred and Eighty Pounds There remains due, Two 
Thousand Four Hundred and Twenty Pounds. 

Dr. William Rand to Collect, Seven Thousand and Sixteen 
Pounds; and to pay One Half by the 10" January, or liable to an 
Execution, has not been able to Collect more than the Sum of, 
Five Hundred and Twenty Six Pounds, There remains due, 
Six Thousand Four Hundred and Ninety Pounds 

And the aforesaid Collectors say, the general Complaint is by 
the Inhabitants, that they are Over ‘Faxed very much, in the 
Province Tax, in proportion to other Towns, and have not Money 
Neither know they where to get it, and the Collectors further Add, 
That they have no prospect of being able to Collect the respective 
Sums allotted to them Unless they distrain upon the Goods and 
Chattels of the Inhabitants. 

Wherefore Your Petitioners Humbly Pray Your Excellency and 

Ionours would be Pleased to take their distressed Circumstances 
into Your most Wise and Serious Consideration, And make Us 
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Such Abatements upon the Taxes laid Upon Us the Year past, and 
Reduce future Taxes to such moderate [18%7.] Sums, as that it 
may be in the Power of Your Petitioners chearfully to pay, And as 
in Your Great Wisdom You shall adjudge most just and equal. 
And Your Petitioners, as in Duty bound, Shall Ever Pray, &c.

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Lot, either by Plowing, or to Mowing, by Stocking the same well 
with English Grass, and Fence the same well in, and actually live 
on the spot, And also Build and finish a Suitable and convenient 
House for the Publick Worship of God, and Settle a learned ortho- 
dox Minister in Each of said Towns, and provide for their honour- 
able and comfortable Support, and also lay out Three [189. ] 
House Lots in Each of said Town’s, each of which to Draw a sixty 
third part of said Town, in all future Divisions, One to be for the 
first Settled Minister, One for the Ministry, and One for the School ; 
And in Order that the Conditions of this Grant may the more 
Effectually be complyed with, Ordered, That Elisha Cooke Esq. 
Mr. Oxenbridge Thacher, Mr. Thomas Cushing Jun" and Mr.

The Committee Appointed the 11 March last, To Consider of, 
and project some Method for the better and more Effectual Watch- 
ing the Town of Boston, Presented Their Report — Which 
was Read And is as follows, Viz’. 

The Committee to whom was Referred, (at the Annual Meeting in 
March last) the Consideration of some Method for the better 
and more Effectual Watching the Town of Boston, and the 
Easing the Inhabitants of Considerable part of the Charge in 
maintaining the same &c — Report as follows, 

That We have taken into Consideration, the various methods of 
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Watching herefore known and practis’d in the Town, and are of 
Opinion, That the Method of Maintaining a Watch by a Tax on 
the Inhabitants and Residents of the Town, is most Agreable to 
Justice, and best Calculated for the Ease and safety thereof, if 
under a due and proper Regulation. 

And for that Purpose, We would Propose, 

1. That there be only Four Watch-Houses maintained at the 
Charge of the Town; Viz'. The Watch House at [214.] The 
South End, near Mr. Eliot’s; The Watch House at the Town 
House ; The Watch House at the Dockhead ; And One to the North- 
ward of the Mill Creek, which We propose should stand at the 
South East Corner of Bennet-Street (on the Land of James Bow- 
doin Esq’. Who is very willing to gratify the Town in that respect, 
the Town only paying him some small Acknowlegement for the 
same: But if the Town should disapprove thereof, then We pro- 
pose, that the Watch be kept at the House near the Old North 
Meeting House, as heretofore ; and that the Town be at no further 
Charge towards the Support of any other Watch House. And to 
Prevent any disadvantage that may Arise from discontinuing the 
other Watch Houses, it is propos’d, That the South Watch (in 
their Rounds) ifspect that District which belong’d to the Watch 
at the Neck That the Watch at the Town-House inspect 
the Long Wharf That the Watch at the Dock- Head inspect 
the Dock, with the Streets and Lanes to the Southward of the 
Mill-Creek, formerly under the Care of the North Watch 
And that the North Watch take the inspection of all that part of 
the Town to the Northward of the Mill-Creek, to be divided into 
Two Wards, to be Visited by the Watch-men in turns. 

2. That there be Four Sober, able bodied Persons appointed 
for Each Watch House, And that One of the most discreet of their 
Number, be Appointed to take the Charge of the Watch, Who, 
as a Badge of his Office shall be Obliged to Carry a Quarter 
Pike, And the Others to carry a Staff with a Bill, as the Law 
directs. 

3. That there be Written Orders and Directions, given by the 
Select Men of the Town, to the Watch Men, to be hung Up in 
Each Watch House, describing their Wards, with their Duty, 
Power, &c. —— 

[215.] And for the more effectual Answering the designed 
Ends, it is proposed 

(1) ‘That the several Watchmen be at their respective Watch- 
Houses by Ten O’Clock, and to continue there in the morning till 
broad Day-Light. 

(2.) That immediately after Ten O’Clock, there be, (at least 
Three Times every Week) Two persons sent out from Each Watch 
House to Walk the Streets, Lanes &c. in Order.to take up all 
Negro and Molatto Servants, that shall be unseasonably Absent 
from their Masters Families, without giving a sufficient reason 
therefor. 

(3.) That at Twelve O’Clock Two Persons from Each Watch- 
House set out to Walk the Rounds (which may be varied as shall 
be judged proper) in and about the Inhabited Streets Lanes, and 


— 
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Wharfs within their several Wards: And that within half an hour 
after their coming in, the Other Two shall go out, and so by turns, 
till the Dawn of the Day, and that they be Obliged to Attend this 
duty, in rainy and stormy, as well as fair weather. And further, 
That during the whole Night, One or Other of the Watch-men 
shall stand at the Watch-House Door, to Examin All Passers-by, 
And if they cannot give a good Account of themselves, to secure 
them as the Law directs. 

4, That there be One Capable Person appointed as an Inspec- 
tor of the several Watch Houses, Who shall be Obliged to Visit 
each Watch House, at least ‘Three Times every Week, And keep A 
written Memorandum of All Deficiencies, Which he shall lay 
before the Select Men, every Month before the Watch-Men are 
paid off, that so in case of any Neglect, A proper sum may be de- 
ducted out of the Delinquents Wages, Or he be dismist, As the 
Select Men shall think proper. And inasmuch as Several Orders 
of Officers within the Town, do frequently Walk in the Night, 
and among other things, Visit the Watch Houses, We would hope 
the Inspection of the Watch would hereby be Sufficiently provided 
for. 

[216.] (5.) That inasmuch as by this method the Watch- 
Mens Work will be considerably increased, It is Proposed, That 
Each Mans Wages be raised to Fifty Pounds p Annum, And that 
the Inspector be paid the same Sum, Which We would hope, 
would be a sufficient Encouragement to Industry and Faithfulness 
in the Discharge of their respective Duties. 

Now, upon this Method We would beg leave to Observe, That 
inasmuch as hereby the Watch Men would be Obliged to Walk 
their Rounds in Stormy and Rainy Weather, And the Latter part 
of the Night, which Ordinarily now they do not after Two O'Clock 
— The Town would be much better Watch’d than now it is; 
And besides, there would be an Abatement of the Expence About 
Three Hundred and Eighty Pounds p Annum.

Proprietors of the Long Wharf, together with the Covenants & 
Engagements which said Proprietors made with the Town in that 
Affair We find 

That in the Year 1710, It was Covenanted and Agreed between 
the Town, And the Original Undertakers or Proprietors of the 
Long Wharf, in Manner following Viz‘. That the Proprietors 
should have full Liberty to Erect & Build a Good and Sufficient 
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Wharf, of the breadth of King Street, from the End of said Street 
as it then was on a direct Line tolow Water Mark, And the Waste 
Ground or Flats of that wedth and length were Accordingly 
Granted and Released to them, without Prejudice to former 
Grants. 

In Consideration whereof, the Undertakers or Proprietors were 
Obliged at their Own Cost and Charge to Erect, Build, Maintain 
and keep in good Repair, Said Wharf, Always leaving the breadth 
of Thirty feet On one side of the said Wharf, Unincumber’d for 
an Open and free High Way forever to the Use of the Town and 
Others ; And that the End of the said Wharf Should be free for the 
service of the Town, when they should see Reason to Plant Guns 
thereon for their Defence. 

It was also Covenanted and Agreed, That no Wharf beyond the 
Circular Line Should be permitted or Suffered to Join or be for- 
ever built nearer than Sixty feet of the Waste or Flats then 
Granted. 

These, We Apprehend the Essential Parts of the Grant on the 
Town’s part, And also of the Covenant on the part of the Propri- 
etors. — 

[223.] As to the Performance of Conditions, We would Ob- 
serve — That We can’t discover but that the ‘Town have pune- 
tually Performed all that has been ever Promised and Engaged in 
their behalf to the said Proprietors, Nor can We find that Ever the 
Proprietors have been disturbed or disrested, but that they have 
aliways been in the quiet and peaceable Possession and Improve- 
ment of all that was ever Granted them; But as to Performance 
on the Proprietors part We find. 

1. That the Thirty feet left as an High Way on the Southerly 
Side of said Wharf has not commonly been, neither at this time is 
so free and Unincumbered as it reasonably ought to be for an High 
Way for the Inhabitants and Others, pursuant to the Original 
Contract; And what seems very Extraordinary is, that Notwith- 
standing it was expressly Stipulated, that it should remain forever 
As an Open and free High Way without any reservation peculiar 
to the Proprietors, Yet they constantly demand and Exact Wharf- 
idge for all Goods landed there from on board Foreign Vessels, 
tho’ they belong to our own Inhabitants, Which We Apprehend to 
be a Violation of the Contract and a manifest Infraction upon the 
Right of the Inhabitants. 

2. That the. End of the Wharf is not free according to Con- 
tract, but incumbered with a Crane House Erected there, neither 
is that part of the Wharf in any tolerable Condition suitable for 
Planting a Line of Guns, as it ought ever to be. 

3. We find that several Proprietors of the Long Wharf have 
made Encroachments on the North side of said Wharf, where 
Platforms, and also a Wharf are built, and additions made to their 
Houses beyond the Circular Line, which is an Evident Violation of 
the forementioned Covenant made between the Town and Propri- 
etors. 

Upon the Whole, We are humbly of Opinion, That the Select 
Men for the time being be desired to take care That the said 
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Thirty feet High Way on the Long Wharf be kept [224.] Unin- 

cumbred in such manner as it ought to be, and that it be kept in 

Repair at the Charge of the Proprietors of said Wharf. 

And Furthermore, We Apprehend it very needful, that the 
Right of the Inhabitants as to a free Wharfage of their Goods be 

speedily Asserted and Defended, At the Charge of the Town.

The Humble Petition of the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston. — 

Whereas there is an Order made in the Great and General 
Court on the Nineteenth of August last for just and good reasons 
to raise the Allowances of the Members of the Honourable the 
Council and House of Representatives to be paid out of the Public 
Treasury: to which there is a clause added, that the Bills so paid 
out of the Treasury Shall be drawn in again with the other Pro- 
vincial Debts by Taxes. 

Now therefore We most Humbly Pray this last Clause may be 
alter’d So as plainly to oblige every Town to pay their respective 
Representatives what shall become due to them by that Act. 

And for Reasons, We would Humbly Suggest, 

That Otherwise As this Town Now stands charged with One 
Hundred and Eighty Pounds of every Thousand of the Tax laid 
upon One Hundred and Forty seven ‘Towns of this Province, and 
may send but Four Representatives to the General Court where 
the rest of the Towns may send One and the most of them Two, 
We shall be Obliged to pay not only Our own Representatives but 
all the Representatives of two or three Countys. besides. Now 
Whether this be Equitable or not, We humbly Submit to the 
Judgment of this Honourable Court. 

Moreover the Public Laws of the Province, from the first Session 
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of the first General Court in the Province, by the Act of the 
Fourth of William and Mary, Chapter Nineteenth, have Obliged 
the Several Towns, to pay their respective Representatives for 
their Travel and Attendance [279.] At the General Court: And 
the uninterrupted Practice hath been according to that Law ever 
since to this day. Now We are humbly of Opinion, that there 
can be no more forcible Reason urged, than public Laws, and 
constant Practice, with Universal Consent, from the beginning. 

And Lastly, this present General Court, Since last May, in 
affirmance of the same Reason and Justice as this Province hath 
always acknowleged and followed, did with their common Consent, 
by a public Law Enact, That a Tax should be raised upon the 
several Towns for the Payment of what their respective Represen- 
tatives should receive for their Travel and Attendance upon the 
General Court from the beginning of the Session of this Court in 
May last unto the end of the several Sessions thereof till May 
next. 

We are sensible that the Charge We complain of is but small 
as to the quantum, but Our Case is, We have Two Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Eighty two People Taxed in our Books, out of whose 
Rates is abated this Year, Eight Hundred Fifty Nine Pounds, 
Nineteen Shillings and Five pence most of it whole Rates of poor 
People not able to pay, Two Hundred and Twenty People more in 
Our Tax books, whom Our Assessors thought not Rateable for 
their Poverty, besides many Hundreds more for the same 
Reason not Entered in those Books at all, Our Town-charges to 
the Poor this Year amounts to about Four Thousand Pounds, 
‘besides all the Contributions of Our Churches and Societys, and 
Charity of particular Persons, Our other Town Charges above Four 
Thousand Pounds more, besides the Maintenance of Our Ministers, 
Province and County Tax. By this means, and as We humbly 
Apprehend for the extraordinary portion of the Province charge 
laid upon Us by the Great and General Court Our Rates run so 
high that several of Our considerable Men pay from One to Three 
Hundred Pounds Tax in a Year, many that have but a House to 
live in and Health to follow their Callings are Rated higher than 
Country Gentlemen that can buy out Twenty such, And this Town 
that is of so great importance to the Landed as well as Trading 
Interest of the province is in very pressing difficulties that seem to 
threaten its ruin. [280.] So that if we should not Pray for 
Relief in this Case, wherein We are burthened in our humble 
Opinion contrary to plain Reason, Law, and perpetual Practiced 
We might Justly fear our charges whom time to time be increase : 
till it would be impossible for us to discharge them. 

Wherefore We humbly Pray for redress in the Premisses, And 
Your Excellency’s and Honour’s Most Humble Petitioners, As in 
Duty Bound, Shall ever pray.

At a Meeting of the Freeholders and Other Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston, duly Qualified, and Warned as the Law 
directs, in Town Meeting Assembled, the Tenth of May, 
1738. 

For the Making Effectual Provision for the regular and season- 
able Sweeping the Chimnies of this Town 
[809.] It is Voted and Ordered. 

That the Select Men of the Town, for the Time being, be hereby 
Directed and Impowered, from time to time, to Appoint One or 
more Sutable Persons to be Sweepers of Chimnies within this 
Town, Who shall give Security, to the Satisfaction of the Select 
Men, for their good Behaviour in said Office, And Whose Wages 
for their Work and service shall not exceed the rates hereafter 
mentioned.

Gentlemen, 

We the Freeholders, and Other Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, duly qualified and regularly Assembled, Having Chosen 
You for Our Representatives, to Appear for Us in the Great 
and General Court of this Province, for the year ensuing ; 

And Whereas, This Province in general, as well as this Town in 
particular, labour under the greatest hardships difficulties and dis- 
tresses upon many Accounts, And which are daily growing and 
increasing upon Us, without any signal prospect of relief ; 

And Although in the General You are Intrusted with All Our 
Powers “And We cannot but Hope, that You will consult the 
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General Good of the Province as well as the Particular Advantage 
of this ‘Town 

[312%.] Yet, Esteeming it Our Duty in this unhappy Juncture 
of Affairs, to Request of You, to Exert All Your Powers in Con- 
junction with the other Worthy Members of the Honourable House 
of Representatives, to Guard against, and Defend Us from All En- 
croachments that may be Attempted against Our Natural Rights, 
and Charter Privileges And that it may not be Objected to 
You by any Person whatever, that You do not Act agreeable to the 
Mind of Your Principals, upon several importants Heads, 

We would in a more especial manner earnestly Recommend to 
You 

I. Our Trade, Which labours under Utmost Discouragements 
by the extremity of low Markets abroad, Our Neighbouring Gov- 
ernments, Especially Rhode Island, who are daily Rivalling of us, 
in Our Trade and Medium or Paper Currency, And the liberty they 
have of Importing the Surplussage of all their Commodities, Foreign 
aud Domestick into this Province for Sale at such Easy rates, And 
Our Excessive Taxes. Add to them Our Impost to be Paid in 
Silver and Gold, And the many frauds practiced in the Quality, 
Weight, and Measure of almost all Commodities, either Consumed 
amongst Us, Or bought up for Foreign Markets. ‘These altogether 
are such Burthens as are insupportable, And if not rectified, will in- 
danger the Trade of the whole Province ; For it is evident beyond 
Contradiction, That if Rhode Island can make what Paper Bills 
they please. And Our Hands are tyed, so that We can make none 
And yet Our Necessities should Oblige Us to take theirs, 
And part with valuable Commodities, Nay, even Our Lands for 
them — If we continue to be heavily Taxed, whilst they are free 
from Taxes, What Advantages are there which they willnot have over 
this Province? They may Purchase it all ina few years, if they go 
on, and increase in proportion to what they have done in Seven years 
past. And therefore, In Order [3138.] To increase Our Trade, 
We Apprehend, it will be absolutely Necessary to have a Sufficient 
Medium, under good Regulations and reject theirs, And to lessen 
Our Taxes, especially Our Impost. Anda further Encouragement 
to Our Trade will be, to Enact that a Draw-back be allowed upon 
all Foreign Goods imported, upon which there is a Duty paid, 
Upon their being re-exported, As is highly reasonable, And the 
well known Practice of Our Mother Country. 

II. And Whereas We Apprehend Ourselves grievously Oppressed 
by avery large and disproportionable part of the Province Tax laid 
upon Us for Several Years past, compared with the proportion paid 
by Other Towns within this Province, and however the proportion 
may have been heretofore thought reasonable Yet, as all 
things are liable to mutation, so the Circumstances of this Town of _ 
late years are exceedingly Altered, by reason Several Maritime ~ 
Towns within this Province are continually Rivalling of Us,-And 
have actually Stripped Us of several Valuable Branches of Trade, 
which must necessarily render Us less able to pay Our wonted Tax, 
Whilst they are more able, and ought to pay much larger, than 
they have heretofore done. And Although We have often Com- 
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plained Yet hitherto have had little or no redress, And as 
the Scarcity of Bills of Credit, and the Decay of Our Trade and 
lessening Our Navigation increases upon Us, So Our Taxes ought 
to be reduced in proportion. 

And therefore, We Earnestly Desire You to Scrutinize into the 
Circumstances, Trade, and Taxes of the Several Towns within this 
Province, And so Endeavour that Our proportion of the Public 
Province Tax may be reduced According to Our Circumstances At 
this Day, compared with Other Towns. 

Ill. Our Bills of Public Credit, which are of the Utmost Con- 
cern to the General Interest of this Province, As well as the Trad- 
ing Towns in particular— And as the distressing Circumstances 
of this Province [314,.] Are increasing upon Us in proportion to 
_ their being called in and destroyed, without sutable Provision 
being made for somewhat to pass as a Medium in lieu thereof, So 
the Consequence must be terrible, if not fatal to this Province. 
And therefore, We stongly Injoin You not to consent to any fur- 
ther Supply of the Treasury for any growing Charge of the Prov- 
ince Unless the Funds for discharging the same be put on sutable 
Years after Seventeen Hundred and Forty One. And as the Taxes 
are Exceeding high already, And that We may not be left a prey 
to the arbitrary will of every Otficer, who may Occasionally have 
A Demand upon Us in relation to his Fees, We would therefore 
Recommend to You that You Use Your Utmost Endeavour that 
the Fees of the Officers may be fixed and ascertained to prevent 
Oppression, Uncertainty, and Disputes, which will necessarily 
Arise, Unless some good law be made to prevent the same. — And 
that no greater Fines be laid upon the Militia, unless the same be 
appropriated towards defraying the Charge and Expence of such 
Town to which they belong, According to the Design of Acts 
already made for that purposé. 

We likewise Injoin You to Oppose the foreclosing the Delibera- 
tions of future Assemblies between this, and Seventeen Hundred 
and Forty One, relating to the Bills of Public Credit of the Old 
Tenor; but that they may be left free to Act when the Years shall 
come, According as they shall judge most Advisable for the safety 
of the Province. 

And inasmuch as past Assemblies have interrupted the Opera- 
tion of the Province Bills of the Old Tenor, and have not suffered 
them to pass according to the true intent of their Emission, but 
have made Bills of a New Tenor to Exchange the Old Bills, So that 
the very Nature of them are intirely alter’'d, which will inevitably 
Cause the utmost perplexity in the Affairs of the Province 

(315.] Therefore, We likewise Injoin You to Use Your ut- 
most Power and Influence to Obtain An Act for striking off so 
many Bills of the Old Tenor, as will re-exchange all the Bills of 
the New Tenor already exchanged for the Old, That thereby the 
said Old Bills may Operate according to their Funds, and as shall 
be most consistent with the safety of this Province. 

And, that the growing Charge of this Province added to the 
Funds already laid for calling in all Our Paper Currency by Seven- 
teen Hundred and Forty One, may be set in a true light to 
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shew the impractibility if not the impossibility of its being done, 

without causing the Utmost Confusion, if not Destruction of this 
Province :

So that according to the projected Scheme, this Province must 
bring into the Treasury Every Bill of this Province by Seventeen 
Hundred and Forty One, Which Amounts to the Sum of Three Hun- 
dred and Sixty Thousand, Nine Hundred and Forty Nine, Pounds 
Or Otherwise Three Hundred and Sixty Thousand, Nine 
Hundred and Forty Nine Ounces of Silver, Saving what small 
Matter may be paid into the Treasury in Hemp and Flax.

Whereas, the Inbahitants of the Town of Boston labour under 
difficulties and hardships in respect of the weight of Hay brought 
to Market, by reason whereof Disputes often. arise between the 
Buyer and Seller And it. being propos’d, As a Remedy 
therefor to Erect [323.] An Engine at the Entrance into the 
Town convenient for Weighing of Hay 

It is therefore ordered, 

That from and after the first Day of March next ensuing, Pro- 
vided the said Engine be then Erected, All Carts, and other Car- 
riages of Hay as they come into Town, shall be Weighed, and a 
Tally with the Weight of the Cart and Hay be then fix’d upon it, 
and that the Cart or Carriage upon its return be Tared, and the 
Weight thereof mark’d on it. 

That a Suitable Person be appointed by the Town for such Term ~ 
of Time as they shall think convenient, to take care that the said 
Engine be kept in good Repair, and to see the Weight of all Hay 
thus brought to Market, and to Tally the same, and mark the car- 
riages on their return as aforesaid. And that the said Person shall 
‘be under Oath to do Justice between Buyer and Seller, and shall 
attend from Sun-rising to Sun-setting, and shall make an Entry of 
all the Hay he weighs. 

That there be allowed to the said Person for every Load of Hay 
so weigh’d, Four pence for each Hundred of Hay so weigh’d, to be 
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paid by the Person who buys the same: Or in case of his absence 
at the Time of Weighing, then to be paid by the Importer, who 
shall be reimbursed by the Buyer. 

That after the said first Day of March, and the Erecting the said 
Engine, If any Person Inhabitant of the Town of Boston aforesaid, 
shall Buy any Hay thus brought to Market, without the same be 
first weigh’d as above, He or they shall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
Twenty Shillings for every load or parcel so bought.

Province of the 
Massachusetts Bay 
To His Excellency Jonathan Belcher Esquire Captain 
General and Governour in Chief, the Honourable the 
Council, and Honourable House of Representatives of said 
Province, in General Court assembled at Boston, the Thir- 
tieth of November 1738. 

The Answer of the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, to the 
Petition of a small number [325.] Of the Inhabitants of the 
District, Number Thirteen— commonly called Rumney Marsh, 
part of said Town, to this Honourable Court Praying that 
they may be set off as adistinct Township, for a Suggested Reason 
Contained in said Petition. 

The Town of Boston, Humbly Sheweth, 

That Some of the Inhabitants of the District of Rumney Marsh 
did on the Thirty first of January, One Thousand Seven hundred 
and Thirty four, Prefer a Petition, and on the thirteenth of March, 
One Thousand Seven Hundred and Thirty Seven prefer one other 
Petition to the Town of Boston, in order to obtain from said Town 
Several Advantages, and also to be set off as a distinct Township. 
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In regard to Said Petitions, ‘the Town appointed two Several 
Committees to hear the Petitioners, Consider of, and Report what 
they thought adviseable for the Town to do thereon. Which 
Service they accordingly performed — The Copy of which 
Petitions with the Reports thereon, We humbly beg leave to lay 
before this Honourable Court. 

And We may Justly Observe, and say, 

That in Answer to all their Petitions and Complaints heretofore 
made, where there has been the least colour, the Town have 
readily pointed out proper Remedies, and stand ready to afford 
them. 

And the Petitioners having been Conscious that the Town are 
ready to do so, have betaken themselves to this slender Plea, of 
Passing Winnisimet Ferry; Which We apprelbend they would 
never have done, were there not some Secret Springs of their 
Actions, which we cannot Account for, notwithstanding all their 
dutiful and affectionate Regard to their Mother Town, so fully ~ 
express’d in their present Petition. 

But, Inasmuch as they think it most for their Service to lay so 
great Stress upon That Single, tho’ [326.] Small inconvenience, 
We think it incumbent upon us to Observe, That there has ever 
been given them, so little interruption in that matter, as that 
Neither they nor their predecessors have ever heretofore thought 
it sufficient cause of Complaint to the Town, nor can they Say, 
that One year in Ten (Communibus Annis) for the Time past, 
they have been prevented in giving their Attendance at Town- 
Meetings: Nor can it be reasonably Supposed that for the future 
they will be otherwise interrupted by that means, which they make 
no difficulty of in daily exposing themselves to, in the common 
affairs of Life — But should they, Yet their coming by Penny- 
Ferry will be attended with very little charge and trouble. 

We would now humbly beg leave to lay before Your Excellency 
and Honours the unreasonableness of the Prayer of said Petition, 

I. In Respect to the Inhabitants of that District. 

It ought reasonably to be Supposed, that When any Petition is 
prefer’d to this Honourable Court for such a Separation as is 
desired by the Petitioners, that it is the Mind of the Principal 
number of the Inhabitants, Or to remove some Grand Inconvenience, 
Or to preserve Peace and good Order, Or lessen the Charge with 
which said District labours under their present Circumstances 
Neither of which We apprehend can by any means be 
pleaded in the present Case. 

For, It’s very Observable, that Not One Third part of the In- 
habitants of that District have Signed their Names to any of the 
Petitions, And consequently that they cannot by any means be 
thought as consenting thereto More Especially, Jobn 
Yeamans Esquire, Joseph Thompson Esquire, nor their Agents, 
nor the Reverend Doctor Sewall, are any ways privy to the delib- 
erations had, nor [32'%.] Drafting of, nor Presenting said Peti- 
tion to this Honourable Court, notwithstanding they are the 
Proprietors of Noddles-Island, Hog-Island, and very valuable 
Farms at Rumney-Marsh. And further, We find by the Rates 
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and Taxes, that One Hundred and Twenty one Persons are Rated 
and ‘Taxed within the said District, and but Twenty Eight Persons 
Names Subscribed to the depending Petition. 

And as to any grand Inconvenience All that is pretended 
is, thesmall trouble of passing a Ferry which We Humbly conceive, 
would not have carried so great Weight with it (tho’ all the Inhabi- 
tants of that District had Subscribed to the Petition) as to have Influ- 
enced this Honourable Court to separate such a valuable Member 
from the Body of the Town of Boston, Especially considering how 
small a Tract of Land, and how unable they are to Support the 
necessary Charge of a Separate Township. 

And as to the promoting of Peace and good Order It can 
never be Supposed, that the Granting the Prayer of such a Small 
Number of Petitioners, whereby a much larger, and more valuable 
Number must be necessarily concluded, can ever be attended with 
such desireable Effects. 

And as to the lessening the small and favourable Charges with 
which the said District has been Assessed It is very reasonable to 
Suppose, that their Charge will (upon such a Separation) be near 
doubled. 

If. In Regard to the Town of Beston. 

We humbly Apprehend, that by such a Separation the Town 
will be Strip’d of a very valuable Revertion, which will revert to 
the Gospel Ministry in the Town of Boston; under certain regu- 
laitons, being no less than Three or more very valuable Farms at 
Winnisimet being part of the Estate of Governour Belling- 
ham [328.] Bequeathed to his Wife, after his Wives Decease 
then to his Son, and his Daughter, and after their Decease the 
whole Estate to pass, and the Annual Income to be Applied to the 
Encouragement of the Gospel Ministry, &c. As by an Extract 
from the Record in the Probate Office for the County of Suffolk, 
may more fully appear. 

Moreover, It’s well known that the Town of Boston labours 
under very distressing Circumstances upon many accounts. 

The visible Declension of Trade, and the growing Advantages 
of the Husbandman, especially those, who by the nearness of their 
Lands to the Town of Boston, have the greatest Opportunity of 
making Such Singular Advantages, as the Members of the Town 
of Boston under their present Circumstances are very great Stran- 
gers to, especially this valuable part of our Body (call’d Rumney 
Marsh) Who by the Indulgence of this Town are grown Rich, and 
well Able to help Us, under Our present difficulties. For Boston 
being the Receptacle of almost all the Poor that come into this 
Province, by reason that most Foreigners fix here, and cannot be 
prevented, Provided, they bring with them the value of Fifty 
Pounds, or are able bodied ‘Trades-men, or Indented Servants, or 
Sailors under most Circumstances, Create so great a Charge to this. 
Town, that, instead of having the least of our Members Separated 
from Us, We cannot but Hope and Desire, that this Honourable 
Court will so far take Our Distressed Circumstances under their 
most wise and just Consideration, that they will afford Us such 
Aids and Advantages as may in some Measure Extricate Us there- 
from 
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And, inasmuch as the General Court [329.] Of this Province, 
at their Session the Third of September One Thousand Six Hun- 
dred and Thirty Four, Annexed Winnisimet and Rumney Marsh 
to the Town of Boston So, We cannot but Hope and Desire, 
that this Honourable Court will not, without the strongest Reasons, | 
and most pressing Necessity, Separate that valuable Member from 
Us.

Currency of them amongst Us, Yet, its much to be fear’d (Inas- 
much as there has been nothing done within Ourselves, for Our 
Relief in respect to a Medium) let Our Aversion to their Bills be 
what they will, and Our Acts against them never so strong, Yet 
Our Circumstances and Necessities will force the People to take 
them) And therefore in Order to Increase Our Trade, We Appre- 
hend, it will be absolutely Necessary to have a Sufficient Medium 
under good regulations, and reject theirs, and to lessen our Taxes, 
especially Our Impost; And a further Encouragement to Our 
Trade will be to Enact that a Drawback be Allow’d upon all 
Foreign Goods imported, Upon which there is a Duty paid, Upon 
their being re-exported, as is highly reasonable, and the well 
known Practice of Our Mother Countrey. 

II. And Whereas We apprehend ourselves grievously Oppress’d 
by a very large and disproportionable part of the Province Tax, 
laid upon us for several years past, compared with the proportion 
paid by Other Towns within this Province; And However the 
proportion may have been heretofore thought reasonable, yet as all 
things are liable to a Mutation, So the Circumstances of this Town 
of late Years are exceedingly Alter’d by reason several Maritime 
Towns within this Province are continually Rivalling of Us, and 
have Actually Stripp’d us of several valuable Branches of Trade, 
which must necessarily render Us less able to pay Our wonted 
Tax [361.] Whilest they are more able, and ought to Pay a much 
larger than they have heretofore done. 

And altho’ We have often Complain’d, yet hitherto have had 
very little Redress, And as the Scarcity of Bills of Credit, and 
Decay of Our Trade, and Lessening Our Navigation increases 
upon Us, so Our Taxes ought to be reduced in Proportion 
And therefore We Earnestly Desire You to Scrutinize into the 
Circumstances, Trade and Taxes of the several Towns within this 
Province, and so Endeavor that Our Proportion of the Public 
Province Tax may be reduced, according to Our Circumstances at 
this Day, Compared with Other Towns. 

III. Our Bills of Public Credit, which are of the Utmost Con- 
cern to the general Interest of this Province, as well as all the 
‘Trading Towns in particular. And as the Distressing Circum- 
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stances of this Province are increasing upon us in proportion to 
their being Call’d in, and destroyed, without suitable Provision 
being made, for somewhat to pass as a Medium in Lieu thereof, 
So the Consequence must be terrible, if not fatal to this Province 
And therefore We strongly Enjoyn You, Not to Consent to 
any further Supply of the Treasury for any growing Charge of the 
Province, Unless the Fund for Discharging the same be put on 
sutable years after Seventeen Hundred and Forty One. 

And as the Taxes are so exceeding high already, and that We 
may not be left as a Prey to the arbitrary Will of every Officer, 
Who may Occasionally have any Demand upon Us, in relation to 
their Fees, We would therefore recommend to You, that You Use 
Use Your Utmost Endeavour, that the Fees of the Officers may be 
fixed and ascertained, to prevent Oppression, Uncertainty and 
Dispute, which will necessarily Arise, Unless some good Law be 
made to prevent the same. 

_ We likewise Enjoyn You to Oppose the foreclosing the Deliber- 
ations of future Assemblies between this and Seventeen Hundred 
and Forty One relating to the [362%.] Bills of Public Credit of 
the Old Tenor, but that They be left Free to Act when the Years 
shall Come, According as They shall judge most Adviseable for 
the safety of the Province And inasmuch as past Assemblies 
have interrupted the Opperation of the Province Bills of the Old 
Tenor, and have not Suffer’d them to pass according to the true 
Intent of their Emission; But have made Bills of a New Tenor to 
Exchange the Old Bills, So that the very Nature of them are in- 
tirely Altered, which will inevitably Cause the Utmost Perplexity 
in the Affairs of the Province, 

Therefore We likewise Enjoyn You to Use Your Utmost Power 
and Influence to Obtain an Act for Striking off, so many Bills of 
the Old Tenor as will re-exchange all the Bills of the New Tenor 
already Exchanged for the Old, that thereby the said Old Bills 
may Operate according to their Fund, and as shall be most con- 
sistent with the safety of this Province. 

And That the growing Charge of this Province added to the 
Fund already laid for Calling in all Our Paper Currency by 
Seventeen Hundred and Forty One, may be set in a true Light, 
to shew the Impracticability, if not Impossibility of its being 
done, without causing the Utmost Confusion, if not Destruction 
of this Province We herewith present You with the following 
Account.

So that according to the projected Scheme, this Province must 
bring into the Treasury, every one of their Bills by Seventeen Hun- 
dred and Forty One, which amounts to the Sum of Three Hundred 
Twelve Thousand and Seventy five Pounds; Or otherwise, Three 
Hundred Twelve Thousand and Seventy five Ounces of Silver, 
Saving, what small Matter may be paid into the Treasury in Hemp 
and Flax. 

‘Thus stands the state and view of our Affairs at present 
Wherefore We Enjoyn [364.] You to Use your Utmost Power, 
that the Funds be laid in Paper Bills of the Old Tenor, and Not in 
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Bills of the New Tenor, redeemable in Silver and Gold, which 
cannot possibly be Obtained by the Inhabitants of this Province. 

IV. And Whereas the Public Affairs of this Province are ex- 
ceedingly Embarras’d, and the Relief which We have so earnestly 
and long expected from Home, hath not hitherto had its desired 
Success — And having duly inquired into the reason of this 
Agegrievance; We Apprehend that the unhappy Situation of Our 
Public Affairs at Home, and their not being Solicited in such a 
Manner as the Urgent Necessities of this Province absolutely 
requires, is Owing to Nothing so much as the Want of a proper 
Agent or Agents, duly, and timely to Solicit all Our Public Affairs 
at Home, which may be transmitted thither from Our Honourable 
House of Representatives, and that such Agent or Agents be 
appointed and depend upon the Honourable House of Representa- 
tives only. 

And Therefore, We strongly Enjoyn you, to use your utmost 
Power and Influence (in Conjunction with the Other worthy Mem- 
bers of the Honourable House of Representatives) that such an 
Agent or Agents be appointed by the Honourable House, in such 
Manner, and for such Ends and Purposes as shall occasionally 
Appear for the Necessity, Safety, Security and General Weal of 
this Province; And that such Agent or Agents Depend upon the 
House of Representatives only

RuLeEs AND ORDERS FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE WorkK Hovuskt 
IN Boston. 


I. Rules relating to the Overseers of the Poor who, by Law have 
the Direction of the said House. 


1. That there shall be a General Meeting of the Overseers 
at the House, the third Tuesday of every Month, at three 
O’Clock in the Afternoon, to inspect all Accounts, and examin 
into the Behaviour of the People committed to the House, 
and of their own Officers and Servants, and to redress all Diffi- 
culties that occur to the Master,.and to hear and consider all 
Complaints [375.] Made by the Poor, and to consult and advise 
about such further Rules and Methods as may be for the advantage 
of said House. 

2. That a Committee of the Overseers, consisting of Three 
(Two of which are impowered to Act) take the more immediate 
Inspection of the House for One Month by turns: and that they 
meet at the House every Tuesday, at three o’Clock in the afternoon, 
for inspecting the Management of the House, and the Behaviour of 
the Persons therein for the Week past; for Advising and Assisting 
the Master in the Affairs thereof: But that in emergent and im- 
portant cases, they call the whole body of Overseers together: 
The Master of the House to give notice to the Overseers who are 
next to attend, at the beginning of each course. 


Il. Rules relating to the Master and Mistress of the House. 


1. That the Master and Mistress be Persons of approv’d In- 
tegrity and Ability, Who shall be chosen annually, At a General 
Meeting of the Overseers, sometime in the Month of May; And 
in case of their Death or Removal, other Persons be, as svcon 
as may be Chosen in their Room, by the Overseers, Who shall 
have Power to Agree with such Master and Mistress for their 
Yearly Salaries: But that if the said Master or Mistress be found 
guilty of any immoral or irregular behaviour, the Overseers reserve 
to themselves a Power to dismiss them, and to place others in their 
room. 

2. That the Master keep a Register of the Names, Ages, Oc- 
cupations and Places of Nativity, and of their last abode, of all 
the Persons that shall be Admitted into the House, as well as an 
Account of the Time of their Entry and of their Deaths or Dis- 
mission from the House. 

8. That the Master keep the Gates, at all times, well Secured, 
and a proper Person be appointed to take care of the same; Who 
shall admit none, nor let any go out, without liberty of the Master, 
or in his Absence, of the next Officer: And if any be desirous to 
see, or speak with any of the Persons committed to the House, the 
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Doorkeeper is not to call them, [3%76.] Without leave: And if 
any Person be suspected of bringing in any strong Liquors, or 
carrying out any thing, belonging to the House, or any Person 
therein, the Door-keeper is to stop them, and give Notice to 
the Master, that so due Enquiry and Search may be made forth- 
with, and the Guilty punished: But yet, all such, as in an orderly 
way, would see the House, shall be treated with proper Respect 
and Civility, by the Master, and in his absence, by the next officer 
of the House. 

4. That the Master at the Hours appointed for going to Bed, 
which in the Summer season shall be at Ten O’Clock, and in the 
Winter season at Nine O’Clock shall see all Fires and Lights ex- 
tinguished, Excepting what shall be absolutely necessary, and that 
these be left under proper care. 

5. That the Mistress take care that the Victuals be well and 
seasonably Dress’d, the Bread and Beer prepared according to the 
Direction of the Overseers; that the Rooms be Swept, and Beds 
made. every Day; that the Windows be frequently Opened for 
Airing the House; that the House be Washed, as often as shall be 
judg’d necessary; that the Table-Linnen, Dishes &c, be clean ; 
that the People be kept clean and neat in their Apparel, and have 
clean Linnen to Shift Once every Week, and the Beds Shifted 
Once a Month in the Summer Season: And that, for her Assist- 
ance, there shall be proper Persons Appointed by the Overseers, 
or their Committee for these Services, as well as for other Neces- 
sary Occasions of the House. 

6. That the Master buy the Provisions, and Materials for 
Work, and other Necessaries; and dispose of what is Manufac- 
tured, to the best advantage, according to the Advice and Direction 
of the Overseers, with whom he is to consult in this, and all other 
matters of Importance. 

7. That the Master keep Books of Accounts of all Expences, 
and Profits of the House, to be Pass’d upon, and allowed by the 
Overseers, at their Monthly Meetings, and to be Open to the In- 
spection of the Town, whenever they shall see cause to appoint a 
Committee for that Service. 

[387%.] That the first Book contain An Inventory of all Fur- 
niture, Linnen and Woolen Cloathing bought, and of the necessary 
Utensils belonging to said House, with an Account how they are 
disposed of. 

That the next Book Contain An Account of all the Provisions 
&¢c. bought; as also the Quantities of each Sort Expended every 
Day, and of the Number of Persons provided for, each Day. 

And that the last Book contain An Account of all the Stock, and 
Materials for Carrying on the Work of the House, which has been 
purchased, or sent to be manufactored, as also the Names of the 
Persons by whom sent; with an Account how such Goods are dis- 
posed of, and of the Profits arising on the same. 

8. That the Master and Mistress be Obliged to Observe such 
further Rules and Orders as shall be thought necessary to be made 
by the Overseers, from time to time, relating to the Affairs of the 
House, Agreeable to the Law of the Province. 
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III. Rules relating to the Persons that shall be Admitted into the 
House. 


1. That None shall be Admitted without a written Order, under 
the Hand of One or more of the Overseers. 

2. That upon their Admission, they be Examin’d, Whether 
they are free from Lice and foul Distemper; And such as shall not 
be found clean, shall be put into some particular Room, ’till they 
be perfectly cleans’d: And that they be Obliged to take Care to 
keep themselves Wash’d and Comb’ d, and their Cloathes neat and 
whole, and to Change their Linnen Once a Week. 

3. ‘That the Several Persons in the House constantly Repair at 
the stated Hours to their proper Apartments: where they shall 
work orderly at such Business, and so many Hours as the Over- 
seers shall direct. 

4. That they constantly attend the Worship of God, in the 

House, and observe the Rules prescribed for their Meals. 
5. That when any Children shall be Received into the House, 
there shall be some sutable Women appointed to attend them; 
Who are to take Care that they be Wash’d, [8'78.] Comb’d and 
Dressed every Morning, and be Taught to Read, and Instructed in 
the Holy Scriptures and Assemblies Catechism, at such Hours as 
shall be appointed by the Overseers; And that the rest of their 
Time be employ’d in such Work as shall be Assigned them; And 
when they arrive to a sutable Age, they shall be Bound out into 
good Families, as the Law directs. 

6. That when any Persons are taken Sick, they shall be re- 
moved into the Alms-House, if it may be done with Safety, and 
be put under the Care of said House ’till further Orders: But if a 
removal shall be judg’d dangerous, then they shall have a Nurse, 
and the Town’s Physician to attend them, where they are. 


IV. Rules relating to the Work and Employment of the People 
in the House. 


1. That the Bell shall be rung every Morning to call the Family 
up; and such Persons as are able, shall repair to the several 
Places appcinted for them to do their work in, and shall be kept 
diligently at work from Such Hours in the Morning, to such Hours 
in the Evening, as the Overseers shall from time to time direct ; 
Excepting so much time as shall be allow’d for Meals, and Reli- 
gious Worship. 

2. That the common Work of the House be Picking of Oakum, 
Unless for such Trades-Men, whose Business may be well accomo- 
dated in the House, and it shall be judged more profitable to 
employ them in their proper Trades; Such as Taylors, Shoe- 
makers, Mopmakers, Nailers &c. And that such of the Women 
as are capable, be employ’d in Carding, and Spinning Wooll, Flax, 
Yarn for Mops, and Cotton Yarn for Candlewick, Knitting, Sew- 
ing &c. But that these things be determined and regulated by 
the Overseers, or their Committee. 

3. That Whereas the Poverty and’Ruin of many Families is 
often Owing to the Idleness and [3%79.] Vicious Courses of one 
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of the Heads of it, more particularly of the Masters, Who may 
have been bred to some good Trade, that by Industry would com- 
fortably support them, the rest of the Family being Industrious, 
and in a capacity of Earning something considerable towards their 
own Support, so that it may be judg’d proper to order said Persons 
up to the House and Employ them there; In that case, An Account 
shall be kept of their Earnings, and after a reasonable deduction 
for their Maintenance in the House, the Overplus shall be applied 
to the Support of their Family in such Ways and Methods, as the 
Overseers or their Committee shall direct. 


V. Rules relating tothe Diet and Victualling of the House, and 
the proper Seasons thereof. 


1. That the Overseers shall, from,time to time, as often as 
they shall judge Necessary, at any General Meeting, Agree upon 
the Diet of the House, to be continued ’till further Order; which 
Agreement they shall deliver in writing to the Master for his 
direction. 

2. That the Hour of Dining be Twelve a Clock, at which time 
the People of the House shail all be called together, and Dine in 
one room (if it will contain them) having their Tables cover’d 
with sutable Cloths, Dishes, Trenchers &c. and the Commons for 
the Day, as directed by the Overseers: That None be allowed to 
Dine in their separate rooms, unless in case of indisposition: But 
that as to their Breakfast and Supper, it may be delivered to them 
out of the Kitchen, between the Hours of Eight and Nine in the 
Morning, and of Six and Seven in the Evening. 

3. That they be allowed from the Hour of Twelve to One 
for the time of Dining; and that from Eight to Nine in the 
Morning, and from Six to Seven in the Evening, be allowed for 
the other Meal times, and for Attendance on Divine Worship. 


VI. Rules relating to the Religious Worship of the House. 


[380.] 1. That the Master every Morning between the 
Hours of Eight and Nine, and every Evening between the Hours 
of Six and Seven, Call the People together, and Read a sutable 
portion of the Holy Scriptures to them, and Pray with them; And 
as often they Eat together, Ask a Blessing, and Return Thanks. 

2. That he take especial Care, that the Sabbath be duly Ob- 
served; And besides the Morning and Evening Service, he shall 
be Obliged (until other provision be made) to call the whole 
Family together, at least One part of the Day, and spend a suta- 
ble portion of ‘Time in Praying, Singing of Psalms, and Reading 
some practical discourses of Divinity, that shall be Appointed by 
the Overseers. 


VII. Rules relating to the Government of the House, both with 
respect to Rewards and Punishments. 


1. That all Immoralities and Disobedience to the Government 
of the House, and other Misbehaviour, be by the Master noted in 
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a Book, and laid before the Overseers, or their Committee; that 
by their Authority and Admonition, such Rudeness and Immorality 
may be restrained, and Peace and good Order maintained, and all 
obstinate, perverse and unruly Persons punished, according to 
their Crimes. ) 

2. That such as shall duly Observe the fore-going Orders, and 
faithfully Perform their several Tasks shall be Intitled to One 
penny out of every Shilling they Earn, to be disposed of by the 
Overseers for their greater Comfort. 

38. That Whereas some slothful Persons may pretend Sickness 

or Lameness, to excuse themselves from Labour: It is Ordered, 
That such Persons shall pass a proper Examination by the Phy- 
sician; And if it should Appear upon his Report and other con- 
curring Circumstances that those Persons made false Excuses they 
shall be punished by such an Addition of Labour [381.] To their 
daily Stint or some other way, as the Overseers or their Committee 
shall determine. 
4. That No Person presume to Smoke Tobacco in their Beds, On 
penalty of being denied Smoking for One week; And that if any 
be convicted a Second Time, He or She shall be punished as for 
other Misdemeanours. 

5. That No Person presume to Beg Money, or any other thing, 
directly or indirectly, from any Person, that shall come to Visit the 
House, on penalty of being denied their next Meal. 

6. That No Person presume to go out of the House without 
Liberty ; And that every One who Obtains leave, shall return 
in good Order, at the time appointed, On penalty of being denied 
going out for One Month for the first Offence, and for Three Months 
for every Offence afterwards 
7. That if any Person shall Neglect to repair to their proper 
places for Work; Or being there, shall refuse to work, loiter or be 
idle; Or shall not well perform the Task of work set them; Or 
shall waste and spoil any of the Materials, or Tooles of the severai 
ianufactures; Or shall deface the Walls, or break the Windows, 
Or shall disturb the Honse by Clamour, Quarrelling, Fighting 
or abusive Language; Or shall bring any strong Liquors into 
the House without leave; Or shail be Absent from Divine 
Service without reasonable Excuse; Or prophane the Sabbath ; 
Or carry it disrespectfully to their Governours ; Or shall be Guilty 
of Lying, or wanton and lascivious Behaviour; Or shall Drink to 
Excess, Steal or prophanely Curse and Swear; Or in any Other 
respect Act immorally or irregularly, They shall be Punished, 
either by denying them a Meal, or whole days allowance, or by 
Gaging, or causing them to wear a Collar round about their Necks 
with a wooden Clog to it, or by Obliging them to stand on a Stool 
in a publick Place, with a Paper fix’d on their Breast, denoting 
their Crime in Capitals, for the space of One Hour, Or by Ordering 
them into the Dungeon to be kept with Bread and Water, not 
exceeding Forty Eight Hours, Or by an Addition of Labour to 
their daily Task, according to the nature and circumstance of the 
Crime ; And in Case of frequent repetition and [382.] Obstinacy 
in their Crimes, they shall be Punished by Order of One or more 
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Justices of the Peace, by removal into Bridewell, or otherwise as 
the Law directs. 

8. That the Committee of Overseers, at their Weekly Meeting, 
have Power to punish all breaches of the foregoing Orders, 
Excepting those that are referred to the Cognizance of a Justice 
of Peace: And in all such Cases a Majority of the Overseers shall 
be called together. 

9. That the Master of the House have Power, in the intervals 
between the Mectings of the Committee of the Overseers, to punish 
the breaches of the foregoing Orders, according to the Instructions 
he shall receive in writing from the Overseers or Directors of the 
House from time to time; And that in any Cases of Difficulty 
Arising, which may need a more speedy Consideration, he shall 
call the Committee together for their Advice and Assistance. 

10. ‘That if any Person in the House shall discover any other 
Person who shall be Guilty of any of the foregoing Offences, Such 
Person shall receive some such Reward or Incouragement as shall 
be Ordered by the Overseers or their Committee: And, if any Per- 
son shall know of any of the Offences aforesaid, and doth not 
discover the same, Such Person shall be Punished according to the 
discretion of the Overseers. 

11. That the foregoing Rules and Orders of the House be pub- 
lickly Read, every Monday Morning, that none may plead or pre- 
tend Ignorance of them.

That they Apprehend, it would be a great Security to the 
Province, especially to the Castle, if the Channel, below Castle 
William, between Castle Island and the South Eastern point of 
Governours Island was Stop’t and made Unpassable for large Ships 
unless for the breadth of Three or Four Hundred feet in the best 
of the Channel as may be judged, would Sufficiently Accommodate 
the Common and Necessary Navigation; That they might be Able 
to make a more clear and certain Representation of this Affair to 
Your Excellency and Honours, the Town hath Appointed a Com- 
mittee, who have [450.] Very Exactly Measured the Depth and 
Breadth of the Channel at the place aforesaid, and find it to be 
Fourteen Hundred and Fifty Seven feet Wide and that it is from 
about Three to Four Fathom deep and the very deepest not more 
than Twenty Seven feet at low water in Common Nip’t Tides and 
not above Twenty Three or Twenty Four feet at low water in Com- 
mon Spring Tides, As may be more particularly seen by a Plan 
herewith humbly presented ; About Six Hundred feet on each Side 
of the Channel, It is proposed should be Stop’t by Piers made of 
Timber and Stone Thirty feet Square and set Angling across the 
Channel at about Ten or Twelve feet Distance and about Twenty One 
or Twenty two feet high at'a mean, till the whole Channel be Stop’t, 
Except about Three or Four Hundred feet as aforesaid in the midst 
between the Flatts on the Side of Castle William and the Flatts 
from the South Eastern Point of Governours Island, and the Three 
or Four Hundred feet so left may be Stop’t in a few hours, with 
Hulks prepared and lying ready for that end, The Charge of this 
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Undertaking has been Computed with large Allowance for lossés 
and Casualties which may happen, at Eighteen Thousand ‘Two 
Hundred Pounds, — Now May it Please Your Excellency and 
Honours, as the Treasury is not Supplied, and as there seem to be 
Considerable Difficulties in the Way of it.

And all Kitchen Chimneys that are above the Tops of the House 
they belong to in proportion to the heighth of the House at the Rates 
above.

1741. but so it is that the Petitioner had the Improvement of the 
Cellars for no longer time than Seven Months of the Two Years 
and Two Months and had no Opportunity to make Use of ’em, 
Wines being prevented coming in by reason of the War, Praying 
the Town to take the Premisses into their Consideration and release 
him from the said Demand Amounting to Thirty four Pounds 
Thirteen Shillings & Eight pence, The same was now taken Con- 
sideration and after a short Debate It was Voted, That the said 
Joseph Savell be Excused from Paying to the Town Treasurer the 
said Sum of Thirty four Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Eight pence 
accordingly.

Its Voted and Ordered, That Mr. Thomas Jackson Merchant, be 
and hereby is Constituted and Appointed Clerk of said Market, 
until the Annual Meeting of the Freeholders and Inhabitants in 
March next, and until another be Appointed in his Room, and to 
haye and receive such Salary for his Service as shall be Voted by 
the Town who is to give his Constant Attendance at the Opening 
of the Market, and there Abide during the Continuation thereof and 
take effectual Care that the Several Rules Orders and Directions for 
Regulating, and more Orderly Carrying on of the Market, be duly 
Observed and kept.

Its farther Ordered, the Sclect Men of the Town be and hereby 
are Appointed a Committee to take Care of the Repairs of the said 
House, and from time to time to Apportion the Size Mark and 
Number the Several Stalls therein and to Set or Let the same to 
Persons desiring the same for the Benefit of the Town. 

And if any Dispute or Disturbance be made or Arise [505. ] 
Between the Buyer and Seller as to Weight or Price Agreed for it 
shall be Adjusted by the Clerk of the Market, And the Person re- 
fusing Complyance therewith shall be Ordered out of the Market 
or Pay a Fine of Five Shillings. 

And its hereby Ordered, That all ana every of the Forfeitures 
and Penalties which shall happen at any time hereafter to be 
incurr’d and Forfeited by virtue of this By-Law, touching which no 
particular Direction is heretofore given shall be One half to the 
Informer the other to the Poor of the Town.

This By-Law to be and Continue in Force until the Town shall find 
it Convenient to disannull the same, and that the By-Law relating 
to the Market made and passed by the Town at their Meeting the 
Twenty fourth day of April A. D. 1734 be and hereby is Disan- 
nulled.

Faculty in the same manner the Countrey Towns have done, 
Accept the same from Us and State Our Proportion accordingly. 

On the Motions made by Mr. Cooke at the Opening of the Meet- 
ing. 

Voted, That it be Recommended to the Gentlemen the Repre- 
sentatives of the Town of Boston, to bring forward in the Great 
and General Court, Laws for the more just Admeasurement of 
Cord Wood, and Packing of Provisions, And also for the just 
Assize of Bread Baked for Sale.

That to Our great Grief We are informed that the Honourable 
House have in their present Session Voted to increase Our Burden 
by Adding about Ten Pounds to Our Proportion of each Thousand 
Pounds of the Province Tax, And as We humbly Apprehend this 
to have proceeded from a Mistaken Opinion which the Honourable 
Members have Conceived of the present State and Condition of the 
Town We beg Leave to Represent to the Honourable House, 
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That Our Numbers are decreased, Our Trade is declining, Our 
Estates are lessened, Our Poor are increased and Our Necessary 
Expences in Our Families are daily growing upon Us, though this 
last mentioned Difficulty which proceeds from the Price of Provis- 
sions being much Advanced We Submit to with the greater Chear- 
fulness because what in this Respect is a Loss to Us in the Town 
is a gain to Our Brethren of the Countrey where the Provissions are 
Raised. 

We readily Acknowledge it to be Difficult to Determine the 
exact Proportion of the Town to the Countrey tho’ We humbly 
Apprehend the present Disproportion may be made Apparent and 
indeed some of Our Wealthier Inhabitants have already Left the 
Town that they may pay less Taxes in the Countrey and others 
are preparing to follow them. 

We beg Leave to lay before the Honourable House the Vote of 
the Town in which they express their Willingness that their true 
State and Condition should .be known as exactly as possible, And 
We humbly Pray the Honourable House to take this Vote and Our 
Distressed Circumstances into their Wise Consideration and to 
Afford us such Relief as to their Wisdom shall seem meet And 
Your Petitioners as in Duty bound shall ever pray &c.

ANNUAL REPORT

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS, 


CITY OF BOSTON, 


For the Year 1884. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


‘« The City Registrar shall annually, in the month of February, report 
to the City Council a statement of the number of births, of notices of in- 
tentions of marriage, of marriages solemnized, and of deaths recorded, 
during the previous year; with such other information and suggestions 
in relation to said matters as he may deem useful.” — Ordinance. 


In compliance with the provisions of the ordinance above 
quoted, the undersigned herewith respectfully submits his 
report concerning the births, marriages, and deaths in the 
city of Boston during the year 1884, for the consideration of 
the City Council. 


Brirtus In 1884. 


The number of children born and registered during the 
year was 11,479 (5,876 males, and 5,603 females),—an in- 
crease over the number born in the preceding year of only 
177. This is not a satisfactory result, as it shows an 
increase of only 1.54 per cent., when the increase of the 
population must have been about 2.40 per cent. during the 
same time. A careful estimate would make the population 
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of Boston, in 1884, to be in the neighborhood of 398,945. 
-According to this estimate, the births in that year were in 
the ratio of one birth to each 34.75 of the entire population. 
If the number of still-births (516) be added to the children 
born alive, the ratio will be 1 in about 33. The ratio of 
births to the population in each of the last seven census years 
will be seen in the following table : —

It is not easy to account, satisfactorily, for the great dif- 
ference between the birth-rates of the years 1850 and 1855 
and those of subsequent years. ‘There are no means of as- 
certaining what the birth-rate may have been in the years 
prior to 1850; but the census years, 1850 and 1855, show 
(and, presumably, the intervening years would exhibit a like 
result), that the birth-rate was probably larger than at any 
previous period. Although the birth-rate has diminished 
during the last thirty years, it is still most favorably seen 
when compared with that of New York. In the last report 
of the Bureau of Vital Statistics, that for 1883, the number 
of births in New York in that year was 28,972. This shows 
a ratio of 1 birth in each 45.48 of the estimated population 
of 1,317,691. This low birth-rate, however, may be owing 
to the defective method employed there in registering, for no 
one at all familiar with such matters can believe that that 
statement is a correct one. 

It seems to be taken for granted by some that the occur- 
rence of births, marriages, and deaths is more or less affected 
by the seasons, and by atmospheric phenomena; and elabo- 
rate statistical tables have been constructed to illustrate such 
a view. Beyond a simple tabulated statement, however, 
few attempts have been made to show in what way the 
birth-rate, marriage-rate, and death-rate are affected by 
season or atmospheric phenomena. Frequent, sudden, and 
extreme atmospheric changes do, indeed, affect the death- 
rate ; but it would be no risk to say, that the season of Lent 
exerts a more potent influence over the number of marriages 
solemnized, and the occurrence of births, than the determina- 
tion of the year’s rain-fall, or of the direction and velocity 
of the wind.

Not much importance is attached to ward boundaries in 
considering the facts expressed in the foregoing table, except 
as they may exhibit the race characteristics and social con- 
ditions of the residents of the several wards. 

Ward 10, however, presents so singular a condition that 
it is singled out from the others for the purpose of pointing 
out its peculiar features. It is the healthiest district in the 
city of Boston, as fewer deaths occur there than in any other 
ward. The death-rate there in 1884 was only 11.31 deaths in 
each 1,000 persons, although in the entire city it was 24.12 in 
a 1,000. Although this small number of deaths occurred there, 
the latter outnumbered the births by 43. <A similar result is 
witnessed in this ward almost every year. The population 
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of the ward in 1884 was about 12,646, 70 per cent. of which 
are of native birth. By referring to the foregoing table it 
will be seen that there are only 103 births in that district, 
making apparent the fact that there was only one birth in 
each 122.77 of the population of the ward. Again, there 
are nearly one thousand families less in Ward 10 than in any 
other ward (excepting Ward 25) ; but the average size of its 
families is larger than that of any other. In addition to 
these facts is another, that there are but five wards (viz.: 6, 
7, 12, 18, and 16) where the average number of occupants 
to a dwelling is larger than it isin Ward 10. The average 
number of occupants to a dwelling in the entire city is 8.25, 
—in Ward 10 the average is 10.10. In the light of these 
statistics, itis not a little surprising that the death-rate, as 
well as the birth-rate, should be so small in that ward. 

The following table is intended to group together wards 
where the population in each group possess, to a great ex— 
tent, nearly the same general social characteristics. -'The 
wards of East Boston, Charlestown, and South Boston are 
severally kept together, while Ward 10, for its singular con- 
trast to all of the others, is presented alone : —

There were 606 children born in the various charitable in- 
stitutions, making 5.28 per cent. of all the births. 
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The conglomerate character of Boston’s population is very 
clearly shown in the above table. The number of children 
whose fathers were native-born (including half of those re- 
corded as of “unknown” nativity) was 4,749, making only 
41.37 per cent., or considerably less than half of the whole 
number. 

The number of children of Irish fathers was 2,977, making 
25.93 per cent. of the entire number, or 44.23 per cent. of 
those of foreign origin. 

The children of English, Scotch, and British-American 
parentage number 1,847, and make 16 per cent. of the whole 
number. 

There were 949 children of German, Norwegian, and Da- 
nish origin, making 8.27 per cent. of all the births. 

The Italian race is represented by the birth of 254 children, 
and the Portuguese by 140, making 3.43 per cent. of the 
whole number born. 

The large number of births of Russian and Polish parent- 
age (184) indicate a large increase in the immigration from 
the Russian empire, probably caused by the persecutions of 
the Jews within the last few years. 

The number of children who had American mothers was 
4,774, making 41.58 per cent., or considerably less than 
half of the whole number. The number of instances in which 
both parents were of native birth was 3,232, or 28.15 per 
cent. of the total number ; and the number of children whose 
parents were Irish-born was 2,272, making 19.79 per aN 
of all the births. 


COLORED BIRTHS. 


The number of colored children born, embracing all of 
mixed or unmixed parentage, was 242, an increase of 15 
over the number born in the preceding year. The colored 
population is about 6,200. It is therefore seen that there 
was one colored child born to each 25.62 of the colored pop- 
ulation ; or, if the colored still-births are added, the ratio will 
be one in 24.50. In contrast with this, the births of white 
children (including the still-births) were in the ratio of one 
in 34.80 of the white population. While this prolific quality, 
from whatever cause, is more strongly shown among the col- 
ored than among the white race, it is equally obvious that 
more colored persons die in Boston every year than are born 
here. During the last year the deaths of colored persons 
exceeded the colored children born by 19. 
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STILL-BIRTHS. 


There were recorded 516 still-born children, 288 of which 
were males, 224 females, and four were of unknown sex. 
The ratio of still-born children to those born alive, was one 
in 22.24. The mothers of 200 of these children were Amer- 
ican; 147 were Irish; 73 were British-American; 21 were 
English ; and 15 were German. The remainder were made 
up of various nationalities. Of these births, twenty were 
twin births. In ten instances of the latter both children 
were males; in four cases both were females; and in each of 
the remaining six one child was a male and the other a 
female. 

The daily average number of living births was 31.36 (in 
the preceding year the average was 30.96); but, including 
the still-births, the average was 32.77. 


MARRIAGES IN 1884. 


The number of marriages registered during the year was 
4,624, a decrease from the number recorded in the preceding 
year of 78. There was, therefore, one person married in 
1884 to each 43.14 in the estimated population of 398,945. 

The number of intentions of marriage recorded during the 
year was 4,699, which was 181 less than was entered dur- 
ing the preceding year. 

The following table shows the number of intentions of 
marriage entered, and the number of marriages solemnized 


in each month : —

It will be see by the above table that the last quarter of 
the year was the favorite season for those entering the mar- 
riage state, and that the first quarter was regarded with the 
least favor. There were 429 more intentions of marriage 
entered, and 420 marriages solemnized, in the last quarter 
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than in the first. The latter period, embracing, as it does, 
the season of Lent, indicates the portion of the community 
who refrain from marriage by reason of ecclesiastical re- 
quirements.

It will be seen by the above that, while 2,564 grooms 
(55.45 per cent. of the whole number) were native-born, 
only 1,988 (42.91 per cent.) married native brides. The 
number of marriages of which both parties were foreign-born, 
was 1,558, making 33.69 per cent. of all the marriages. 
The number of native grooms who married foreign-born 
brides was 576, or 12.46 percent. of the whole number. On 
the other hand, 502 foreign-born grooms (10.85 per cent.) 
married native brides. The Irish grooms make 25.59 per 
cent. of all the foreign-born grooms, and the Irish brides 
24.47 per cent. of the foreign-born brides. 

The foregoing table also shows how large a portion of the 
persons married were from the British American Provinces,— 
564 grooms and 760 brides. Of all the persons married 
(grooms and brides), 36.60 per cent. of them were born in 
Great Britain and her dependencies. Those born in Ireland 
make 18.13 per cent., and those born in other parts of the 


kingdom, 13.47 per cent. of those last mentioned. 
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The marriages in which one or both parties were foreign- 
born number 2,636, making 57 per cent. of the entire 
number.

The ages at which persons marry are seen in the above 
table. As is always the case, the largest number of grooms 
marry between 21 and 30, the number marrying within that 
period during last year making 63.70 per cent. of all the 
grooms. Nearly one quarter of the grooms, however (24.63 
per cent.), were between 30 and 40. In case of the brides, no 
less than 80.56 per cent. of them were between 18 and 30 
years, while 56.58 per cent. (more than half of all the 
brides), were between 18 and 25 years. 

Only 10 per cent. of the grooms and 3.63 per cent. of the 
brides had passed their fortieth year. 

There were 78 grooms under 21 years of age, and 87 brides 
under 18 years, a decrease of 21 in the case of the former, 
and of six in the case of the latter, compared with the pre- 
ceding year. 

The disparities between the ages of many of the couples, 
witnessed every year, although not strange, are very interest- 
ing, as well as curious. As, for instance, three of the 
grooms under 21 years of age married brides who had passed 
their 25th year. Ten grooms who were between 30 and 40 
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years of age found brides who had not reached their 18th 
year. A few of these strangely-assorted marriages are given 


in the following table : —

In 527 of the marriages (making 11.40 per cent. of the 
whole number) the brides were older than the grooms. In 
each of three marriages, the bride was nineteen years older 
than the groom. 

Of the 78 minor grooms, one was 16 years old; one was 
17 ; five were 18; twenty-two were 19; and forty-nine were 
19 years old. Of the 87 minor brides, three were 15 years 
of age; eighteen were 16; and sixty-six were 17. 

There were eleven marriages of which both parties were 
minors. The 16-year old groom married a bride of 18 ; and the 
one of 17 years married a bride of the same age. These last 
two couples were the youngest that were married during 
the year.

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It will be seen by the above that three grooms selected, as 
their first wives, those who had been twice widowed, and 
two others, who had been thrice widowed, became the 
husbands of spinsters. 


MARRIAGES OF PEOPLE OF COLOR. 


There were 102 colored couples married during the past 
year, three less, than were married in the preceding year. 
There were, in addition to these, seventeen marriages of which 
the grooms were colored and the brides white, ten less than 
occurred in the year before. 

The ratio of colored marriages to the colored population 
is always larger than that of the whites. The number of 
colored persons married was one in 28.05 of the colored popu- 
lation, while among the whites the ratio was only one in 
43.51. 


THE MORTALITY OF 1884. 


The number of deaths registered in Boston during the year 
1884 was 9,622, a decrease of 124 from the number recorded 
in the preceding year. It is thus seen that there were 24.13 
deaths in each 1,000 of the population, or one death in each 
41.46 persons living. This ratio of deaths is not very far 
from the average of the last thirty years. Except in case of 
epidemics, the rate has seldom been above 25, or below 24 
in a thousand. This method of estimating the sanitary. con- 
dition of a city, although generally followed, does not seem 
to be the proper one. To diminish the infantile mortality, 
and at the same time to increase the duration of life, seems 
to indicate more accurately the physical condition of a com- 
munity. It is quite possible that, of two cities, the one in 
which the greatest number of deaths occur may be healthier 
than the other. 

The following table will show the changes that have oc- 
curred during the last twenty years in the mortality of chil- 
dren under five years of age, and in that of persons over 40 
years. Itwill be seen that the ratio of deaths of children under 
five years to the whole mortality has been decreasing consid- 
erably each year for the last six, while the ratio of deaths of 
persons over 40 years has been increasing during the same 


period.

It will be seen by the above that there has been a gradual 
increase during the last twenty years, in the mortality of 
persons over 60 years of age. In 1865, of all the decedents 
in that year, only 12.59 per cent. had reached their 60th 
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year. In 1884 17.96 per cent. had passed that age. The 
annual average during the twenty years was 15.20 per cent. 

A similar result is seen in the second division of the table, 
although not so strongly marked, which gives the percentage 
of mortality of persons over 70 years. In 1865 the per- 
centage of deaths of persons over 70 was 6.87. In 1884, it 


was 10.41. The annual average for the whole period was 
8.51. 
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The above table shows that 4,354 of the decedents were 
under 20 years of age, making 45.25 per cent. of all that 
died. Those of native parentage make 33.26 per cent., and 
those of Irish parentage 32.57 per cent., showing but a 
slight difference between the two classes. It will be noticed 
that of the decedents under 5 years, those of native origin 
exceed those of Irish birth by 173, while the latter exceed the 
former, above that age, by 142. Of the children under 5 years, 
the males outnumber the females by 170; in the succeeding 
period, between 5 and 10, the latter exceed the former 
by six; im the next period, the males have an excess of four ; 
and, lastly, in the period between,15 and 20, during which 
there is always a greater mortality among females, the latter 
outnumber the males by 48. 
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The number of decedents over 20 years of age was 5,268, 
making 54.75 per cent. of the whole number. ‘The ratio of 
decedents above 20 years in 1883 was 53.93 per cent. 
Those of native birth make 44.65 per cent. of all above 
tabulated. In the period between 20 and 380 the female 
decedents exceed the males by 36; in the four succeeding 
periods the males outnumber the females in the aggregate 
by 120; and in each of the last four periods the females 
exceed the males by 38, 1038, 35, and 4, respectively. It is 
noticeable that, in each of the nine periods embraced in the 
table, the female decedents of British-American birth exceed 
the males, in the aggregate, by 88. 

The deaths in each month, tabulated according to sex and 
age, are exhibited in the following : — 
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An examination of the above table will make apparent 
some interesting facts. There were 774 decedents between 


5 and 20 years of age, making a little over 8 per cent. of 
the whole number that died. The number of living persons 
of that age in Boston in 1884 was about 105,640, or 26.48 
per cent. of the entire population. According to this esti- 
mate, there was one death in each 136.48 of the total number 
of persons living who were between 5 and 20 years of age. 

Again, the number of living children under 5 years in 
1884 was about 50,000, or 12.30 per cent. of the whole popu- 
lation. This statement exhibits the fact that there were 71.60 
deaths in each 1,000 living children in Boston in 1884, who 
were under 5 years of age, or there was one death in each 14 
of the same population. 

The decedents between 20 and 50 years of age exhibit a 
like interesting phase of the mortality of the year. The 
number of persons living in 1884 who were between 20 and 
50 years of age, was about 197,876, or 49.60 per cent. of 
the entire population. The number of decedents who were 
of ages between the years named was 2,759, making the 
death-rate to be only 18.94 in 1,000, or showing that there 
was but one death in each 71.72 of all those referred to.

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The deaths in the several wards and various public insti- 
tutions, are seen in the foregoing table. The statement of 
the comparative percentages of the deaths and the popula— 
tion in each locality is given simply as a matter of interest to 
their respective residents, except in a few instances, where 
the character of the people of one ward or district offers so 
strong a contrast to others, as to render the exhibit of 
general interest. 

The two wards of East Boston, containing about 8 per 
cent. of the population, exhibit only 7 per cent. of the 
whole mortality. 

Wards 3, 4, and 5 (Charlestown) contain about 9 per cent. 
of the population of the city. The deaths there made about 
8 per cent. of all the deaths. 

Wards 6, 7, and 8, contain about 12 per cent. of the 
population. The percentage of the mortality in these wards 
very nearly balances the percentage of the population in that 
district. A very large majority of the residents of these 
wards are of foreign birth. 

Wards 9, 10, and 11, offer a strong contrast to the three 
North end wards. These wards contain almost exclusively 
a native population, — Ward 9 embracing more than one- 
third of the entire colored population. While the residents of 
these wards make about 11 per cent. of the whole popula- 
tion, only 7 per cent. of all the deaths occurred there. 

Wards 13, 14, and 15 (South Boston), while containing 
less than 16 per cent. of the population, exhibit more than 
16 per cent. of the entire mortality. 

Only 5 per cent. of the mortality occurred in Wards 17 
und 18, which contain nearly 8 per cent. of the population. 

About 15 per cent. of the deaths occurred in the various 
public institutions. Of these 33.40 per cent. were in the 
City Hospital, 12.97 per cent. in the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, and 10.83 per cent. in the city institutions at 
Deer and Rainsford Islands. It will thus be seen that of all 
who died during the year, one in 6.64 died in the several 
hospitals, almshouses, and other similar institutions. 


MorvTauity OF PEOPLE OF COLOR. 


There were 261 deaths of colored people, — 137 males, and 
124 females, —an increase of seven over the number recorded 
in the preceding year. This statement shows that there were 
42.10 deaths to each 1,000 of the colored population, or there 
was one death to each 23.75 of the same. The Registrar’s 
reports, in almost every year, have noted the fact that, while 
the colored decedents exceeded the colored children born in 
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every year, the ratio of births and marriages, at the same 
time, was much larger than that of the whites, as will be 
seen by the subjoined table.

Of the colored decedents, 22.22 per cent. died from con- 
sumption, and 13.79 per cent. died from pnewmonia and 
bronchitis. On the other hand, among the whites, 16.12 per 
cent. of the decedents died from consumption, and 12.89 per 


cent. from pneumonia and bronchitis. 


CONDITION OF THE DECEDENTS. 


The number of male decedents above 20 years of age was 
2,581. Of these, 1,828, or 70.87 per cent. were, or had 
been married at the time of death. Of the female decedents 
above 20 years of age, 2,687, or 78.30 per cent. were, or 
had been married. Of die fetter’ 42.94 per cent., and of ie 
male decedents above 20 years of age, 17.34 per cent. were 
widowed.

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NOTES ON. THE CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The number of deaths from zymotic diseases was 2,326, 
making 24.17 per cent. of the deaths from all causes, or 
25.24 per cent. of those from disease alone. For the infor- 
mation of those who do not fully understand what is meant 
by the arrangement of the various diseases into classes, it 

may be said that it bas been found useful to designate every 
disease, or cause of death, to one or other of the following 
five classes : — 

]. Zymotic. 
II. Constitutional. 
Ls eocal: 
IV. Developmental. 
V. Violent. 

The first class, which embraces all contagious diseases, 
although all belonging to this class are not contagious, is di- 
vided into four “orders”: mtasmatic, enthetic, dietic, and 
parasitic. The second class is divided in two orders: the 
diathetic and thetubercular. This class embraces cancers, con- 
sumption, dropsy of the brain, and all scrofulous affections. 
The third class is dividedi nto eight “ orders” : diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, of the circulatory, respiratory, 
digestive, urinary, generative, locomotory, and integumentary 
systems. ‘The fourth class is divided into four classes : diseases 
of children, women, the aged, and of nutrition. The fifth 
class embraces all deaths from casualties, or violence.

Croup and Diphtheria. — There was a decrease of 119 in 
the mortality from these causes, compared with the record of 
the preceding year. These deaths make 5.18 per cent. of 
the whole number. 

There was a decrease of 31 deaths from cholera-infantum, 
diarrhea, dysentery, and cholera-morbus, the number of 
deaths being 908, making 9.44 per cent. of the entire mor- 
tality. 

There was an increase of 17 deaths from typhoid fever, 
and five from scarlatina. This increase is so small as to be 
without significance. 

There was a decrease in the mortality from whooping-cough, 
of 151 deaths, and an increase from measles of 99. 

There were 26 deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis, one 
more than were recorded in the preceding year. 

There was but one death from small-pox (afemale), which 
occurred in April. There was also only one the preceding 
year, in May, also a female. There were 28 deaths from 
this disease during the last ten years, viz., one in 1875; 
three in 1876; six in 1877; none in 1878 and 1879; one in 
1880; six in 1881; nine in 1882, and one each in 1883 and 
1884. | 

The mortality from the diseases enumerated in the fore- 
going table, make’ 21.25 per cent. of the whole. It will 
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also be noticed that, while nearly 35 per cent. of those who 
died from the causes above set forth were native-born, no 
less than 33 per cent. were of Irish origin.

With the exception of the years 1876, 1880, and 1881, the 
deaths from diphtheria and croup were not far from the same 
proportion in each year. Thesame may be said of the mortality 
from cholera-infantum, with the exception of the years 1875, 
1876, and 1877, in which years the proportion of deaths from 
this cause was greater. The proportion of deaths from scar- 
latina was much larger than it was in any succeeding year. 
In 1878, 1880, 1881, and 1882, it hardly had an existence. 
Whooping-cough, measles, and cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
measured by the proportion they bore to the general mortal- 
ity, show a small mortality, but clearly uniform in their re- 
sults each year. 


CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 


There were 2,403 deaths from diseases belonging to this 
class, making 24.97 per cent. of all the deaths, almost identi- 
cal with the percentage of the preceding year. 

Cancer.— The number of deaths from this cause was 802, 
one less than was registered in 1883. As usual, the female 
decedents greatly outnumber the males, there being 208 of 
the former, and 94 of the latter. The proportion of deaths 
caused by this disease, during each of the last ten years, is 


seen in the following :—

Of the males who died from cancer, in 50.42 per cent. of 
the cases the disease affected the stomach, liver and bowels. 
Of the females, in 60 cases the disease was in the uterus; 42 
in the stomach; 40 in the breast; and 19 were abdominal. 
The locations of 48 per cent. of the cancers were in the 
uterus and breast. 

Consumption. — There were 1,561 deaths from consump- 
tion in 1884, making 16.22 per cent. of all the deaths, or 
there was one death from consumption to each 6.16 deaths 
from all other causes. Of all the male decedents, one in 6.48, 
and of the female, one in 5.87, died from consumption. The 
ratio of deaths from this cause to those of all others, in each

From the above it will be seen that more than half of those 
who died from consumption were between 20 and 40 years 
of age. Of the decedents under 20 years of age the females 
make 61.80 per cent., and in the two divisional periods be- 
tween 20 and 40 they make 54 per cent. Of those above 40 
years the sexes are equally divided. 

There were 206 deaths from hydrocephalus, 270 from 
marasmus, and 12 from scrofula, making 5 per cent. of the 
whole mortality. 


Locau DISEASES.

The whole number of deaths belonging to this class was 
887 (365 of which were of males, and 522 of females), mak- 
ing 9.22 per cent. of all the deaths. 

The deaths of children from causes comprised in this class 
number 482, making 5 per cent. of the entire mortality from 
all causes. Among these children were 146 instances of 
premature birth (84 males, and 62 females), four less than 
were recorded in the preceding year; 46 cases of cyanosis; 
7 of spina-bifida, and 8 of various other malformations. 

There were 251 deaths from old age (76 were of males, and 
175 of females), an increase of 13, and making 2.61 per 
cent. of the whole mortality. 

Diseases of Women. — There were 78 deaths from child- 
birth diseases (a decrease of 11 from the preceding year). 
There were also 19 deaths from puerperal fever, which 
belong to the zymotic class, but are grouped with the 
other deaths from puerperal diseases for the purpose of 
showing the aggregate mortality from these causes.

CHOLERA IN Boston. 


In view of the probable appearance of Aszatic cholera 
in Boston the present year, it may interest many to learn 
something of its ravages during each of the three years of its 
former visits. Its first appearance in Boston was in 1832, 
and the first two deaths occurred on the 15th of August, and 
the last one on the 30th of November, making 73 deaths in 
all. The official records of deaths prior to 1849 contain 
only the name and age of the decedent, with the date and 
cause of death, and place of burial; so that it is impossible 
to give, from them, the locality where the disease appeared, 
and where its ravages were the most extensive. 

The second appearance of the cholera was in 1849, the 
first death occurring on the 3d of June. The victim was a 
Scotchman, a carpenter on board of the barque “ Argyle.” 
This was followed by the death of two seamen belonging to 
the same vessel, on the following day, and another of the 
crew on the dth, at No. 1 Wharf street. The disease dis- 
appeared on the 80th of September, having carried off 610 
persons. 

Its third and last appearance was in 1854, and the first 
death occurred on the 10th of June, on Fleet street, and the 
last one on the 31st of October. The whole number of deaths 
from this cause in 1854 was 260. The following table gives 
the number of deaths on each day of the three years in which

Prior to 1860, physicians were not required to certify to 
the cause of death; therefore it is quite probable that in some 
instances the reported causes of death may be inexact. It is 
also likely that some may have died of cholera who were 
returned as having died of cholera morbus, or of diarrhoea 
or dysentery. Or, possibly, some cases may have been re- 
ported as cholera which, at the present time, would have 
been returned simply as cholera morbus. In 1849 there 
were 118 deaths from diarrhwa; 47 from cholera morbus ; 
and 277 from dysentery; making an aggregate of 442 deaths 
from these three causes in that year. In 1854 the deaths 
trom diarrhea were 54; from cholera morbus, 23; and from 
dysentery, 149, making an aggregate of 226 deaths. 

In several years since 1854, there have occurred cases of 
sporadic cholera, which have exhibited all the peculiar 
characteristics of Aszatic cholera. These have been so few 
that it was not thought of sufficient importance to place them 
in the foregoing table. 
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The undersigned would respectfully refer to the communi- 
‘ation that he had the honor recently to address to the City 
Council in reference to the expediency of having prepared 
classified indices for the records of births, marriages, and 
deaths. The period which the records cover is between 
1849 and 1881. At the time when the indices now in use 
were prepared the population of the city was small, com- 
pared with its present size, and the number that had occasion 
to consult them were so few that little or no inconvenience 
was experienced. Now, however, those who have occasion 
to visit the office are so numerous, much time is necessarily 
consumed in each case, while others are, in the meanwhile, 
correspondingly delayed. Besides this, the office accommo- 
dations are so restricted as seriously to interfere with the 
proper performance of the work of its occupants. In con- 
sideration of these facts, the undersigned would respectfully 


oS 
ask an early consideration of this matter by the City Council. 


One of the many difficulties experienced by a registration 
officer in a large city, is in his inability to convince some 
persons of the impropriety of having their own proper names 
transformed intu some nonsensical appellative that their own 
parents would not recognize. The ingenuity displayed in 
the selection of many of these names is a matter for wonder, 
and exhibits a capacity for invention that is truly marvellous. 

Another and a more serious annoyance consists in the mis- 
representations often made by parties applying for what are 
termed marriage licenses. False names, ages, and other 
misrepresentations of facts required by law to be registered 
before marriage, are unhesitatingly given, and the necessary. 
paper obtained. Minors will appear with forged consents to 
their marriage from their parents. Others have deliberately 
made oath to statements which subsequently have been 
proved to be untrue. Others, whose ages could not be 
doubted, have personated minors, and thus obtained what 
the parties themselves could not, had they applied in 
person. 

Another and a more common difficulty consists in the 
liability to incorrect registration. This is particularly so in 
regard to foreign names, although English ones do not 
altogether escape. Instances have been known where the 
descendants of foreigners have fallen heirs to property, but 
have failed to secure it because of their inability to prove 
their identity by reason of the change that had previously, 
through ignorance, or carlessness, been made in their names. 

The following list of names, taken at random from several 
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hundreds of similar ones, will show how hard those who re- 
ported them must have labored to get them wrong. If the 
descendants of all named in the list had fallen heirs to 
property, and the record had been made as the deaths were 
reported, in no more than three or four instances could the 
heirs prove their title, if no other proof than the record 
could be secured.

munication from the corporation counsel, and also from the 
fact that the owners of property on Huntington avenue 
would, in all probability, claim damages if the city should 
close it as proposed. A plan preparetl by Mr. Thomas W. 
Davis, the City Surveyor, seemed to be chiefly favored, and 
it is apparently the only plan which shows a feasible way of 
meeting, to some extent, the ideas presented to the committee. 
By this plan it is proposed to lay out grass-plats along the 
sides of the streets surrounding the square, and by reducing 
in this manner the area of the roadway, the evils complained 
of will be essentially diminished, and the beauty and attrac- 
tiveness of the locality be enhanced, without discontinuing 
any of the thoroughfares, or interfering to any extent with 
public travel. The additional grass area that would be 
secured by the adoption of Mr. Davis’ plan would amount 
to about 30,000 square feet ; and if at any time the require- 
ments of travel in the streets call for more room, it will be 
a simple matter to reduce the width of these grass-plats, or, 
if need be, place the whole area in the street again. 

Your committee, after carefully considering the subject, are 
agreed in the opinion that the plan made by Mr. Davis should 
be adopted, and they therefore respectfully recommend that 
the subject be referred to the Committee on Paving, with a

The facts material to the question of the. 
Aiscounitaane of Huntington avenue, between 
ston ani Dartmouth streets, are these: That portion 
the avenuevextending 319,38, feet south-westwardly from 
ylston streeb, Was conveyed to the city by the Common- 
ealth “as and for a public street,” July 30, 1875, and its 


use as a public treet cannot be Ae aoainied without the 
consent of the Comonwealth. 
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The remaining portion of the avenue between Boylston 
and Dartmouth streets was conveyed, with certain other 
streets, to the city by the Boston Water Power Company, by 
deed dated October 7, 1875, with an agreement therein that 
“the same shall be and constitute public streets of said city.” 
Under this agreement the land conveyed cannot be turned 
from use as a public street into a public park. 

With reference to Copley square, that part of it which 
came to the city from the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology is subject, under Chap. 107 of the Acts of 1881, to the 
condition that “it shall forever be kept open as a public 
park of said city.” Section three of this act provides, that if 
the city shall appropriate said parcel of land to any purpose 
foreign to that for which it was granted, the Commonwealth 
may enter upon said parcel and take possession thereof, and 
the right of the city to the use, occupation, and control 
thereof shall thereupon cease. No new arrangement can be 
made which would devote any portion of this land to any 
other use than that of a public park without the consent of 
the Legislature.

Your comimnittee, charged with an inquiry as to the pollu- 
tion of Farm Pond by sewage from the Boston & Albany 
R.R. depot, Barber straw-shops, so-called, etc., at South 
Framingham, after obtaining evidence and personally in- 
specting the premises, report as follows :— 

There is at the present time a sewer, or culvert, nearly 
completed, from the margin of the pond, running through a 
swamp, or slough, about 350 feet, to a point of junction 
with a drain from the straw shops, as indicated on a plan 
furnished the committee by the Water Board. Beyond this 
it is extended about 340 feet, and ends within about 20 feet 
of the cesspool used by the Union R.R. depot, in which are 
a number of water-closets, urinals, and sinks of a restaurant, 
—-all discharging in the cesspool. The liquid flowing in this 
sewer is, apparently, contaminated by sewage, and extremely 
disgusting in appearance, even above the point of junction 
with the drain of the straw-shop. Beyond this point it is 
of much greater volume and of inky blackness, and empties 
itself in Farm Pond, within a few hundred feet of the gate- 
house, through which all the water of Sudbury system is 
received into the city. It is contended, on the part of the

local engineer of the Water Board, that the building of this 
sewer, or culvert, has not materially changed what has ex- 
isted for at least five years. But we contend, on the other 
hand, that filling this swamp by the Old Colony and the Bos- 
ton & Albany R.R. Companies has diminished its capac- 
ity to take care of the sewage; that last summer, for the 
first time, complaint was made of this slough smelling 
badly, and that the sewer is built to obviate this difficulty. 
The recent decision of the Supreme Judicial Court of the 
Commonwealth, in the case of Martin vs. Gleason, renders it 
unimportant how long the present state of affairs has ex- 
isted. The right to foul a tributary of Farm Pond, accord- 
ing to the doctrine laid down by the court in that case, 
expired when the city took the water for domestic purposes, 
and we therefore dismiss this branch of the question with 
the opinion that the covered drain, or culvert, conveys the 
sewage more direct, and is the source of greater danger to 
the water supply of Boston, than the open, shallow ditch 
which existed last year, and before. 

The offensive character of the discharge from the Barber 
straw-shops is not questioned. 

We are informed that the Water Board have already taken 
steps to abate this nuisance, and the question is thus narrowed 
as to whether the sewage of the Union R.R. depot finds its 
wav to the sewer. 

The local engineer of the Water Board informs us, “ At the 
request of the Water Board, the overflow of the cesspool 
into the ditch was plugged some years ago by order of 
President Bliss, of the B. & A. R.R. Co., and that the 
cesspool is now emptied as often as filled.” If thisis the case, 
we cannot understand why the Old Colony R.R. Co. build 
an expensive sewer for a distance of about 340 feet beyond 
the drain of the Barber straw-shops, direct towards and 
almost to the cesspool, as natural sub-surface water would 
easily percolate through the gravel-filling the R.R. Co. 
proposes to put over it. Apparently the object is to drain 
the cesspool, and the foul character of the water in close 
proximity reénforces this opinion. 

Again, we cannot conceive of a cesspool of sufficient size 
capable of holding all the liquid flowing from the numerous 
sources at the depot ; and, if it were possible to build one, 
the expense of keeping it free would be a serious obstacle. 
We are therefore led to believe that all the liquid finds its 
way to the sewer, either by overflow or percolation, — both 
of which are equally dangerous. 

The new conduit through Farm Pond, now in process of 
construction, will eventually eliminate this source of pollu- 
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tion; but, in the meantime, we are forced to believe this 
discharge of filth into the water-supply a serious menace to 
the health of the people of Boston, and therefore recom- 
mend and urge immediate attention on the part of the Water 
Board, to use all means in their power to abate the evil; 
and, if it cannot be speedily done and it is practicable, to 
open the temporary canal cut around the margin of Farm 
pond in 1881.

TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY, 


0 the Honorable City Council : — 


The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery herewith respect- 
fully submit their report of the affairs of the cemetery for the 
financial year 1884-85, embracing a detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures during that period. 

The balance in the treasury on the first day of May, 1884, 
was $1,897.35; this amount, with the appropriation of 
$15,000 subsequently granted by the City Council, made the 
sum at the disposal of the Trustees for the current expénses 
of the cemetery, exclusive of the ordinary income, $16,897.35. 
This amount was $2,387.03 less than that that was available 
at the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

The earnings of the cemetery during the year were 
$21,010.74, which was an increase of $1,526.36 over the re- 
ceipts of the year 1883-84. : 

The total amount expended during the year was 
$35,705.54, being $1,184.03 less than that of the preceding 
year, leaving a balance in the. treasury at the commence- 
ment of the present financial year of $2,202.55. 

The income received for lots and graves was considerably 
larger than that of the year 1883-84. The number of lots 
sold, for which payment was made in full, was 43, the same 
number that were sold the year before; sixteen lots were 


, 
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secured on which half of the price was paid; and the pur- 
chasers of sixteen others, who had previously paid in part for 
their lots, made final payment of their indebtedness. 

Although the labor required each year is of the same gen- 
eral character, the amount demanded the past year exceeded 
considerably that of some previous years. The time had 
come when all the avenues and walks of the cemetery needed 
more than the usual care ordinarily bestowed on them; 
accordingly particular attention was turned in this direction, 
and the propriety of this course is seen in the general im- 
provement everywhere observable. 

Several avenues and walks have been considerably enlarged, 
the former to the extent of 2,600 feet, and the latter to 4,875 
feet. In addition to this work, in order to provide for the 
prospective necessities of the cemetery, it was thought ad- 
visable to grade a piece of land of half an acre in extent, 
situated on the west side of the lake, another one on Cirion 
avenue, anda similar one on Walnut avenue. 

The City Lot has received during the past year, as it has 
in every year, a large amount of labor. ‘This portion of the 
cemetery is set apart in compliance with statute law, the 
city being required to provide a burial place for those of its 
inhabitants whose necessities may require it, without charge. 
While no income is received from this portion of the cem- 
etery, it should not be forgotten that no inconsiderable part 
of the receipts derived from its general resources are ex- 
pended here. In this particular the Trustees have not failed 
to recognize the duty imposed on them, to see that the last 
resting-place of those who have been less favored by fortune 
than others is so cared for, that the sensibilities of the 
humblest shall not be wounded. No less than 10,705 feet 
have been added to the dimensions of this lot, and no great 
length of time will elapse before the necessity will arise for 
its further enlargement. 

Two hundred and ten graves have been prepared in Maple 
Grove, which will be ample, it is thought, to meet the de- 
mands for a considerable time to come. 

The number of new lots completed, and now ready for 
sale, is 148. Of these, 129 are of full size, containing three 
hundred superficial square feet, and 19 of half that size. 

During the year eleven monuments, and one hundred and 
twenty tablets, have been put up. Some of these are of 
beautiful design and superior workmanship, and form no 
slight part of the general attractions of the cemetery. 

‘Among other improvements accomplished during the year 
was the planting in various parts of the cemetery, of 1,000 
trees ; the setting out of 150,000 plants and shrubs, and the 
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sodding of 25,000 feet of the borders of lots. In this par- 
ticular, the Trustees feel warranted in saying Mount Hope 
Cemetery is not exceeded in beauty by any other cemetery 
in this State. 

In conclusion, the Trustees think it not improper to speak 
of the services of their Superintendent, Mr. John E. E. Gow- 
ard. Mr. Goward has proved himself a faithful and efficient 
officer. His duties have been discharged with fidelity and 
intelligence ; and no better evidence can be afforded of his 
fitness for the position he holds, than the general appearance 
of the cemetery, and the expressed satisfaction of those with 
whom he comes in contact. 

The Trustees would also speak in commendation of Mr. 
James Morton, the gardener of the cemetery, of whose taste 
and ability in his position they cannot speak too highly. They 
are satisfied that the results he has accomplished will compare 
favorably with those of any other person occupying a similar 
position. 

Finally, the Trustees would say that, if the means placed in 
their hands by the City Council have been generous, they 
cannot conceal from themselves the fact that the necessities 
of the institution under their charge have been urgent, de- 
manding more than it was in their power to grant. In their 
actions they have been guided by a desire to manage the 
affairs of the cemetery with judicious economy, and for the 
best interests of the whole community. Many improvements 
have been considered advisable, which would, it is believed, 
have added much to the attractiveness of the grounds, as well 
as to the income of the institution ; these improvements, how- 
ever, they have been compelled to relinquish for the present, 
hoping that, at a more favorable time, they may be fully 
accomplished. 

A statement of the receipts and expenditures during the 
year is annexed.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Bos- 


ton: — 


The Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit to the City — 
Government their annual report, as required by the Ordi- 
nances. The report embraces in its financial statement the 
receipts and expenditures for the year ending April 30, 1885. 
The year has not been of an unusual character, so far as its 
business is concerned. ‘The ordinary routine of daily duty 
has been discharged upon those established rules which ex- 
perience has proved beneficial and most efficient for the ser- 
vice required. 

Our expenditures for the year, as was expected, show 
some increase over those of the previous year, caused by the 
business depression and the severity of a protracted winter ; 
but owing to more prompt payment by the Commonwealth 
of our bills for aid rendered State cases, our payments into 
the City Treasury have been larger than usual, and the net | 
expense less than in the previous year. 

Municipal relief carries with it, in a certain sense, a greater 
responsibility than private beneficence. The individual, if 
he chooses, can shut his eyes and close his ears to the cries 
of the unfortunate and destitute, but Statute Law and public 
policy demand that this class shall not only be heard but 
their claims investigated. The very position of an Overseer 
of the Poor implies assistance to the needy, and means 
are placed in his hands for the purpose. It is a position of

trust and liable to abuse. <A soft and easy temperament will 
respond with ready complaisance to the appeal of the impor- 
tunate. <A sterner duty is, however, required. The impostor 
and the dissolute must be denied, and even the succor which 
common humanity properly dispenses to the worthy should 
be on such conditions and with such limitations as will not 
encourage idleness or foster that feeling of dependence which 
lowers the stamina of the recipient and makes him a useless 
member of the community of which he forms a part. With 
this object in view, the Board was reorganized about twenty 
years since. It still keeps to this standard, occasionally intro- 
ducing new methods, to carry out more effectually the spirit of 
the system. In the central office can be found trained and 
experienced officials, for supervision and control, while every 
street and by-way of the city is covered by agents and visitors 
whose duty it is to investigate, in their own homes, the appli- 
cants for assistance. ! 

Each beneficiary, upon his first application, is Tagieed to 
give in detail his history, and the antecedents of his life and 
career. These statements are verified so far as circumstances 
will permit. Birth, settlement, parentage, personal habits, 
ability to labor, and general character become a matter of 
record. These facts are embodied in a registration paper, 
which is filed for future use. The number of new registra- 
tion papers filed the past year was 1,070. These, added 
to the number previously reported, make a total for the last 
twenty years of 24,459. Thus we have a complete list of 
cases aided since the organization of the Board, with dates 
of aid and the nature of relief furnished. 

In addition to those who receive temporary aid, possibly 
only for two or three times, Boston, like every large city and 
town, has a class of dependents who for years have been on 
its charities: widows with families of little children, the aged 
whom infirmities have disabled from performing remunera- 
tive labor, and those suffering from disease not so great as to 
require removal to the hospital or other institution, compose, 
in a large measure, this class. Although each year many are 
dropped from the list by death or other circumstances, new 
cases are constantly being added, so that the total varies 
but little from year to year. The last year shows an in- 
crease; the number of families aided being 4,403, against 
4,075 in the previous year. 

The visits made by ouragents and visitors to the homes 
of the applicants, for the purpose of actually knowing their 
condition, have been, during the year, 17,515. This number 
does not include the visits of the four physicians in the 
employ of the Board.

Deducting this sum from that received 
from the City, leaves the net amount of

The number of Boston families living in other cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth to whom aid has been furnished 
by the local authorities is 271. They live in 63 differ- 
ent cities and towns. Most of them have been visited by 
an agent of this Board, that we may know of their condition 
and needs from personal investigation. The amount which 
has been spent for these cases, which, under the law, we are 
bound to reimburse, is $8,861.61. 

We have received for patients in the City Hospital, whose 
settlement was outside of Boston, $4,051. This amount has 
been paid to that institution. 

The Temporary Home for Women and Children, the first 
of our supplementary establishments, has been called upon 
to shelter a larger number of inmates than in the previous 
year. At times it has been as full as its rooms will allow, 
suggesting that at some future period, if the increase contin- 
ues, more ample accommodation will be required, unless some 
limitation as to the class of individuals who should be admit- 
ted, or abridgment of the time during which they shall be 
permitted to remain,is made. ‘The institution was not built 
for a hospital or almshouse ; its title indicates its object. It

meets a great want growing out of the necessities of a large 
city.

Ninety-seven hundred and forty-four single meals fur- 
nished to females and children at the Home. 


It will be seen by the statistics of the Wayfarers’ Lodge 
which follow that there has been an increase in the number 
of lodgers, and also of meals furnished. The shutting down of 
factories and other industrial establishments in the country no 
doubt has driven many to the city to find employment. 
Without homes or friends here, they naturally seek a refuge 
for the night, and meals for the day, which the Lodge fur- 
nishes. The aid we furnish them is reimbursed by their 
labor. In addition to the casuals in the institution, an 
opportunity is offered to furnish some of our own people out 
of employment with work, as a condition of assistance from 
the central office. 758 men were sent with work-cards from 
the office to the wood-yard. 621 cheerfully went to work, 
while 137 would not submit to what they considered an 
indignity.

An allusion was made in last year’s report to the necessity 
for more yard-roowm for this institution, and the experience 
of this year confirms what was said at that time. 

We have paid into the City Treasury during the year 
$4,000, being profits on the sale of wood sawed and split 
by the ininutes. 

Our trust-funds, which we hold as a corporation for special 
purposes, separate and distinct from the annual appropria- 
tions of the Government, are gradually accumulating from 
unexpended income. 

During the year we have received a legacy of $5,000 from 
Elisha Goodnow, who died in 1851, and who provided in 
his will that on the decease of his widow (which has recently 
taken place) this sum should be given “to the City of Bos- 
ton for the relief of sick and infirm persons.” This is the 
same Mr. Goodnow who from his limited estate made a 
liberal bequest to our City Hospital, — another illustration of 
the benevolent character of the citizens of Boston. 

The late Elisha V. Ashton, for many years in business 
here, but of late living abroad, made a will providing that 
some of his estate should be given to the poor of Boston. 
The conditions of the will were such that the Board con- 
cluded, after full consideration, that it would be inexpe- 
dient for it to assume the trust with its responsibilities. 

The number of pensioners on trust-funds is 241, 3 less 
than one year ago. All of these are aged persons. During 
the year 21 have been added, 18 have died, 1 has entered the 
Old Ladies’ Home, 1 has been sentto the Insane Asylum, 
and 4 have voluntarily withdrawn. 

The Boylston Educational Fund has paid for the board 
and tuition of boys under fourteen years of age $3,066.43. 
Twenty-one boys are now beneficiaries of this fund. 

The amount expended from the trust-funds for the year, 
exclusive of investments, has been $17,833.33. 

The most important changes of the year have been those 
which have taken place in the employés of the Board. Mr. 
John P. Way, the tee who had for many years faith- 
fully served in the boiler-house, and had charge of the 
heating arrangements of the Charity Building and Tempo- 
rary Home, was suddenly taken ill while in the discharge 
of his duties, and died on the premises. 
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Mr. Thacher F. Sweat, one of our most experienced and 
judicious visitors, having in charge the Roxbury and South 
End districts, after a protracted illness, departed this life, to 
the regret of all who knew his worth. 

Messrs. Norton, Weston, and Cowing, after valuable 
services, have retired. The new visitors are: Michael J. 
Killion, Marcus Kallmann, Henry L. Richards, John A. 
McLaughlin, Bernard MecNellis, and John B. Sheerin. 

The vacancy caused by the death of the engineer has been 
filled by the appointment of Martin J. Connelly. 

With the year also expired the official term of Mr. Levi L. 
Willcutt, who has been a member of the Board for six years. 
His previous experience in the City Council, his knowledge 
of men and affairs in the community, and the industry 
and good judgment which he put into the special work 
delega ated to him by his associates, amply fitted him for 
the position, which he acceptably filled. The office of an 
Overseer of the Poor is not one of high honor or emolu- 
ment, but it is a service, if efficiently discharged, which 
carries with it its own reward in the consciousness that he who 
fills it has done his share towards the promotion of the 
public welfare, and should receive the thanks of every 
good citizen. 

This general report of the Board will be followed, as usual, 
by detailed st: itements, from the Treasurer and Secretary, of 
the interests directly under their charge. 

The reduced appropriation, growing out of the new law 
regarding municipal taxation, may cripple our resources : 
but Boston is too humane a city to permit its legitimate 
and worthy poor to suffer, and no doubt some means will 
be adopted which will remedy the difficulty, if, unhappily, 
it shall be found to exist. 

Before closing our report we desire to call your attention 
to the fact that Boston, in placing its poor under the charge 
of two separate Boards, is unlike all other cities and towns in 
the State. We share in the belief expressed by former 
Boards of Overseers, Pauper Commissioners, and others, 
that the work could be more efficiently performed by one 
Board, and trust that at no very distant day the Overseers 
of the Poor may have charge of all the poor.

TrusT—FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund.—This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin - 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
“A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, how- 
ever, of the bequests was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., 
whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason 
his name has been given to the fund. The income of this 
fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the Overseers, 
in semiannual payments to the poor of this city. 

Boylston Relief and Hducation Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
eayed householders of the Town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse; interest to be 
added until one is appointed. The interest is now paid 
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semiannually towards the salary of the chaplain of the 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refresliment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably ; but always 
giving ‘preference to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the City of Boston in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fand contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—'The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had re esided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Flolton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
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degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that, in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributers shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

Flolton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
jam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be ‘distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested, and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city not supported by the 
said city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city or 
the government, or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[CuapreR 173, Acts or 1885. | 


An Act EXTENDING THE STATE Alp Laws TO THE THREE MonrtHs’ 
TROOPS OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SIXTY-ONE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows; — 


Section 1. All soldiers who were members of the regiments 
and organizations of Massachusetts militia known as the three 
months’ troops, viz., the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and Eighth 
Regiments of the Infantry, the Third Battalion of Infantry, and the 
First Battery of Light Artillery, who were mustered into the United 
States service in eighteen hundred and sixty-one, shall be deemed 
to have served to the credit of Massachusetts, and are hereby made 
eligible to receive State or military aid under the conditions, pro- 
visions, and limitation contained in chapter thirty of the Public 
Statutes. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act IN RELATION TO THE BETTER PROTECTION OF WIVES AND 
CHILDREN. . 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen-

Section 1. Section four of chapter two hundred and seventy 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: Whoever unreasonably neglects 
to provide for the support of his wife or minor child shall be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the house of correction not exceeding six months. All fines im- 
posed under this section may, in the discretion of the court, be 
paid in whole or in part to the town, city, corporation, society, or 
person actually supporting such wife or minor child at the time of 
making the complaint. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act AUTHORIZING CiTIESs AND Towns TO IntTRUST CERTAIN AP- 
PROPRIATIONS TO Posts OF THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 
FOR DISBURSEMENT. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 


Section 1. Any city or town may appropriate any sim of 
money for necessary aid to soldiers and sailors and their families, 
and may by special vote intrust such sum or any part thereof to 
any post of the Grand Army of the Republic located in such city 
or town, to be disbursed under its directions to any such persons 
residing in such city or town; provided, that the treasurer or other 
financial officer of such post shall make an annual return to such 
city or town under oath, containing an itemized and specific state- 
ment of the disposition of such sums made by such post during 
the preceding year, and shall exhibit his vouchers for such dis- 
bursements to any committee of such city or town for examina- 
tion. 

Sect. 2. The officer designated in section 1 to hold and dis- 
burse said money shall, before receiving the same, give a bond, for 
the faithful discharge of his trust, to the city or town paying over 
the same, in such sum and with such sureties as the mayor and 
aldermen or the selectmen may require.

State aid may be paid to the widow of any soldier, 
sailor, or marine, described in the second section of chapter thirty 
of the Public Statutes, who was married to said soldier, sailor, or 
marine before the ninth day of April, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty, and who is otherwise qualified to receive State aid under the 
provisions, limitations, and regulations of said chapter. 

Secr. 2. So much of section three of chapter thirty of the 
Public Statutes as is inconsistent with this act is hereby repealed. 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Section 1. Sections twenty-five, twenty-six, and thirty-one of 
chapter eighty-six of the Public Statutes are hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : — 

‘¢ Sect. 25. No city or town officer shall be allowed to send to 
the almshouse any person infected with small-pox or other disease 
dangerous to the public health, or any other sick person whose 
health would be endangered by removal; but all such persons 
liable to be maintained by the Commonwealth shall be stipported 
during their sickness by the city or town in which they are taken 
sick, and notice of such sickness shall be given to the State Board, 
which may examine the case and order the removal of the patient 
if it deems it expedient; provided, that the notice herein required, 
in cases of sick persons whose health would be endangered by re- 
moval shall be signed by the Overseers of the Poor, or by such 
officer as they may see fit by special vote to appoint, and they or 
he shall certify, after a personal examination, that in their or his 
opinion such removal of the person named in such notice, at the | 
time of his application for aid, would endanger his health. 

** Sect. 26. The expense incurred by a city or town under the 
provisions of the preceding section, after notice has been given as 
therein required, shall be reimbursed by the Commonwealth, the 
bills for such support having been approved by the State Board or 
by some person designated by it, the bills so audited being in- 
dorsed with a distinct declaration that the amount charged for has 
been paid from the city or town treasury. 

‘¢Sror. 31. The expense of thus supporting the person who is 
a State pauper, written notice having been given to the State Board 
within sixty days from the time when such aid shall be first given, 
shall be paid by the Commonwealth, reference being had to the 
expense of supporting such person at the almshouse, if thereto 
committed.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect on the first day of July in 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five. 

[Approved May 5, 1885. ] 


DECISIONS. 


City of Boston vs. Inhabitants of Mount Washington. 


Action to recover for money paid by the City of Boston for the 
relief of Maurice Roach and family. The question in the case was 
whether Roach had a legal settlement in the defendant town at 
the time the expenses sued for were incurred. It appears that 
Maurice Roach was assigned as part of the quota of the defendant 
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town, under Sect. 8 of the Act of Congress, approved July 4, 
1864, but that he had been enlisted and mustered into the service 
of the United States about five days before the beginning of the 
Rebellion. The defendants contended that Roach was not proper- 
ly credited to it, under the above statute, and that therefore he 
was not ‘‘ duly assigned as a part of the quota thereof,” under the 
settlement law of this State. The case was heard on agreed facts. 
The Superior Court gave judgment for the plaintiff, which has now 
been affirmed, for the reason that ‘* Roach, having been assigned 
in such form that the defendants had the benefit of the assignment, 
was ‘ duly assigned’ within the meaning of the Massachusetts set- 
tlement law.” R. W. Nason for the plaintiff; R. R. Bishop and 
G. Wigglesworth for the defendants. 


[Chap. 188 of the Acts of 1881, in relation to gaining of settle- 
ments by persons having relatives supported in public institutions, 
is not retroactive in its operation. | 


Law Term, WorcgEstEr, 1884. 
Worcester v. Barre. 


Devens, J.—By the law, as it existed previously to the Statute 
of 1881, Chap. 188, no person could acquire a settlement in any 
town . . .if his wife was committed to the State Lunatic Hos- 
pital . . . and supported atthe public charge . . . during 
any part of the time of residence necessary to give him a settle- 
ment. It is not to be inferred that it is the intention of the Legis- 
lature retrospectively to change the rules of settlement, sive 
unless this intent fairly appears by the terms of the act. The act 
of 1881 is expressed in the future tense. In our view, therefore, 
the act is prospective in its operation. 


Boston, Law Term, Fall, 1884. 


West Bridgewater v. Wareham. 


Hormes, J. — The question whether the pauper George M. Frye 
was settled in the defendant town depends upon whether his 
orandfather, James Frye, senior, was settled there. ‘The plain- 
tiff says that certain ancient votes of the defendant amount to 
admissions which warrant a finding in its favor. The defendant . 
denies that it either did or could make admissions that would have 
that effect. 

Taking the latter contention first, the defendant says, that, as 
the statute provides that settlements shall be gained in certain 
ways, and not otherwise, and also in view of the limited power of 
towns, proof of admissions of the conclusion of law that a pauper 
had a settlement cannot take the place of proof of the facts that 
warrant that conclusion. 

We are unable to assent to this argument. In the first place, 
such admissions are not mere statements of law. They might be 
if they set forth the constituent facts relied on as establishing the 
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conclusion. But where the conclusion alone is stated, the state- 
ment affirms or admits by necessary implication that facts exist 
which warrant that conclusion. Again, to establish a settlement 
against a defendant in this way is no more introducing a new 
mode of gaining a settlement than to establish a marriage by 
admissions in a suit against a husband for necessaries furnished 
his wife is introducing a new mode of marriage. ‘The admission is 
not conclusive, and if it does not induce the inference of the facts 
prescribed by statute as necessary to constitute a settlement or a 
marriage, it goes for nothing. Finally, we see no more reason to 
doubt the power of towns to make admissions in town meetings 
prejudicial to their own interests, in a case where they have power 
to act on the general subject-matter, than to doubt their power to 
do the same thing through their counsel in court; especially on a 
question which they have statutory power to settle, as the defend- 
ants could have done in this case, by town vote admitting the 
pauper as inhabitant. The case cited by the defendant only 
denies the power of Overseers of the Poor to bind the town; but 
it does not suggest that a vote of the town itself would not be 
evidence against it, and pretty strongly implies the contrary. 

New Bedford v. Taunton, 9 Allen, 207. See, also, East Green- 

wich ». Warwick, 4 R.I., 188; Hopkinton ». Springfield, 12 

N.H., 328-330. 

The votes put in warranted the inference that was drawn from 
them. In 1824, at a town meeting held under a warrant ‘‘ to see 
what the town will do with the town poor,” it was ‘* voted the 
children of James Frye be sold to the lowest bidder,” etc., and 
that whatever it should cost to get them kept until they were 
twenty-one should be paid in one year. The record then con- 
tinues, ‘‘ Voted the rest of the town’s poor that are not provided 
for be left,” ete. The foregoing language clearly means that the 
children of James Frye are a part of the town poor. ‘* The town 
poor” in its natural sense, and unexplained, means poor whom the 
town is bound permanently to support (Stat. 17938, c. 59, § 1). 
It does not include persons receiving temporary relief under Stat. 
1793, c. 59, §$ 9-13. 

Coupling this with votes of previous years, ‘‘to hire out James 
Frye and take his wages to support his family,” ‘‘ to vendue the 
poor,” followed by the record of the bidding off of James Frye’s 
children, and [of the vote] to pay various bills for the support of 
him and them, we find ample admissions that James Frye had _ his 
settlement in the defendant town. ‘The force of these admissions 
is not affected by the question whether the town was usurping the 
functions of the Overseers of the Poor by passing the votes, upon 
which we express no opinion; for, as the town had power to act 
on the subject-matter, an admission with regard to it is evidence 
against the town, even if the particular act directed to be done 
was ultra viies.

Dear Sir, —In answer to the first inquiry in your letter of 
to-day, I have to say, that a residence of five years, a part or the 
whole of which was during her coverture, would not, in my 
opinion, give a widow a settlement under Chap. 274 of the Acts 
of 1874. 

In Uxbridge v. Northbridge, 131 Mass., 454, the Court say that 
a person ‘** could not under the statute gain a settlement by her 
own residence there during her husband’s life.” This being the 
law in regard to a residence under coverture for the entire term of 
five years, it seems equally clear that no portion of the residence 
ofa woman under coverture can form part of the five years re- 
quired to give a woman a settlement under the statute referred to.

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The Legislature of 1885 have passed an act (chap. 178) which 
limits debt and taxation in the City of Boston, as will be seen by 
the following sections : — 


Section 1. The taxes assessed on property in the City of Boston, exclu- 
sive of the State tax and of the sums required by law to be raised on account 
of the city debt, shall not exceed in any year nine dollars on every one thou- 
sand dollars of the average of the Assessors’ valuations of the taxable property 
therein for the preceding five years, the valuation for each year being first 
reduced by the amount of all abatements allowed thereon previous to the 
thirty-first day of December in the year preceding said assessment. Any 
order or appropriation requiring a larger assessment than herein first above 
limited shall be void. 

Srct. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the City of Boston shall hereafter be 
two and one-half per’ cent. up to and until the first day of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, and thereafter shall be two per cent. 
on the average valuation prescribed in section one of this act, instead of 
three per cent. on the last preceding valuation, as provided in section four of 
chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes.

The annual appropriation order of the City Council provides 
that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and Auditor, or 
be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same has been previously ap- 
propriated by a special vote of the City Council; hence the neces- 
sity of applying to the City Council for additional means, if from 
any cause an original appropriation falls short. ‘The additional 
means thus asked for can only be furnished by an authorized 
transfer from some existing appropriation which can spare it, or 
by a specific loan. In this manner the City Council retain a Anowl- 
edge and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized by 
them.

The consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate works shows 
a decrease of 23.6%; and that of the Mystic works 9%: from 
that of the year 1883. This reduction in the consumption is due 
to the saving effected by the stoppage of waste. 

The daily average consumption per head of population has been 
68 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works; 71 gallons 
from the Mystic works; and 68.6 gallons from the combined 
supplies.

Farm-Pond Conduit. — At. the date of the last annual report, 
Messrs. Parker & Sylvester were filling into the pond from the 
trestle on the line of the conduit. They completed the filling on 
August 29, having deposited 59,010 cubic yards of material, at a 
cost of $27,672.70. On August 20 a contract was made with 
G. M. Cushing, of New York, for building a conduit 3,760 feet in 
length between the upper and lower gate-houses. 

This contract will be completed during the coming season. 

Basin No. 4. —The work upon this reservoir has so far ad- 
vanced that the reservoir has been partially filled. 

The work remaining to complete the reservoir consists of be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 cubic yards of material in the embank- 
ment of the dam, the superstructure of the gate-chamber, the 
wash-wall on the inner slope of the dam, soiling, etc. 

The work will be finished during the present year. 

Public Park, Back Bay.—The filling done during the year 
was for grading around the Boylston-street arch, and for forming 
the shores of the water-way. 

The excavation of the water-way has been continued, and about 
16,000 lineal feet are now completed. The area of the channel 
now excavated is about 20 acres. 

The pointing of the Boylston-street arch and the construction of 
the wing-walls have been completed. 

All the loam needed for the park has been delivered ; a sufficient 
quantity of meadow-muck has been delivered, and composted with 
stable manure. 

About 8 acres have been graded and loamed, most of which is 
planted. About 6 acres of marsh have been excavated and re- 
sodded, at the established grade. 

Covered Channel, Muddy River. — The gate-chamber has been 
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completed, and is ready for use as soon as the conduit, which was 
damaged in the fall, is repaired. 

Bussey Park. — The road from South street to Centre street, 
began in 18838, has been completed, and a large amount of stone 
quarried for use on roads hereafter to be built. 

West Roxbury Park. — Three shelter buildings have been built, 
also a propagating house. The ground has been cleared and put 
in order for a nursery. Considerable work has been done in the 

way of clearing the grounds of the park, of fruit and other trees, 
which it is not desired to preserve. 

Marine Park, City Point. — The grounds have maa cleared of 
rubbish, the old cellars filled, a fence built, and a building fitted 
up for a waiting-room and shelter. 

Wood Island Park. — The drive-way from Bennington street 
to the Revere Beach R.R. has been graded. 

Charles River Embankment. — A contract has been made for 
and work begun on the construction of the sea-wall and the filling 
of area behind it. 

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. — The work of construction has been con- 
tinued during the past year. ‘The west-side intercepting sewer has 
been completed, and many connections have been made with the 
common sewers, so that at the present time the whole of the city 
proper is connected, with the exception of a small area at the North 
End, which it was not originally proposed to connect. At the 
pumping-station the permanent engine-house has been practically 
completed, and the temporary wooden structure has been removed. 
The pumps have been operated day and night without interruption, 
and the whole system has been working in a very satisfactory 
manner. The sewage of the city, instead of being discharged into 
the docks and bays in close proximity to the residential and bus- 
iness portion of the city, is now regularly discharged at Moon 
Island, five miles down the harbor, at a stage of the tide when tidal 
currents carry it five miles farther. 

The effect of this change is noticeable in the much greater purity 
of the water around the city and in the absence of offensive odors 
formerly prevalent in parts of the city in the summer season. 
Cellars which were once flooded during heavy storms have been dry 
since the new systen has been put in operation. 

A considerable amount of work remains to be done to put these 
works in thoroughly efficient condition, and for this purpose an 
additional appropriation has been granted.

— This is a_ three-story 
building of brick and brownstone, and extends 70 feet on AI- 
bany street and 100 feet on Bristol street, with ell in rear. It is 
finished for a machine shop, blacksmith shop, wheelwright’s shop, 
store-room, paint shop, and harness-room, and furnished with large 
and powerful elevators.

It contains fifty-eight sleeping- 
rooms, five business rooms, and parlors, with dining-room and 
kitchen accommodations. It is fitted with baths and _ toilet-rooms 
on all floors, and is furnished with every requisite for the comfort 
and convenience of its occupants.

Heap—Hovust, East Boston Ferry. — This head-house is 
erected at the Boston side of the South Ferry, on the site of the 
old structure, is built of wood, and designed to give ample accom- 
modations to the patrons of the terry.

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Hospitat, House or Inpustry. — This building is erected on 
Deer Island, to provide for the needs of the public institutions at 
that place. It is a large wooden structure, divided into three hos- 
pital wards, a physician’s residence and administration building, 
and a building containing the kitchens, store-rooms, etc. ‘The 
structure is provided with the latest sanitary improvements for 
hospital service. Wm. J. Jobling, builder.

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1884-85 was $481,001.98, against $496,915.91 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 9,807 gas, and 2,591 oil lamps, 
being an increase of 184 gas, and a decrease of 25 oil lamps, as compared with 
the previous year. 

The lamps are located as follows : —

In Chelsea (Meridian-st. bridge) : 5 gas. 


The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubie feet; Roxbury, $1.65; 
Charlestown, $1.75; South Boston, East Beston, $1.85; Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, Brighton, and Chelsea, $2.00 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate of 13 cents 
per lamp per night, and have an average of 96 lamps each, except those in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one 
dollar and seventy cents per day. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp, 
per night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 

In addition to the above there are 401 electric lights burning, under con- 
tract with Electric Lighting Companies of this city, at the rate of 65 cents per 
light per night. The city provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish 
the lamps and light.

The valuation of 1884 for personal property can be fairly increased $37,013,- 
000, in addition to the amount given in the foregoing table for the value 
assessed by the Commonwealth at the rate of $1582, per $1,000, upon shares 
of Massachusetts corporations, the property of ‘residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that represents the 
real estate and machinery locally assessed, and pays over to the city that pro- 
portion of the tax that represents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,551,000 for bank stock, 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks are located, as the 
taxes are paid to Bostonas assessments upon this class of property held by its 
citizens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated before the 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the effect of the valuation of this 
property in reducing the rate of taxation upon the $682,656,658 assessed by 
the city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was included 
in the Assessors’ aggregate, andthe taxes were assessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for all purposes for 
which the city must raise money by taxation can, for the year 1884, be put at 
$233,090,058. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, scientific, and 
literary corporations hold property exempt by law from assessments, as fol- 
lows: Value of land, $11,631,200; value of buildings, $11,897,100. Total 
real estate, $23,528,300; personal estate, $3,448,500. The City of Boston holds 
in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city taxes) $18,504,875 of actual 
assets available for the payment of liabilities, and $40,426,708 nominal as- 
sets, the character of which is shown in the following copy of the return of 
the Assessors as of May 1, 1884, to the State Treasurer : —

Chapter 299 of the Acts of the year 1879 requires that the State Tax and County Tax shall 
be assessed on polls, provided that each of such taxes shall not exceed the sum of one dollar 
(two dollars for the entire tax upon each poll). The excess above the amount so raised must 
be assessed on property. In the above table the sums stated in the columns of Stare Tax 
and County Tax, respectively, are the whole amounts required to be raised, and the figures 
in the columns of RaTE show the amount per $1,000 for which property was assessed to make 
up the deficiency after the polls had been assessed at one dollar each for State and County 
purposes.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 of the Acts of 
the year 1866 (generally known as the betterment law), consisted of assess- 
ments upon abutters, for-the cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the 
public streets, where the owners of estates have failed to construct them’; 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new sewers, the city 
assuming one-quarter the cost. The Act of 1866 enables the city to assess 
upon the owner one-half the amount that his estate has been denefited by the 
laying out, widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city shall 
have first paid all the land and building damages and the full cost of the 
work. The following table exhibits the character and amount of these 
special assessments from the year 1865 : —

The figures given above do not include the ‘special assessments ;” 
they are not given, as there are no data as yet collected by which 
their detail and amount can be known. ‘That such assessments are laid 
upon estates for purposes which in Boston are included in the expenditures 
met by the general tax levy is well known. That they are considerable in 
amount there can be no doubt. That they are sometimes very heavy is evi- 
dent by the following statement: The valuation, between 1868 and 1878, in- 
clusive, of a lot of vacant land, bounded northerly by 97th street, easterly by 
Old Broadway, southerly by 96th street, and westerly by ‘‘the Boulevard,” 
containing eight house-lots, with a total area of 20,200 square feet, ranged 


1In January, 1874, the towns of Kingsbridge, Morrisania, and West Farms were annexed to 
the City of New York. Their real estate valuation of about $9,500,000, was increased by the 
authorities of New York City to about $23,000,000, in order that their assessments might be 
based upon the same scale of appraisement as the property of Manhattan Island. This 
increased valuation was included in the tax of 1874. 
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from $4,750 to $37,700, with an average of $24,664, the annual taxes aver- 
aged $652.81, or $26.70 per $1,000; and the special assessments for side- 

walks, paving, grading, etc., and also for betterment by the location of 
certain public parks [some of which were four miles distant from the land as- 
sessed]? averaged $1,282, or $52 for $1,000, a total average rate per annum 
of $78.70.

For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment was laid on each 
one thousand dollars as a ‘‘ Public Building Tax.” The rate of this special 
tax for the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, is included in the table above given, 
and is stated in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had previously been assessed 
at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full market value, and’ assessments 
have since been made upon that basis. Several classes of personal property, 
which, under the law of Massachusetts, are included in the valuation of the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, 
assessed exclusively for the benefit of the State. A ‘‘ precept” issued to the 
assessors of Philadelphia by the Board of Revision of Taxes, subsequently 
to 1880, requires the assessment of ‘‘ All mortgages, all money at interest, or 
owing by solvent debtors, upon promissory note, bond, judgment, or other- 
wise, not including bank notes. All money loaned or invested on interest in 
any other State, or in stocks or bonds of corporations of any other State; all 
furniture, including gold and silver plate above the value of $300; all pleas- 
ure carriages; all vehicles used for transporting passengers for hire, stating 
the kinds of vehicle; all annuities over $200, except those granted by this 
Commonwealth or the Federal government; all gold and silver watches; all 
horses, mares, geldings, mules, and neat cattle, over the age of four years.” 
The personal property assessed on account of the municipality consists of fur- 
niture, horses, cattle, and pleasure-carriages. An enactment of the Legislature 
of 1868, first taking ‘effect i in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimination in the 
assessment taxes upon realestate. The suburban portion of this municipality 
is assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land upon one-half, of the rate

It is claimed that from 1866 to 1875, inclusive, the appraisement of real 
estate has been for the market value. The personal estate liable to taxation 
under the laws of the State of Illinois is substantially the same as that 
assessed in Massachusetts. 

The City of Chicago is made up of three districts or townships, viz., South, 
North, and West Chicago, which, in addition to their proportion of the city 
taxes, as shown in the above table, are assessed for their proportion of State 
and county taxes, and for certain local improvements, the city in its corporate 
capacity not being assessable for these purposes. Railroad property in 
Chicago is assessed in these several districts. ‘The valuations upon which 
these assessments are made are reduced by voards of equalization to corre- 
spond to assessment values in other parts.of the State and county. The tables, 
which may be found in preceding reports, exhibit the operation of this system. 

In addition to the State, county, city, and town taxes, Chicago has a sys- 
tem of special assessments, paid wholly by the real estate benefited by the 
special improvements, which, for the year ending January 1, 1883, were : —

This estimate was deemed excessive, and an act of the Legislature was 
obtained authorizing local boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent: The 
reduced valuation of the real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 
was levied was placed at $123,427,888, and is the officeal, if not the true, 
valuation of the property. ‘The figures of subsequent years indicate reduced 
values. 

The table which follows shows the amount of taxes levied in this city since 
1865, and the rate of tax per thousand for State, county and city purposes. 
The column marked ‘ Delinquencies and Forfeitures” is thus explained. 
Unpaid taxes of former years are added to and form a part of the grand total 
of each year, until they are paid, or the several accounts are closed by a sale 


or otherwise.

WOOD ISLAND PARK. 


A tract of land in East Boston, known as East Wood Island, containing 
19.6 acres of upland and 57.7 acres of adjacent flats, with 4 acres of land, for 
a park-way, extending from Bennington street to the park, has been purchased 
for $50,000. 


BUSSEY PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


A tract of land, containing 167.4 acres, 122.6 acres of which were owned 
by Harvard University and dedicated for an arboretum, has been taken for 
park purposes, and 122 acres leased to the College for use as an arboretum. 
For the lands not owned by the University the city has paid to April 30, 1885,

COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocuitvate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, ina direct line, is 84 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 1,800 
feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. In addition tothe supply in the lake, 
. Dug Pond,” containing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected with and form important tributaries toit. The whole circuit of 
the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of high-water mark, is 
about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of five rods around it, 
which is held free from taxation ; also 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In 
addition to this the city owns 23} acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, and 
on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the Chestnut- 
Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and necessary for the 
protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in Needham, 53% acres in Newton, 14 

acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 


SUDBURY-RIVER ConpuitT. — The Sattar gceleer Conduit, extending from 
Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-House at Chestnut-hill 
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Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The area of land owned by city on con- 
duit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. A section of conduit, 
4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury 
river. The city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 
400 feet. In effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit and 
storage-basins, the Boston Water Board have, in many cases, purchased land 
not actually required for the above purposes. 

The whole line of the Water-Works, extending from Lake Cochituate, and 
continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and stone tunnel, 144 miles, 
to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 acres of water surface, and 119,583,960 
gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘* Chestnut-hill Reservoir,’’ situated in the Brighton District, of the 
capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water-surface of 1234 acres. There 
are 212% acres in this whole property, the line of pipe from Chestnut-Hill 
Reservoir to the main near the Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under 
which are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ** South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph Hill, South 
Boston, covers with its embankments an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
resembles in shape a segment of an ellipse, and has a water area, when at 
high-water mark, of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is bounded 
westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. Theland covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about. 216,027 square feet. Its water area, when 
at high-water mark, is 44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Parker-hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, is located 
on a lot of land taken under the act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, containing 197,614 square feet. It was built specially for 
the high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. ‘he area of the water-surface, when 
at high-water ‘mark, is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above 
tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from Fisher avenue, 
and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to 
the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline, Brighton 
District, and Newton, to this city, and the distributing pipes laid in the city 
proper, East Boston and South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton Districts, aggregate in length 367 miles, varying in size from 3 
to. 48 inches in diameter. . 

Pipe-yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, upon which 
there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. ; Pipe-yard and Machine- 
shop, on Federal street, near Summer, with tools and machinery, and other 
property therein, for the use of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, 
on which is a brick building used as a machine-shop. ‘The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, ete., was about $30,000. 
In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the building, and veneral 
repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. Building on Elmwood street and place, 
on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying 
water to the highest parts of the city, by means of the stand-pipe erected on 
Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘‘ Fort Lot,” between Beech Glen and 
Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate Water Board 
by an order of the City Council of 1870. It contains 114,360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council, for the financial 
year 1884-85, contains an account or the water-pipes and other stock on hand, 
and a full statement of the condition of the works. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1885, is $18,173,644.45. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, is situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 


/ 
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authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. The area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 
square miles. ‘To convey the water of the lake to the citizens the works con- 
sist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, waste-weir, 
and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house; pumping- 
engines; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers; supply 
mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions, 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of and about 200 feet 
from the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, constructed of 
faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof the boiler and engine 
rooms, repair-shop and pump-well. The lot of land about the engine-house 
is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a dwelling-house for the engi- 
neers, and also a stable. Connected with the engine-house is a brick and 
stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons’ capacity, per 
24 hours. Eight boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The force mains are of cast-iron, each 30 inches in diameter and 3,277 feet 
in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near Tufts College. 

Its water service covers an area of 4% acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
146 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet, 
on Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used 
for a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38 X 40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a workshop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 

Mystic Srwrer.—The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 feet. 
The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of the Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to the 30th April, 
1885, is $1,656,266.50.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions : — 

Deer Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 50 acres 
of flats, on which is the large brick building known as the House or Inpbus- 
try. Also, a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant-boys, and a wooden one for nursery, a farm- 
house, brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and 
another landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live stock, merchan- 
dise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouses. In 1879-80 the wharf was rebuilt, at an 
expense of $6,852.38, and the wooden building in rear of the main building 
of House of Industry was replaced by one built of brick, the expense being 
$15,989.90 

RarinsForD Isianp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing ll acres. The buildings are 
occupied by male paupers. 

Housr or Correcrion AND Lunatic Hospirau. — These institutions oc- 
cupy an area of 631,700 teet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshops, out-houses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, stock on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, 
horses, and other live stock belong to the city. There is in the House of 
Correction workshop a steam-engine of twenty horse-power and boiler, with 
shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the contractors, and the neces- 
sary apparatus for heating the prison workshops and chapel with steam. 

ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN DIsTRICT, is situated on a 
lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. ‘The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 
45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There are a 
large barn and other out-buildings. 

ALMSHOUSE, AUSTIN Farm (West Roxpury Districr).— The site pur- 
chased by the city for a Home tor the Poor, known as the ‘*‘ Austin Farm,” 
contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly side by Back street, 
on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly side by Canterbury 
street, and on the northerly side by Austin Terrace, so-called. On this es- 
tate are a house occupied by female paupers, barn, ice-house, and sheds. In 
1879-80 an extension was added to the main building, which will accom- 
modate 100 inmates, at an expense of $14,998.99. In 1881 the barn was 
enlarged and a new silo built of the capacity of 325 tons. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77, 
for the accommodation of pauper boys and neglected male children. Con- 
tents of lot, 152,000 square feet. New buildings have been completed for the 
pauper and neglected girls formerly at Deer Island. 

STeaMeR ‘‘J. Putnam Braver.” —This boat is 340 tons burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, 
$43,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to 
and from the city to the Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of Health : — 


Soutn City Srasies, SHorp, anD SuHEDs. — Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 117 horses. Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department, are constructed and kept in repair. 


OrraLt Depot.— Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by the 
Paving Department. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SuHeEpDs, NortH GRovE stTrReEEL. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached tothe same. It has 
accommodations for 54 horses. The lot contains about 33,600 feet. 


HiGgHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 80,000 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.18. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875 at a cost of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown District, at acost of $5,083.07. Shed and out-buildings, built in 
1879. Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 34,000 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, horses, carts, 


wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping the streets and places’ 


clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, ete. The estimated value of 
the whole property is about $95,500. 

Prisoners are conveyed to the institutions at South Boston, and to the 
Deer Island steamboat, by vehicles furnished by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property ts in charge of the Board of Health: — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 


GaLor’s IsLanpD, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store-house for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. 

Smatit-Pox Hosrirat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury District, built in 


1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of lot are 
4,182 acres. 
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STEAMBOAT ‘** SaAMuEL Litre.” — This boat is about 47 tons burden, 72 
feet in length, 16 feet beam, and 7 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 1872. 
Cost of boat and furniture, $16,229.26. Employed in quarantine service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point, foot of L 
street, and Commercial Point; the houses at City Point and foot of L street 
are on the beach. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing 
a water surface, around which, inside of the structures, are platforms. All 
the houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. House at City Point con- 
sists of a main building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms; from the 
ends of these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a chain with 
cork buoys, which encloses a square water-surface. In the offices of the 
Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies, for 
making small repairs.

PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets : — 


Buritpincs AND Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, adjoin- 
ing the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamizing, blacksmith and carpenter’s shops, and atool-room. The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 54,450 square feet. 
Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Buitpines AND Wuarr, on Charles street, corner of Cambridge street. 
The buildings are two in number, built of wood. One is divided into a black- 
smith’s and carpenter’s shops, an office for foreman and wharfinger, with 
tenement upstairs occupied by the wharfinger; the other building contains a 
stable, with accommodations for six horses, anda shed for breaking stones 
for macadamizing, and storage for material. Between the two buildings, at 
the entrance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard scales. The total con- 
tents of the lot, including wharf and buildings, are about 34,214 square feet. 
Cost of building, $14,639.74. 


Fort—-Hitt Wuarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $1,200 per annum. 


Soutn Boston. — Two pieces of land left from an estate on Broadway 
extension, of about 7,991 square feet, with buildings. 


East Boston. —A water lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, run- 
ning to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoining this, another lot 
belonging to the Boston Water-Works, about 50 feet front on said street, and 
running down to the Commissioners’ Line.

Lrepce Lot, on Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased in 1870 for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is a 
building containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher; also a wooden build- 
ing divided into stable and office. 


On the AtmsHousE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there are 
two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 


Lepce Lor, on Myrtle street and Bird place, Dorchester District, contain- 
ing 81,068 square feet. Upon this lot are a blacksmith’s shop, and a large 
shed. ‘This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, of Stephen Baker, 
in 1867. 
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DowNER-AVENUE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 square 
feet, purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of Nathan and Henry N.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 226 miles of sewers 
built by the city and under his control. The department occupies a small lot 
on North Grove street, and a large one, with water-front, on Albany street, 
containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of materials, tools, etc. In his 
Annual Report to the City Council, May, 1885, the Superintendent of Sewers 
gives a schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this department.

In 
this department are 16,059 plans, —see Annual Report for 1884 for list of, — 
besides which there are 3,455 lithographed plans. ‘Top-buggy, harness, ete. 


DorcHEsTER District Brancu. — Instruments for surveying and draw- 
ing; drawing and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, ete. 
There are 1,980 plans in this office. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the Annual Report, 
published January, 1885) of 9,781 Gas Lamps and 2,591 Fluid Lamps, 
besides 401 Electric Lights, posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, measures, and 
the necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and repairing the same, 7 
horses. 6 wagons, 1 top-buggy, 1 sleigh, 4 pungs, and harnesses.

PUBLIC SCALES.

FURNITURE. 


In the various offices in City Hall, Court-Houses, Jail, Registry of Deeds, 
Probate Office, and all the other public buildings ; inthe Grammar and Primary 
School-houses owned by the city, and in several rooms hired for school and 
other purposes. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CentTRAL CHarity BurEeau Buiipine, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 
ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, Young 
Men’s Benevolent Society, German Emigrant Aid Society, Boston Police 
Relief Association, Ladies’ Cooperative Visiting Society, The Associated 
Charities, Homoeopathic Dispensary, and the United Hebrew Benevolent 
Association. The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 


TremporaRyY HOME FOR THE DesrTITUTF is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 
of these buildings, with the land. and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South Boston, Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
South End, and North End Districts, there are about 457,289 bound volumes, 
besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. The Tosti engrav- 
ings embrace some in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred 
in portfolios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School Committee, 
265,072 books, 1,142 music charts, 133 pianos, 133 piano-stools, 183 piano- 
covers, 60 sets of philosophical apparatus, 3,048 maps, charts and globes. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas F. Temple, 
Chairman, Frederic W. Lincoln, 7reasurer, April 80, 1885. 


PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,” Anony- 
mous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, 
however, of the bequests was from BrnsamMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount 
of this fund, April 30, 1885, was $107,658.02. 


Bortston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Jonn Bortston, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘* persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1885, to $20,961.70. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1885, to $134,666.32. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of Jonatuan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of 
Industry. Amount of Mason Fund, April 30, 1885, $8,586.80 


Dexter Funp. — Was a bequest of SamMuEL Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not 
supported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of 
the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, April 30, 1885, $3,362.46. 


JEFFRIES Funp.— Was a bequest of Davip Jrerrrizs, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase 
of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1885, $3,496.69. 


Lucy Buttman Cuariry. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into the possession of the City of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,200. Funds on hand, 
$16,052.87. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Davip Sears Cuarity.— This is a fund contributed by the late Davin 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity, and the Sears- 
tan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were 
actuaries, and the total amount of ‘‘ The David Sears Charity ” April 30, 1885, 
was $276,532.85. 


Pierce Fuext Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, by the late 
CaLeB Prerce, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at least 
one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of Fund April 30, 1885, $1,500, invested in City of Boston note, 
and $45 interest on hand. Total, $1,545. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton by 
the late James Hotton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 1863. Income to be 
expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females 
to receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1885, invested in City 
of Boston note and interest. Total, $1,590.84. 


Hotton Protestant Paurer Funp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Hovron, for the purpose of furnishing good and 
plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays. Amount of fund April 80, 1885, City of Boston notes 
$2,500, and interest $58. Total, $2,558. 

Sroucuton Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut. Gov. William Stoughton, 
who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 1885, 
invested in City of Boston $1,500 notes and interest, $64.89. ‘Total, 
$1,564.89. 

Goopnow Funp, — Invested in City of Boston note $5,000, April 30, 1885. 

A bequest of Elisha Goodnow, ‘‘to be invested and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, sick, and 
infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its almshouse, in such 
manner as the said city or the government, or officers thereot may deem most 
judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.”

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
19 
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Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1865; Reuben 
Hunt, 1866, for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take effect on its 
passage, continuing in force the provisions of the ordinances of 1870 and 
1875, providing that all moneys earned by police-officers for fees as witnesses, 
except one witness feea day in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be 
kept as a separate fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, 
and Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. 
The income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who 
have received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sick- 
ness, age, or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessi- 
tous circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in 
necessitous circumstances, of police-officers who have died while in the 
service of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations for 
the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund as they may 
deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the 
City Council may from time to time adopt. 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, the City Treasurer, 
Alfred T. Turner, and the City Auditor, James H. Dodge; Hugh O’Brien, 
Chairman, and James H. Dodge, Treasurer and Secretary.

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BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, for the time being (and their successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purposes of receiving and holding 
all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department 
or their families requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the 
families of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. 
The property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
The said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the 
same and the income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes afore- 
said. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act the following-named 
persons, viz.: His Honor the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, Fire Commissioners 
Henry W. Longley, John E. Fitzgerald, and William A. Green, now consti- 
tute the Board of Trustees. Hugh O’Brien, Mayor, President; Frederick 
W. Smith, Jr., Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. Bensa- 
MIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 
sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 or less 
than £15, to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become 
their sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

The trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. The first loan was made 
May, 1791.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN Scuoo.t Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘* Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s hands.” | 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth” in the Act to incorporate vertain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘¢manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments creat- 
ing said trust.”
